Scotland Yard maintains the most inti- 
mate and secret affiliations with every de- 
tective agency in the world, and its devices 
for tracing Continental suspects are now 
being operated under Chief Inspector Frank 
Froest, who is reputed to have a wider ac- 
quaintance with the rogues of the worid 
than any other Police Chief in Europe.

THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Sixty Royalties to Take Part in the Pro- 
cession in London—Naval Pageant 
Will Be a Splendid One. 
LONDON, Jan. 30.—The Earl Marshal, 
the Duke of Norfolk, was unable to 
King Edward yesterday in order 
his Majesty’s final sanction for the ar- 
rangements for the funeral of Queen Vic- 
toria. Nothing, therefore, has been defin- 
itely settled except the programme for Fri- 
day, although the entire programme 

been practically arranged. 

“Queen Victoria's explicit directions 
to her funeral were written in 1862,"" says 
Truth, ‘‘and have not been altered in any 
material respect. It was her wish that the 
ceremonia) should copy that of Prince Al- 
bert’s burial so far as possible. The Queen 
will be the first English sovereign who will 
not be buried at night and by torchlight.” 

It is understood that the funeral proces- 
sion in London will be, approximately, as 
follows: 

A sovereign’s escort of 100 Life Guards.

INVITATION TO COLONIAL TROOPS. 


It is estimated that sixty royal Princes 
will participate in the procession. The War 
Office has invited colonial officers and sol- 
diers in England to march in it. 

As the funeral will be of a military char- 
acter, there will probably be no pall bear- 
ers, although, perhaps, certain Generals 
will act in this capacity while the coffin 
is being carried up the nave of St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor.

THE NAVAL DISPLAY. 

Of all the ceremonies, no doubt the naval 
will be the finest pageant. The Alberta, 
carrying the body, will slowly steam along 
a line of battleships extending eight miles. 
Facing these giants of the British Navy 
will be smaller vessels and numerous for- 
eign battleships. Whatever the weather 
may be, the spectacle of the body of Queen 
Victoria traversing a lane .of warships— 
the guns of all booming—will be unique. 

Minute guns will be fired from all ships 
in the Solent and at Cowes, commencing 
when the Alberta leaves Trinity Pier. Each 
ship will cease fire immediately the end of

THE FOREIGN WARSHIPS. 


The following is the order of the foreign 
warshins at the pageant: The Baden, Prince 
Henry of Prussia's flagship; the Hagen, 
the Victoria Luise, and the Nymphe, Ger- 
man; the Dupuy de Lome, French; the 
Hatsuse Japanese, and the Dom Carios 
I., Portuguese.

The household of the late Queen, the 
royal servants, and the tenantry will be 
drawn up on the carriage drive. The 
Queen's pipers will lead the procession 
through the King’s Gate to Trinity Pier. 

There will be an imposing military dis- 
along the route, massed bands and 
drummers playing funeral marches. Be- 
hind the coffin will walk Admiral Sir Mi- 
chael Culme-Seymour, (First and Principal 
Aide de Camp to the Queen since 1899,) the 
King. Emperor William, the Duke of Con- 
naught, Crown Prince Frederick William 
of Germany, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, 
and other Princes. Then will come Queen 
Alexandra, the Duchess of Cornwall and 
York, and other Princesses. 

Bluejackets will bear the coffin from the 
pier to the royal yacht Alberta, where Ad- 
niral Culme-Seymour, four naval Aides de 
Camp, and two Ladies in Waiting will ac- 
company the body, 

The outer coffin arrived on Monday 
night. The men detailed to carry the coffin 
rehearsed yesterday with a dummy coffin 
filled with sand and weighing over half a 
ton. 

The King, the Queen Consort, Emperor 
William, and other members of the royal 
family will embark on board the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert. 

The only American wreath which has ar- 
rived at Osborne House so far is one from 
Mrs. Sidney Everett of Boston, who is stay- 
ing in the Ysle of Wight.

The Subsidy Bill, He Says, Must 
Have Precedence. 


TURNER ATTACKS MEASURE 


Calls It a Piratical Raid on the Treas- 
ury—Mr. Perkins Opposed to Feat- 
ures of the Bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Senator Frye 
(Rep., Me.,) made this afternoon a declara- 
tion that has been taken by many persons 
as a threat that the Subsidy bill must be 
disposed of before any other business of 
Just 
after he had moved at 2 o'clock to proceed 
with the Shipping bill, he made a little 
speech which for a moment startled his as- 
sociates and which made Mr. Hanna (Rep., 
Ohio,) smile with calm satisfaction. 

‘““Mr. President, I desire to say now that 
I do not intend, if I can help it, to yield to 
anybody for anything during the considera- 
tion of this bill. I ¢o not intend to yield 
to an Appropriation bill unless, by a vote 
of the Senate, I am compelled to do so. 
There is not the slightest difficulty, as the 
Senator from Massachusetts well stated 
yesterday, about passing the Appropriation 
bills, provided this bill is out of the way. 
I do not believe the Indian bill would have 
occupied more than two or three days if 
this bill had been out of the way. As every 
Senator knows, | am of an exceedingly 
yielding disposition. Therefore, I give no- 
tice in advance so that I hope Senators will 
not ask me to yield.” 

All that this menace means is that if the 
Senate chooses to take up another bill, ap- 
propriations and revenue measures having 
first privilege, it may do so on motion, 
without debate, going at once to a vote to 
decide whether the Subsidy bill or another 
shall be considered. Senator Aldrich 
(Rep., R. 1.,) explained its meaning clearly 
soon after Mr. Frye had made his an- 
nouncement. It means that if the Repub- 
licans of the Senate are united in their de- 
termination that the Subsidy bill shall be 
proceeded with in preference to any other 
measure, a vote would decide that it 
should have the right of way. But he 
would not say that the Republicans are 
united upon such a course, or that they 
are prepared to let the appropriation bills 
fail, so that the Subsidy bill shall be 
passed. He is very anxious to ascertain 
what Democrats are opposed to the bill, 
and though not an outspoken supporter of 
the measure, warned a group of Inquiring 
newspaper men not to predict that the biil 
would fall. The opponents of the bill say 
that Mr. Aldrich has become a recent con- 
vert to the Subsidy bill, but his conversa- 
tion has never made it plain that he was 
for or against it, 

Senator Turner (Pop., | Washington,) 
spoke to-day in severe arraignment of the 
bill. He began with the statement that 
the bill was one of the most extraordi- 
dinary measures ever. brought: before Con- 
gress. It was vicious in principle and ab- 
surd in the extravagance in which it. pro- 
ceeded. It had been devised by a select 
committee of presnee parties, by distin- 
guished counsel, with less consideration of 
the public welfare than of the private in- 
terests concerned, 

He did not, he said, impugn the motives 
of those in Congress advocating the bill, 
but he considered the measure a striking 
instance of the strictly business olicy 
of the party in power and its readiness 
to listen to any project in. behalf of wealth 
as against the interests of the people. He 
referred to the subsidies given by the biil 
as equivalent to a spoliation. Mr. Turner 

been appealed to to support 
the bill on the ground that it would Rais 
his State.

He maintained, also, that the bill was 
paternalism carried to an extreme.

The only consideration given to the farm- 
ers by this bill, Mr. Turner said, was for 
the purpose of providin 
this ‘atrocious and villainous concoction 
down the throats of the American people.”’ 
He declared that the Subsidy bill would 
commit the Government to expenditures 
aggregating $270,000,000, “This, he said, was 
a mere gift to a favored industry, and he 
predicted that the time would soon come 
when the ship owners of the United States 
could build their own ships independently 
of Governmental aid, He predicted that 
much of such legislation as this would work 
the ruin of the Republican Party. 

Mr. Turner contended that, contrary to 
the popular belief, the subsidies provided 
for by the bill were to continue for thirty 
years. He had been surprised, he said, to 
learn that the subsidies were to continue 
for a longer period than twenty years, and 
he was sure that popular opinion had ac- 
cepted the shorter period as. the correct 
one, 

Mr. F'rve reminded Mr. Turner that there 
is pending an amendment to the bill limit- 
ing the payment on existing ships to ten 
years. 

Mr. Turner asserted that we already have 
or soon will have a sufficient tonnage to 
absorb $11,756,349 under the bfll if that 
amount were allowed. This, he said, dem- 
onstrated that the full $9,000,000 allowed 
annually for subsidies would be. required 
from the beginning. He declared that un- 
der the provisions of the bill the American 
Line would receive $2,188,509, or almost 
one-quarter of the entire amount to be paid 
out annually. 

Mr. frye said that the Committee on 
Commerce had reported amendments which 
prohibited the company from bringing in 
more than six foreign ships. 

Continuing, Mr. Turner said that the 
Treasury doors should be padlocked and 
guarded by Gatling guns when the Ameri- 


cau Line prepared to make a raid upon the ; 


Nation’s vaults. All the world outside of 
the United States pays less than $20,000,- 
000 annually in the way of ship subsidies. 
This country was preparing to pay almost 
half as much, when it is admitted that our 
tennage is not one-hundredth part of the 
tonnage of the world. He argued that out- 
side of the vicious principle of the bill, the 
greatest objection to the bill is found in the 
fact that it will retard instead of advance 
American shipbui'ding. The result of such 
legislation would be that shipowners would 
build ships for foreigners far more cheaply 
than they would build American vessels. 
He asserted that the proposed subsidy 
would amount to more than 10% per cent. 
on the capital invested in shipping. The 
shipowners, he said, never would consent to 
a division of this bonus with the shipbuild- 
ers, 

In conclusion, Mr. Turner asserted that 
the policy intended in this bill was a com- 
plete change of front on the part of the 
Republican Party, and he asked Mr. Hanna 
to explain. if he could, the reason for this 
change. He concluded at 5:30, whereupon 
Mr. Frye took the floor with a request for 
action upon the amendments suggested by 
the Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Frye said his only purpose at this 
time in requesting action upon the amend- 
ments was to get the bill in perfect shape, 
and that there was no idea of preventing 
opportunity to Senators to offer other 
amendments. The amendments heretofore 
suggested were then formally agreed to. 

Mr. Perkins (Rep., Cal.,) took exception 
to the provision. of the bill Ifmiting the 
amount of subsidy to gp to. ships built on 
the Pacific Coast to 30 per cent. of the 
whole amount. Mr. Frye replied that no 
more had been asked before the committee. 
He would be curpeeed. he said, to find the 
Senator from California, suggesting amend- 
ments to the bill as now perfected in view 
of the fact that as a member of the com- 
mittee he had voted for the bill when it 
was not half so good as now. 

Replying, Mr. Perkins said he had agreed 
to the reporting of the bill, but that: he

WHIPPING POST IN DELAWARE. 


Senate Decides to Do Away with Pil- 
lory—Punishment for Hus- 
band Beaters.

DOVER, Del., Jan. 29.—The Delaware 
Legislature faced the problem of corporal 
punishment to-day. Many of the members 
have been annoyed by newspaper and 
magazine articles regarding the pillory and 
whipping post, and want the whole ancient 
business abolished. ‘Theretore in the Sen- 
ate to-day when the bill abolishing the 
pillory came up, it passed by a vote of 11 
to 6 Every criminal convicted of felony 
has to stund at the pillory for an hour, 
locked by the wrists and the neck. 
Immediately afterward the Senate passed 
Senator Clements’s bill for the punishment 
of wile beaters at the whipping post, twen- 
ty lashes being prescribed. Senator Knox 
pleaded earnestly in behalf of his bill pro- 
viding for secret whippings, but the Senate 
voted it down. ; 
In perfect good faith Representative 
Ewing presented in the House his bill for 
the punishment of wives who beat their 
husbands. It provides *‘ that if any person 
being the wife of any man shall by physical 
violence abuse, maltreat, or beat her hus- 
band, she shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by being whipped at the 
whipping post with not less than five or 
not more than thirty lashes by the Sheritt 
or by the husband at his election.

SUES J. J. HILL FOR $1,500,000. 


Geologist Wants Share of Profits of 
Western Coal Mines.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 29.—Suit was be- 
gun in the Circuit Court here to-day 
against J. J. Hill by Herbert W. Pearson, 
an expert geologist, to recover $1,500,000. 
Pearson claims that in 1896 he entered into 

negotiatiors with J. J. Hill to explore for 


coal in Washington and Montana, an ex- 
pense fund of $200 a month to be provided 
by Mr. Hill as long as the search con- 
tinued. The coal was found much sooner 
than was expected, and the complaint de- 
clares that Mr. Hill at once possessed him- 
self of all the land containing coal and 
began the development of mines which are 
now valved at $14,000,000, 

The complaint further alleges that Pear- 
son discovered the Stockett mines by a 
study of elevations and topography, and 
that he located, the limits of the fields, 
which hzve since proved to be correct. The 
Hill interests, he charges, secured thou- 
saids of acres under his direction and are 
now mining there 1,600 tons daily. It ‘is 
for a share in the profits of this operation 
that the suit is brought. 

While Pearson brings the suit in his own 
name, it is understood that associated with 
him in hi« scientific investigations are sev- 
eral reneiee finanelers of Duluth, and a 
number of leading scientists of this coun- 
try and England.

He Publicly Declares His Allegiance 
to New Jersey. 


AT THE ARKWRIGHT CLUB 


Says that Pennsylvania Will Not Allow 
Him to Build Railroads or Own 
Steamships. 


There was something of a_ sensation 
among the guests at the second annual din- 
ner of the Arkwright Club last night when 
Andrew Carnegie expressed himself freely 
on the controversy which has been going 
on between himself and the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and publicly declared his allegi- 
ance to the State of New Jersey. The 
speech of Mr. Carnegie followed a speech 
by Gov. Voorhees of New Jersey, in which 
the Governor eulogized the laws of that 
State in regard to the protection that they 
afford to capitalists. Mr. Carnegie said: 

‘‘I wish to publicly declare my allegiance 
to the State of New Jersey. The State of 
Pennsylvania enjoys that grand monopoly 
of railroads. The State of Pennsylvania 
says to the manufacturer: ‘ You shall not 
engage in transportation, you shall not 
build a railroad, you shall not own a 
steamship.’ Now, I want to build a rail- 
road, and I want to own a steamship. The 
Governor of New Jersey says to me: ‘ Why, 
your place is in New Jersey. There is no 
State in the Union that enjoys such lib- 
eral laws.’ "’ 

There were about 300 members of the 
club in attendance at the banquet. The 
guests of honor were Gov. Voorhees of New 
Jersey, Andrew Carnegie, Charles Stewart 
Smith, John R. Van Wormer, and Com- 
mander A. V. Wadhams, United States 
Navy. George H. Sutton, President of the 
club, acted as toastmaster of the evening. 
Among those present were W. B. Timms, 
Edward Huber, Frank Bergen, Raymond 
W. Smith, John W. Catchpole, Edward M.

In his introductory remarks Toastmaster 
Sutton referred to the death of Queen Vic- 
toria and paid a tribute to her memory. 
He also spoke in complimentary terms of 
the services of the late President of the 
club, Homer F. Locke, and proposed a 
toast to ‘‘ Our President, Our Country, and 
Our Flag,” which was drunk standing 
amid cheers. After the singing of ‘‘ The 
Star Spangled Banner,’’ Gov. Voorhees, the 
first speaker of the evening, was intro- 
duced. In his speech, Gov. Voorhees said 
that he would not be a candidate for re- 
election. He spoke as follows: 

**T came here to-night to meet you and to 
pay my respects to the Governor of the 
Hmpire State, who I. expected wouid be 
here. He is a business man in politics. He 
has just started on a journey which I have 
finished. He has started on the journey 
most auspiciously. [ notice in his inaugu- 
ral address that he makes a number of rec- 
ommendations that commend themselves 
especially to che members of the Arkwright 
Club. <All that he recommends has been in 
use in New Jersey for many years. You 
are doing well to imitate us. There are 
many other things in New Jersey which 
New Yorkers may imitate to advantage. I 
notice that when New Yorkers of wealth 
scek bettter laws they seek the comfort 
and the protection of the laws of New Jer- 
sey. 

“A distinguished gentleman has charged 
that the State of New Jersey was a Gov- 
ernment of corporations, by corporations, 
and for corporations. Well, the people of 
New Jersey have by a vote of a majo 
of 65,000 declared that they did not care 
if it was, You New Yorkers ought to 
wake up. You ought to learn something 
from the little State across the river. You 
may learn something from us in regard to 
laws that adequately protect wealth and 
industry and labor. No Jerseyman need 
be ashamed of those laws. 

‘*You people here in New York do not 
think enough about public affairs. You 
give your time solely to the accumulation 
of wealth. Iinvite you to come over to the 
lictle State over the river and learn some- 
thing. This little State across the river 
has more independent thought tn it than 
any other State in the Union, and it is not 
of the Mugwump variety. 

‘*New Jersey has wisely refused to re- 
elect its Governors, and | am not going to 
be a candidate for re-election for this rea- 
son. Before the century closes you may 
possibly learn by what we do in New Jer- 
sey how a State ought to be governed.” 

Gov. Voorhees took his seat amid ringing 
cheers from the merchants present. Toast- 
master Sutton announced that Gov. Odell, 
who was expected to attend the banquet, 
was unable to be present, and read a let- 
ter of regret from the Governor to that 
effect. In introducing Mr. Carnegie, the 
next speaker of the evening, Mr. Sutton 
referred to him as a “representative 
Scotchman with American improvements.” 

Mr. Carnegie began his speech by saying 
that he had not come to speak words of 
wisdom to such a distinguished assembly, 
but rather to learn something, and after 
listening to the speech of Gov. Voorhees he 
believed that he had done so. He then de- 
clared his allegiance to the State of New 
Jersey, in the words, quoted above. Mr. 
Carnegie said that he felt at home among 
the members of the Arkwright Club, who, 
he had been told, were the live young men 
who were doing the work of the world be- 
hind the scenes. He said that he liked to 
get away from the swells and get down 
among the boys. He declared that he felt 
like a boy and acted like one. 

“The man who is known outside of his 
own business sphere in these days is quite 
aman. It takes a smart man to be a 
manufacturer, but it takes a smarter man 
to be a jobber or a commission man. It 
is the man who takes money out of the 
goods who is the smartest, and that is 
what the commission man and the jobber 
do. The manufacturer puts his money in- 
to the business. 

“Recently a man asked me if I did not 
think that America was far and away the 
leading Nation in the matter of inventions. 
I asked him if he referred to steel. [Ap- 
plause.] If he meant steel, I told him that 
England led in the matter of steel inven- 
tions. But America takes England's in- 
ventions and smproves upon them. In all 
the great inventions in steel, you will find 
that America leads."’ 

In referring to New Jersey, Mr. Carnegie 
said that about the only thing that a man 
could not own there was the Governor of 
the State. 

Mr. Carnegie’s remarks were received 
with enthusiasm. He was followed by 
Commander A. V. Wadhams of the United 
States Nevy, who said in regard to the 
Spanish-American war that the outcome 
was no surprise to those who knew the 
navy. In regard to naval armament to-day, 


-Commander Wadhams said: 


‘England is first, and we can well af- 
ford to let her be first. It is a good sight 
to see the English flag and the Stars and 
Stripes flying alongside.one another. Eng- 
land’s friendship for America is a good 
thing for the world, and [I thank God for

TEXAS MAY CLAIM OIL WELL. 


Lucas Gusher, at Beaumont, May Be 

Found to be on Land Formerly Be- 

longing to the School Fund. 
Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. 29.—The oil from the 
great Lucas gusher near Beaumont may 
become the property of the State of Texas. 
State Land Commissioner Charles Rogan 
to-day discovered that the Public Free 
School Land act passed by the Legislature 
in 1883 contains a provision that all oils and 
minerals found on school lands on and after 
the date of passage of the law shall belong 
to the State. At the date of the passage of 
the act nearly all the land in that section 
of east Texas which is embraced in the new 
oil field belonged to the school fund, and it 
has since been sold. 

It is not yet definitely known whether: the 
Lucas gusher is situated on land that for- 
merly belonged to the school fund. An in- 
vestigation with the view of determining 
this is now in progress, and if it is found 
that the Lucas well is State property steps 
may be taken to give the owners thereof 
relief after the State has received remuner- 
ation for the oil. 

The discovery that a big proportion of the 
prospective oil lands formerly belonged to 
the school fund and have been sold since 
the passage of the act of 1883 may have a 
depressing effect on the oil development 
work in the region, unless the provision 
which gives to the State all oi} discovered 
on such lands is repealed. The matter will 
be at once called to the attention of the 
Legislature, which is now in session. 

The State still owns large tracts of land 
in the prospective oil region, and the State 
Land Office is being overwhelmed with ap- 
plications from parties who desire to pur- 
chase or lease such lands. Under the law 


no increase in the price of the lands can be 
made by the Land Commissioners. 


CHICAGO GAS COMPANIES. 


Board of Aldermen Order Proceedings 
to Discover the Relations Be- 


tween Ogden and People’s. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—At the meeting of 
the City Council an opinion was read from 
Corporation Counsel Walker on the rela- 
tions of the People’s and the Ogden Gas 
Companies. He held that the issue of 46,- 
000,000 of bonds by the Ogden Company 
and the agreement of the People’s Com- 
pany to purchase the plant March 5, 1945, 
did not constitute a technical violation of 
the ordinance, although he intimated it vio- 
lated the spirit of the franchise. 

Alderman Finn then moved that proceed- 
ings be instituted to discover the true rela- 
tions existing, and the motion was carried, 
despite the strenuous opposition of Alder- 
man Novak, who cited Chicago’s poverty as 
a reason why litigation should not be in- 
dulged in. 


MANITOBA TO BUY RAILROAD.

Lines to be Closed Here.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 29.—Negotiations 
are nearly completed for the sale of the 
Northern Pacific lines in Manitoba to the 
Provincial Government. It is practically 
setéled that the Government has decided to 
purchas: the Northern Pacific lines in 
Manitoba for about $6,000,000 and lease 
them to another company in consideration 
of & low grain rate. 

An authority said to-day that the Mani- 


toba officials notified -President Mellen 
that the price asked would be paid, and he 
left at once for New York to confer with 
the Directors. To-night Vice President and 
General Manager Kendrick left to join him, 
and a dispatch from Winnipeg says agents 
of the Government will meet the Northern 
Pacifie officials in New York and close the 
deal. 

It is thought here that the Canadian 
Northern, a new transcontinental road be- 
ing built, will lease the Northern Pacific 
tracks.

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SENATE PASSES THE 
NEW YORK POLICE BILL 


Republicans Oppose Governor’s 
Power of Removal. 


BUT VOTE WITH THE PARTY 


Mr. Grady, in Opposing the Bill, Admits 
that Vice Flourishes Here—Meas- 
ure Goes to the Assembly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The New York Police 
bill passed the Senate to-day by a vote of 
31 to 14. The division was on strict party 
lines, but while all the Republican Sena- 
tors voted for the bill upon its final pas- 
sage, Republican sentiment in the Senate 
Was not unanimous as to the wisdom of its 
enactment. There were several discordant 
notes in the party harmony on the meas- 
ure, and a positive discord appeared to 
have been narrowly avoided. Snator Ellis- 
worth, the Republican leader in the Senate, 
and Senators Marshall of Brooklyn and 
Malby of Ogdensburg frankly confessed 
their dislike of the provision in the bill 
giving the Governor the power of removal. 

Senator Malby we so far as to an- 
nounce that he tavordl and would vote for 
the amendment of the bill in this particu- 
lar. He carried out his promise. When 
the,.Grady amendment striking out that 
clause in the bill was submitted to the 
Senate for action, Senator Malby voted 
with the Democrats in favor of the amend- 
ment, 

Senator Malby’s reason for objecting to 
this provisidh was not the same which 
actuated the Demotrats in opposing it. 
His objection was frankly partisan. He 
said the passage of the bill would be a 
political mistake. He believed it would be 
to the interest of the Republican Party to 
leave the existing conditions in New York 
City alone until the next election, when 
the people would take su@¢h action as would 
right them. To change them now would be 
to change the issue, but if a remedy were 
to be applied at this time, he believed it 
ought not to be a half remedy. He be- 


lieved the Republicans ought to take en- 
tire control of the police in New York. 

It had been urged that the passage of 
the bill would — the full responsibility 
for those conditions upon Tammany. In 
his judgment, that would not be accom- 
plished by leaving in the bill the clause 
giving the Governor the power of removal. 

The debate on the bill lasted throughout 
the day. The bill was taken up shortly aft- 
er the Senate convened. It was continued 
until 1:45 o’clock, when an adjournment 
was taken until 8 o’clock. The debate was 
then resumed, and it was 6:30 o'clock be- 

| fore the final vote was taken. Senators 
Grady, McCarren, and Donnelly made the 
principal arguments in opposition to the bill 
on the Democratic side, and the principal 
arguments in its favor on the Republican 
side were made by Senators Stranahan, 
Ellsworth, and Raines. 

Senator Grady sought to prove by com- 
parison ot present conditions in New York 
with the conditions which prevailed in the 
old days that there had been a vast im- 
provement in the moral tone of New York. 
He admitted that vice now flourished in 
New York, but his contention was that 
vice flourished in all the great cities of 
the country, the difference between the 
other cities and New York being that in 
many of the other great centres of popu- 
lation it flaunted its face. while in New 
York it skulked in the shadows. 

Senator Stranahan said the advocates of 
the bill were not claiming for it that it 
would put an end to vice in New York. 
What the legislation aimed to do and what 
it could accomplish was to prevent ‘the 
Eves of New York from standing at open 
doors with the apple of temptation in their 
hands.”’ 

The bill will now go over to the Assembly. 
The programme is to take it up there with- 
out delay. Very little debate upon it is ex- 
pected in the Assembly. The Republican 
members from New York are confessediv 
not a little worried over*the position which 
they will take on the bill, but no one doubts 
that they will all be found in line when 
the roll is called. The cause of their anxi- 
ety is the anti-Tammany opposition to the 
bill. A remonstrance to the clause of the 
bill giving the Governor the power of re- 
moval has been received by every member 
of the Assembly, and other remonstrances 
from political friends are said to have 
come to the New York Republican mem- 
bers. They held a meeting to-night at the 
house of Assemblyman Weekes. 

The mecting was attended by all the Re- 
publicin Senators and Assemblymen from 
Greater New York. Walter S. Atterbury, 
the Chairman of the Kings County Repub- 
lican Committee, was also present. ons 
cf those who attended the meeting wouid 
say what was done, a_ pledge of secrecy 
having been taken by all. 


DEBATE ON THE BILL. 


Mr. Grady Leads the Opposition in the 
Fight—The Raines Law Under Fire, 


ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The New York Police 
bill was taken up at the opening of the 
session. Senator Grady immediately moved 
to recommit it and to strike out that clause 
which gives the power of removing the Su 
perintendent or Commissioner of Police to 
the Governor. Senator Grady then launched 
into an extended argument against the bill, 
saying: 

“The bill to which the attention of the 
Senate is now invited is not the measure 
originally contemplated for dealing with the 
situation in the City of New York. I vio- 
late no confidence when I say we were 
promised a very different measure by the 
gentleman highest in authority in the Re-~ 
publican Party and responsible for every~ 
thing the party is permitted to do in this 
State. He announced that we were to have 
a State constabulary bill pure and simple, 
that the State would take charge of the ad« 
ministration of the law in cities, and that 
the law would be enforced in a manner to 
arouse the praise of the people of all sece 
tions. 

‘““We were not only promised this con< 
stabulary bill, but we were told that no 
power on earth could stop it. So we were 
prepared for the worst, while hoping for 
the best. Some force has certainly militat- 
ed against and stopped this bill—some force 


that may be likened to that of the locomo- 
tive of the Empire State Express—and the 
result has been to the bill very much as the 
fate of a too-ambitious cow who would 
fain stop the progress of the express. It 
has been hurled aside, and is now dead and 
corrupted. Hope has been deferred by some 
and abandoned by others. 

“Why, I ask, have you no constabulary 
bill here to-day? Why ‘has there Been @ 
change of front? You step on Republican 
corns when you’refer to this bill, and that 
there have been corns stepped upon is evi- 
denced by the long procession to the Re- 
publican sanctuary of sanctuaries, at 49 

| Broadway, New York, where all of these 
men conferred and whispered, ‘Old man, 
this won't do; we can’t afford it.’ 

‘*The objection to the State Constabulary 
bill was that it affected other cities besides 
New York—other places besides Democratic 
communities. And, gentlemen, that which 
you dare not do to the most insignificant 
Republican constituency in New York State 
you now propose to do to the greatest city 
in the State. 

“The present Police bill is a measvre 
conceived by a distinguished gentleman of 

: Tioga County, fathered and indorsed by an 
almost equally distinguished gentleman 
from Orange, and introduced in this body 
by an eminently respectable gentleman 
from Oswego County. I understand that 
the indignation and condemnation of the 
citizens of New York against this measure 
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make no difference, and that the bill will 
be jammed through regardless of opposition 
and argument. It is entirely safe for the 
Governor to say that he is willing to take 
the responsibility. 


ABOUT THE CONSTABULARY BILL. 


‘“‘New York City made known in unmis- 

takable figures what it thought of the gen- 
| tleman from Orange, who now seeks to 
foist upon the city a police bil which is ob- 
noxious to citizens of the metropolis. He 


knows very well that there is no way of 
reaching him, no redress, or no manner 
by which the indignant citizens may reach 
his officia] hide. I’m willing to take the 
responsibility for legislation affecting rural 
loealities which I have outraged. The in- 
dignant citizens may protest, and 
curse and swear at me, but how can 
they punish me;. how can they im- 
press on my mind in some_ pointed 
way the fact that they repudiate me 
and condemn that which I have done? 
I can go back to New York and be re-elect- 
ed and laugh at those rural residents 
against whose village I have legislated. 
And so with the Goveronr. The responsibil- 
ity which he ts willing to take amounts to 
nothing. If the bill is objected to by fair- 
minded rural citizens, why, he_slyly re- 
marks that it only affects New York, and 
New York is a Democratic city. ” 

‘“*T know, if the old songs are sung again, 
heroic measures are needed again with 
New York; all our commonplace _men_be- 
come heroes when dealing with New York 
City. The moral or immoral atmosphere so 
stifles that something must be done to pur- 
ify it. I’ve lived in New York for forty- 
seven years. I know something of present 
police conditions. I know New York as well 
as any man who undertakes to speak about 
it. I know its good and bad side. There is 
no vice in New York that I will not find 
in any great city. 

VICE AND REFORM. 

‘* Here in the capital of the State of New 
York, where you discuss the awful condi- 
tions in New York, vice comes to you with 
an effrontery it never does in New York 
City. Not hiding behind a closed door, not 
skulking in the shadows, but open as 
any legitimate business. Is it charged that 
there must be connivance between the Gov- 
ernor and these places, or that the Repub- 
lican Legislature profits by them? In _ the 
National capital, when you arrive, a police- 
man will show you to questionable places 
all over the city. Right at the White House 
door, if these things exist, will it be said 
that the Congressmen make money out of 
them?” 

Senator Grady then »utlined the history 
of the reform wave of 1894. “You all 
know the principal points,’ said he, ** and 
how before it the social] evil had been con- 
trolled and regulatedg Reform dissipated 
it. obliged vice to get respectable embellish- 
ments, and forced women from homes of 
infamy to apartment houses, right at the 
door of the respectable and the virtuous. 
Not for a generation is it possible to tell 
of the ruin that was wrought during that 
~eriod. In that reform movement was 
banded together the most intolerant and 
bigoted crew that ever conducted a cam- 
paign, and it was really a campaign of big- 
otry and intolerance, supported by men 
who prefer that vou shoulda’t worship 
God if you didn’t worship Him in their way. 

“Now the same old host is again marf- 
stalling, under the same old banner and 
with the same old cry, ‘We must rescue 
New York, if it takes all the people out- 
side of New York to do it.” How heipless 
and tied down are the citizens of New 
York! The only weapon they have is their 
vote and the only time they can use it is 
onee a year. Can you imagine any worse 
slavery than this? Wasn't it the Spartan 
who faced death smiling, looking on it as 
the dawn of his greatest joy? Why the 
Spartan isn't in it with the people of 
Greater New York. He only smiled—they 
are laughing, laughing in the face of their 
moral death and ruin. 


ADMITS VICE EXISTS. 

“Tf there is 2 condition of affairs detri- 
mental to public morals in New York, and 
the Mayor believed to be responsible, 
charges of malfeasance in office could be 
brought against him. Certainly the proper 
thing to do is to call on the Mayor to ex- 


plain. That you haven't done so concedes 
the proposition that the Mayor is not re- 
sponsible for the present state of affairs 
or thet the conditions cannot be improved. 
In every possible Way the constituency 
has indorsed the city administration and 
has refused to elect those office-sceking 
reformers whom the people prefer to have 
continue in the even tenor of their way. 

“TI don’t claim New York is free from 
vice; [ don’t claim it is free from sin; I 
don’* claim that the ideal obtains in its 
administration ef affairs, but as a son of 
New York, grateful for its advantages, 
proud that every distinction of mine has 
come from one or ancther of its con- 
etitucncies. I claim it is cleaner than any 
etty half its size, purer than any cosmo- 
zolitan community, and better to live in 
than any city in the world. You don’t have 
to believe me. Read for yourseif what 
Frederic de Peyster has to say, and sure- 
ly his name does not sound as though he 
Were a member of Tammany’s Executive 
Committee. 

“The Governor insisted on the power-of- 
removal clause in the present Police bill. 
Gentlemen, some one has said that no 
raan could fill the office of Superintendent 
under such conditions—that it would make 
him cross-eyed looking at the Mayor and 
the Governor, each with the power to re- 
move him. No self-respecting citizen would 
accept office under this bill. It would be 
A cruel piece of injustice to hold an office 
by virtue of the Mayor, when he might be 
removed at any m@&ment by the Governor. 

“You provide that nct only may a man 
be removed by two men, but you deprive 
him of the right to ascertain why he is 
removed. You may write down that a 
man’s usefulness has ceased when you 
do away with him, but not in justice until 
yor. have given him a chance to disprove 
charges. <A slip of paper from Albany or 
a slip of paper from the City Hall, read- 
ing * You are removed,’ is all that is neces- 
sary to hurl a man from office. 

SUGGESTS A REMEDY. 

“The co-operation of the minority may 
be reckoned on to aid in any movement 
to make New York a better city. That 
man contributes nothing to the solution of 
the vice problem in New York who pays 
no attention to conditions existing there. 
From the day that mankind ate of the tor- 
bidden fruit and was painted with the stair 
of original sin, vice hes existed. Vice must 
necessariiy have grown some in a city 
that has grown like New York. There is 
viee in New York. There is sin in New 
York. There are pleces that may be 
sougnt out where men can satisfy their 
passions, places where they can. sat- 
isfy the greedy impulse of the gambler, 
there are secret piaces where all kinds of 
moral iniquity go on. But the cause of 
it does not rest with the Police Department. 
‘She responsibility rests not with the Chief 
of Police. The remedy is not with the 
Legislature. 

“The passions of men blind their judg- 
ment and still their conscience. They are 
not kept moral or immoral by what occurs 
ut the polls, but by regsrd for the punish- 
ment which God has provided for sin. In- 
stead of providing for a Police Department 
oer the organization or the extension of a 
Police Department, there should he some 
way of making known to the individual that 
he is doing wrong. Vice has existed 3,000 
years before you and will exist 3,000 years 
after you are gone. 

“TIT am willing that there should be a 
single-headed Police Commission, but not 
that your Covernor, repudiated as not de- 
serving at the polls in New York, should 
wreak his vengennce igainst that city. I 
am _ not willing that a man should be re- 
mo¥ed without a trial, however. Put the 
District Attorney, the Sheriff, and the 
County Clerk in a bill, to be removed the 
same way without trial, and what would 
have been the result in the days of ‘ Teddy 
the Rover’? He had to charge Gardiner 
openly, and Gardiner had a chance to an- 
swer. He got rid of Gardiner by saying 
that Gardiner had outlived his usefulness. 

“If Heaven had only vouchsafed a way 
to make known just when Teddy had oui- 
lived his usefulness, how quickly his term 
as Governor might have ended and the 
presiding officer of this body[pointing fo 
JAeut. Gov. Woodruff] would have been 
Governor in fact, as he has long been by 
courtesy. 

** You are passing this bill expecting part- 
isan advantage, but as you have been dis- 
appointed before, I promise you you will 
gain. You may put the intelligence of the 
voters at a low level, but they have a way 
at the polls of registering their approval 
of what you may desire to thrust upon 
them.”

MR. McCARREN TALKS. 


Senator McCarren followed Senator 
Grady. He said that forty years’ experl- 
ence in New York City had shown that the 
police under all administrations could not 
extirpate vice. ‘‘ Why," he continued, 


the 1,250,0:0 people of the Borough of 
Brooklyn did not know vice until Lexow 
laid it bare, and the morality of Brooklyn 
was injured by the revelations made. Every 
time you try to reform New York you 
make things worse. You may move the 
nive, but you spread the bees, as it were. 
Herbert Spencer says that vice cannot be 
eontrolled by the methods which States 
pursue, 

“You must have a certain amount of vice 
in New York. You cannot make people 
moral by legislation. I want to emphatie- 
ally protest against the bill. You make a 
coward of the ee Commissioner before 
he goes in. The fact that Roosevelt re- 

on a. whim or caprice is 


ao “anf ee ~ 
Ps grou o « that a Governor 
might vse | power of removal on some 


other whim or caprice. The Police Com- 
missioner could not possibly please both 
Mayor aud Governor, He certainly could 
uot please Roosevelt, if he* were in office, 
with his ideas of the administration of po- 
lice affairs in New York. The single-head- 
ed idea may be all right, because it cen- 
tralizes power and limits responsibility. 
In Its present form, I feel constrained to 
vote against the bill, principally because of 
the Governor's power of removal.” 


SENATOR RAINES FOR THE BILL. 


After a short recess the bill was again 
taken up. Senator Raines, in speakjng for 
the measure, said he did not intend to at- 
tack the good citizenship of New York. 
But he did condemn the present terrible 
State of affairs, which, he said, is a dis- 
grace to civilization. Continuing, he said: 
“ Unless the press is utterly mistaken, the 
condition is a disgrace not only to the mu- 
nicipality, but to the good citizenship of 
the State at large. There is no argument 
in the assertion that a bad state of affairs 
existed years ago--worse than revails 
now. The Democratic Senators in their as- 
tonishment are probably sincere, but they 
probably do not regret that this bill and 
not a State Constabulary bill is here now. 
If we can accomplish by this bill the con- 
centration of responsibility so to know 
how and whom to reach, when such is 
necessary, we have accomplished some- 
thing. The bi-partisan board is a mis- 
nomer, although the people hold the Re- 
publican Party half responsible. 

“This bill will turn over to Tammany 
Hall the responsibility for the administra- 
tion of the Police Department, Tammany 
will then be untrammeled. You have not 
the slightest fear that the Governor wiil 
touch a police official unless the circum- 
Stances justify it. You will say that Gar- 
diner was removed. His removal was de- 
manded and justified. When Gardiner was 
removed the gamblers flocked out of New 
York, for they then became fearful lest 
they should be punished for their crimes. 
I openly declare in favor of a State Police 
Department, and we make a mistake when 
we don’t take into our hands all the police 
power of the cities.’’ 

‘‘ Why the cities?’’ asked Senator Grady. 

“* Because we legislate for the cities and 
arrange their charters. The conditions in 
Buffalo, Syracuse, Rochester, and other 
cities is equally as bad ag it is in New 
York. I do not say that they are any bet- 
ter than New York, except that New York 
has a larger field and vice is there more 
apparent. The circumstances 1n other cit- 
ies demand as stringent remedies as those 
in New York. The State is warranted in 
resuming the State power which it has del- 
egated to the various municipal corpora- 
tions. If we had a State police administra- 
tion that had done one-hundredth of what 
the police administrations of various mu- 
nicipalities have done it would not last for 
an instant. 

“I do not believe that this experiment is 
going to be an astounding success. fe 
shall at least know what Tammany is ca- 
pable of doing.” 

RAINES LAW CONDEMNED. 

Senator Wagner asked Senator Raines if 
he knew the cause of the increase of vice 
in New York. Senator Raines replied that 
the Tammany dfstrict leaders were the 
ones who prevented the police from doing 
their duty. Senator Wagner declared the 
Raines law was the cause of the increase 
of vice, the ruin of youth, and the com- 
mitting of crimes, even of murder. 

“If, Senator Raines,’ said Senator Wag- 
ner, *‘ you are held responsible for all the 


crimes committed through the Raines law 
vou will strike a hotter town than New 


York." 

“If I do,” replied Senator Raines, “I 
will call for water, which the New York 
Senator will never do.”’ 

Senator Raines continued his address, at- 
tacking Tammany and its district leaders 
until interrupted by Senator Grady, who 
repeated the charge that the Raines law 
handicapped the police. First, the Raines 
law began by breeding vice, then by hous- 
ing vice, and finally by protecting vice. 

Senator Raines set up a defense to the 
liquor tax law, and declared it had re- 
dounded to the benefit of the State, and 
said if the police of New York would en- 
force the law it could do away with the 
conditions that are a scandal and disgrace. 

Senator Stranahan then spoke briefly as 
sponsor of the bill. He replied to Senator 
Grady, saying that the attempt to array 
the State against the city was ancient. but 
should never be availed of in debate. What 
becomes a smirch in one locality cannot 
fail to become a smirch in another section. 
Senator Stranahan quoted Bishop Potter, 
and added that no one believes that the 
Police bill will eradicate the social evil, 
but it will prevent vice from flaunting it- 
self in the faces of respectable people and 
will prevent innocents from being dragged 
down to the depths of infamy. he Sena- 
tor arraigned the Police Department, and 
declared that while’ prohibitory orders had 
been given, the other eye was winked. 
Captains of precincts told complainants to 
go to the Police Board, and vice versa, and 
thus is responsibility shifted. 

‘“We propose,” he said, ‘‘to centralize 
responsibility and give New York a larger 
measure of home rule than it ever had be- 
fore."’ 


DEBATE CONTINUES. 

Senator Foley defended New York against 
what he declared ‘‘the wanton attacks 
made on the floor of this Senate.’’ Every 
official in New York, he declared, is faith- 
fully performing the duties of his office. 

Senator Malby, who followed, urged that 
the provision giving the Governor the pow- 
er of removal be stricken out, thereby 
placing the entire responsibility on Tam- 
many. ‘If we give Tammany the responsi- 
bility,”” he declared, ‘‘ we take it away by 
that provision. The people will then hold 
the Governor. A man cannot serve two 
masters, and I therefore believe that this 
provision should be stricken out. The courts 
will not support this provision. The pro- 
vision, I believe, will be declared unconsti- 
tutional.” 

Senator Marshall said the bill did not 
meet with his entire approval. He would 
rather have a State constabulary law. “If 
I were treating a cancer I would cut it out, 
reots and all; I would not simply scratch 
or irritate it. It is better to get a part of 
what we want than nothing at all, so we 
will support this bill, which will do some 
good, but I would prefer to have the mat- 
ter deferred until after election to insure 
Republican success.” 

GRADY'S LAST EFFORT. 

Senator Grady then replied to each of the 
Republican Senators, endeavoring to show 
that the bill was designed to secure power 
in New York. He wanted to know, if the 
State were to administer police affairs in 
cities, why towns and villages were not in- 
eluded. Reverting to the subject of the 
Governor's power of removal, Senator 
Grady said that responsibility could not 
be centred by the bill. The responsibility 
could be shifted from Mayor to Governor 
and back again. “ The fact is,’”” he declared. 
“that the Republican Party is endeavor- 
ing to secure an unfair and partisan ad- 
vantage. What Senator from any other city 
of the State who supports this bill will vote 
for a similar measure affecting his own 
city? ”’ 

Senator Ellsworth, who closed the debate, 
said he supposed the oratory had ceased. 
He wished to call the attention of the Sen- 
ators to what the subject is and about 
which so little has been said. Senator Ells- 
worth said the bill simply sought to get 
rid of the bipartisan board, which, from ex- 
perience, was not the proper system and 
should be replaced by a single-headed com- 
mission. .As to its constitutionality, Sen- 
ator Ellsworth said he believed it did not 
conflict with the Constitution. If it were 
not for Devery's election lay order, he 
would have favored the omission of this 
section. 

The motion to strike out the enacting 
clause was put at 6:10 o'clock, and was 
lost by a vote of 29 to 16, Senators Russell 
and Malby voting with the Democrats. 
Later, Senator Russell changed his vote, 
making the vote 30 to 15. 

Senator Grady offered several amend- 
ments, the principal one making it neces- 
sary that charges be preferred before the 
Superintendent could be removed by the 
Governor. His motion to amend and recom- 
mit was lost. Senator Grady offered an- 
other amendment that the Chief and his 
deputies shall not be retired until they 
shall have reached the age limit. 

The vote on the tinal passage of the bill 
was: Yeas, 31; nays, 14~—a strict party vote. 


BUFFALO POLICE BILL HEARING. 


Advocate of the Measure Intimates 
Present Commission Is Corrupt. 


ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The Assembly Cities 
Committee to-day listened to arguments on 
the Schneider bill abolishing the present 
Police Commission of Buffalo, also the Su- 
perintendent and Deputy_ Superintendent 
of Police, and giving the Mayor wer to 
appoint a Police Commissioner and a Dep- 
uty to assume the duties of the present of- 
fictals. James L. QuackenbuSh spoke in 
opposition. He said he was a Republican 
and a good organization man, but the bill 
was not favored by the Republicans as a 
whole. It had not been passed upon by the 
Republican City Committee and nprhing 
was known of it in Buffafo until it ha 
been smuggled into the Legislature. He 
declared it unconstitutional. 

Mr. Quackenbush presented a _ petition 
against the bill withg3,000 names signed to 
it, and said if he Had three weeks’ time 
he could present one with 30,000 signers. 
He thought the bill would be detrimental 
to the interests of the Republican Party in 
Erie County if it is enacted into a law. 

Tracey Beaker made the argument in 
support of the bill, intimating that the pres- 
ent commission is corrupt. 
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WITNESSES FOR 
CAPT. HERLIBY 


They Testify that the “ Red Light ” 
District Is All Right. 


A Doctor Says that He Never Saw Any- 
thing Wrong, but Mr. Olcott 
Trips Him Up. 


Dr. Max Amend Zipser was the_ prin- 
cipal witness for the defense in the trial 
of Capt. Herlihy, which was continued yes- 
terday, and before Mr. Olcott of the prose- 
cution finished cross-examining him, Dr. 
Zipser was preity well tangled up. Dr. 
Zipser’s testimony was similar to that of a 
dozen other witnesses who had been brought 
in by Lawyer Grant to prove to the satis- 
faction of the Police Commissioners that 
the “Red Light” district was a much ma- 
ligned and an altogether lovely section of 
propriety. 

The witnesses all were asked as to what 
they observed regarding disorderly be- 
havior on the part of those residents of the 
district who had made life impossible for 
the decent element of that section of the 
commynity, and without exception all of 
the witnesses swore that they had never 
seen any action on the part of any person 
in the district to warrant that the Red 
Light section had deserved its name. This 
evidence was considered bad for the de- 
fense which, earlier in the trial, brought 
out testimony from a number of police of- 
ficlals that over 600 women had been ar- 
rested for disorderly conduct in the dis- 
trict, of which number 470 were convicted 
of the charges made against them. 

For the most part the witnesses were 
business men who have stores in the neigh- 
borhood of Stanton, Allen, Grand, Eldridge, 
Delancey, and the other affected streets. 
With few exceptions, these witnesses lived 
in the upper part of the city, and seldom 
came down town to their places of business 
at night. One of these witnesses had testi- 
fied that he had passed up and down the 
Bowery for twenty years almost every 
night, and that he had never, in all that 
time, seen any soliciting or disorderly con- 
duct on the part of any one on that thor- 
oughfare. 

Judge Olcott tried hard to pump from the 
witnesses why they had come to the trial 
and whether promises had been made to 
them to appear for the defense, or wheth- 
er any one representing the Police Depart- 
ment had spoken to them about what testi- 
mony they were to give at the trial. In 
this he was unsuccessful. Relating to this, 
after the session, Judge Olcott called at- 
tention to the fact that most of the wit- 
nesses, when answering certain questions, 
used almost the identical answers, and this, 
despite the fact that the witnesses were 
placed in another room, from which they 
were called in one by one ds they were 
desired. Judge Olcott said that there was 
little doubt in his mind that the witnesses 
had been primed, though he was unable to 
get such an admission from any of them. 

The first witness called by Lawyer Grant 
was Edward Herbert of 87 Madison Street, 
who said he was a law student. Grant read 
to the witness a passage from the charges 
against Capt. Herlihy and, after drawing 
out that the witness had lived in the midst 
of the district for five years, read from 
the charges the numbers of some fifteen 
houses in the witnesses’s neighborhood, all 
of which are supposed to he houses of ill 
repute. The witness declared that he was 
acquainted with all of the houses named, 
but that he had on no occasion seen any- 
thing or experienced anything to lead him 
to believe that the district was not as 
reputable as any other part of the city. 
There was a wrangle among the lawyers 
as to the proper form of the question, and 
Commissioner Abell, who, with President 
York and Commissioner Hess, was conduct- 
ing the investigation, sided with the ac- 
cused Captain. President York ruled 
against the defense, and thereafter the wit- 
ness testified that he had passed through’ 
the section at almost all hours of the night, 
and that at no time did he see anything 
which might credit the accusations of vice 
being rampant or even present, 

‘How did the police - know you were go0- 
ing ‘to testify that you were not aware of 
the presence of vice in your district?’’ Mr, 
Olcott asked. 

‘““T don’t know. TI suppose some one heard 
me say that the reputation given to the dis- 
trict was altogether too hard and that 
there was no truth in the report, and that I 
was willing to come forward in Capt. Her- 
lihy’s favor. I don’t know if that is how I 
was found, but I suppose so.” 

Then came the “ set answer "’ which ever 
witness called made to the question ‘ Did 
you at any time notice on the street or on 
the stoops of houses women who were not 
properly dressed?’’ The answer to this was 
invariably that such a thing had been seen, 
but that in Summer time the people needed 
fresh air as a relief from the crowded tene- 
ment houses, and that the people in the 
section were quite used to seeing women 
taking things easy without much regard 
for appearance.”’ The next witness called 
was Lemuel Bohm, a real estate dealer at 
& Christie Street. He, like all the other 
witnesses, was made to testify to the same 
condition of affairs as Herbert, and then 
came Dr. Max Amend Zipser, who was tied 
up into a knot by a little surprise which the 
prosecution had in store for him. After 
giving his address as 52 St. Mark’s Place, 
the witness told that he had studied in the 
College of the City of New York and had 
finished his course at the Bellevue Medical 
College. 

Mr. Olcott got him to state that though he 
had traversed the ‘‘ Red Light’ district at 
all hours he had never seen anything that 
should not have existed therein. 

‘Are you acquainted with Martin Engel?” 
Mr. Oleott asked. 

““T know the gentleman.” - 

‘*Did you ever get much business in the 
examination of women in regard to their 
health from Mr. Engel?”’ 

“T never got any business from Mr. 
Engel.”’ All the time Mr. Olcott had been 
toving with a card which he held concealed 
from the witness. The card bore on one 
side the doctor’s name and address. Mr. 
Olcott got the witness to reneat his state-- 
ment as to the cleanness of the vice dis- 
trict more positively than before, and then 
he held out the card at the doctor. 

‘Is that your handwriting on the back of 
that card?" n { 

The witness replied ‘‘ Yes, Sir.” 

The card certified that a woman was ill. 
Upon further examination the witness said 
that he did not know where his patients 
lived, and that as he expected many of 
them were from further up town he did not 
consider that he had contradicted his earlier 
testimony that the district was clean. The 
card was offered in evidence, and Lawyer 
Grant. who, as usual, was seconded by 
Commissioner Abell. objected. President 
York's ruling admitted the evidence as 
throwing lieht on the character and stand- 
ine of the witness, 

The trial will continue this afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 


Police Board in Private Conference. 

At the adjournment yesterday of the Her- 
lihy trial Police Commissioners York, Hess, 
an4 Abell went to Mr. York's room and 
talked for a quarter of an hour. Then the 
door was closed and the private conference 
lasted half an hour. The Commissioners 


said that they discussed police matters in 
general. and that their executive session 
had nothing to do with what is called the 
lice situation and the status of Chlef 
every or the pendency of the Single- 
Heeded Police Commission bill in the Leg- 
islature. 


COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN. 


Weekly Meeting Is Postponed—Har- 
mony in Committee of Five. 


It was announced yesterday that the 
weekly meeting of the Committee of Fif- 
teen organized to combat the vicious con- 
ditions existing this city, would not take 
place this afternoon, but would be post- 
poned until Friday afternoon in the Chari- 
ties Building. 

This was done, according to Counsel Rob- 
ert Grier Monroe, to meet the convenience 
of certain members, nearly all of whom 
have large business interests. 

Neither Chairman William H. Baldwin, 
Jr., nor Mr. Monroe would forecast the 


business to be transacted at the meeting, 
and, preserved their usual silence as to the 
general work of the committee. 

M. Warley Platzek, member of and coun- 
sel for the Tammany Committee of Five, 
yesterday declared that there was abso- 
lutely no foundation for published reports 
that dissension had arisen between ¢ertain 
of his fellow-members. Beyond this he, 
too, would say nothirgs of the work they 
have in hand. 


BENJAMIN D. SILLIMAN’S WILL. 
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The .Estate Is Estimated at $1,500,000,: 
of Which $100,000 Will Go to Yale 
University, It Is Said. 

Yale University will be made $100,000 
richer, it is understood, by a clause in the 
will of Benjamin D. Silliman, who died at 
his home, Clinton and Pierrepont Streets, 
Brooklyn, on Thursday. The document has 
not yet been filed in the Surrogate’s office, 
but the will, it is said, was read on Mon- 
day afternoon at the Silliman residence, in 
the presence of the next of kin then in the 

city. 

Mr. Silliman left in personal property 
and real estate what is estimated in value 
as about $1,500,000, After bequeathing 
what, it is thought, will amount to $100,- 
000 to Yale University, the will practically 
distributes the remainder of the estate 
among the next of kin. Among the heirs 
mentioned are Mr. Silliman’s sister, Mrs. 
Laura-S. Blagden of Washington; a niece, 
Mrs. Samuel Carey of Manhattan; Miss 
Caroline S. Taylor, Mrs. Arthur Mathew- 
son, also nieces, and Silliman Blagden and 
Thomas Blagden, stepchildren of Mrs. 
Blagden. The executors of the will are 
Grosvenor 8. Hubbard and Edward 
Mitchell.

THE RICE WILL CONTEST. 


Opposing Lawyers Agree on a’ Tem- 
porary Administratorship—Prof. 
Witthaus’s Report. 


Nearly a score of lawyers appeared before 
Surrogate Fitzgerald yesterday when the 
application for a temporary administrator 
for the estate of William Marsh Rice came 
up for a hearing. Julien T. Davies repre- 
sented the petitioner, Charles W. Rice, a 
nephew; Hornblower, Byrne, Miller & 
Potter represented those interested under 
the original will of the millionaire; Marx 
E. Harby was in court for Albert T. Pat- 
rick, the lawyer, now a prisoner in the 
Tombs; De Lancey Nicoll, James B. Car- 
roil, and John M. Bowers and others were 
on hand to look after the interests of va- 
rious clients. 

Instead of any heated argument of con- 
flicting interests, the lawyers got together 
and decided that it would be for the best 
interests of all that a temporary admin- 
istrator be appointed, and it was further 
agreed that such an administrator should 
be in harmony with the interests now op- 
posing the assignments and transfers of 
property alleged to have been made to 
Albert T. Patrick. 

As a result of this agreement, all papers 
were submitted to the Surrogate. The 
ecnsensus of opinion was that the Sur- 
rogate would name some temporary ad- 
ministrator who would at least employ the 
law firm of Hornblower, Byrne, Miller & 
l’otter as his counsel, as this firm repre- 
sents the interests opposed to the so-called 
* Patrick will’ and the assignments. 

It was announced that the reali hearing on 
the contests over the various wills will be- 
gin in the Surrogates’ Court Feb. 7, if the 
temporary administrator is appointed by 


that time. 

Prof. Rudolph A. Witthaus, the chem- 
ical expert, who has for some time been 
engaged in the preparation of a supple- 
mental report to determine whether the 
amount of mercury found in Willlam M.

Other Members of George Philippi, Jr.'s, 
Family, Therefore, Object to the Will. 


Objections to the will of George Philippi, 
Jr.,. were filed in the Surrogates’ office 
yesterday. Mr. Philippi was engaged in the 
soda-water business and left an estate 
worth about $75,000, all of it going to,his 
brother Jacob. This will, which was exe- 
cuted on Aug. 1 last, came as somewhat of 
a surprise to George Philippi, the.father, 


and Anna Euler and Mamie Philippi, sis- 
ters, as well as Charles Philippi, another 
brother.

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‘HOTEL KEEPER MAKES 
CHARGES AGAINST POLICE 


Says that He Was Told He Must 
Pay Them $20 a Week. 


He Refused, and Claims that He Has 
Been Subjected to Persecution and 
Petty Annoyances. 


Jchn J. Redner, proprietor of a respect- 
able hotel and restaurant at Forty-second 
Street and Lexington Avenue, adjoining 
the Murray Hill Theatre, makes serious 
charges against the police. 

Mr. Redner formerly kept a hotel at West 
Point, and a few years ago came to this 
city. In his hotel are twenty-eight sleep- 
ing rooms, and these are let to men only, 
mainly commercial travelers. The fittings 
and improvements cost him about $15,000. 

He has a hotel license and a well-ap- 
pointed restaurant. In the latter is a bar, 
but this he has never opened on Sundays, 
and always closes it daily at 1 A. M. and 
at midnight on Saturdays. 

Near by is the Grand Central Palace, 
where balls and other social functions fre- 
quently oceur. To be within the law, Mr. 
Redner has on such occasions applied for 
an all-night license. He could never get 


one, as he could not procure the consent 
of the Captain of the precinct, the Chief of 
Police, and the Mayor. 

. The Captain,” said Mr. Redner to a 
New York TiMEs reporter, “ told the Chief, 
so I am informed, that there was no neces- 
sity for a license for me. The Chief turned 
the application back. But every other place 
around me was open and doing business. 

-‘‘I kept within the law and closed my 
bar. People came in here and ordered a 
luncheon with drinks. When told the lat- 
ter could not be served they went else- 
where, and I lost the trade. 

‘Finally a man came to me and advised 
me to see Capt. Delaney of the Hast Thir- 
ty-fifth Street Station. He is a patron of 
the Vanderbilt House across the street. I 
declined to do as he suggested. 

‘‘ Next a saloon keeper, who was then in 
business on Third venue, but who is 
now on Sixth Avenue, near Twenty-third 
Street, told me if I wanted to do business 
after hours I would have to give up $20 a 
week to the police. I declined. 

‘*Since then I have been persecuted. A 
ward man whose name I believe is Becker, 
has been here several times, and he had 
the habit of being taken with cramps a few 
minutes after 1 o'clock, and would want 
liquor to relieve him. He did not get it. 
Becker is no longer in the precinct, but I 
am continually subjected to petty annoy- 
ances. I don’t know what to do.” 


MEDAL FOR MRS. NATION. 


Kansas Temperance People Plan to 
Give Her One—JInvited to Ad- 
dress the Kansas House. ‘ 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 29.—The Kansas 
State Temperance Union, which is holding 
its annual convention here, to-day sub- 
scribed over $100 to purchase a gold medal 
for Mrs. Carrie Nation. Mrs. Hutchinson, 
President of the State Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, was made Chairman of 
a committee to design and purchase the 
medal. The fund was started by Col. C. B. 
Cook, who, after a stirring speech, gave 
$10, “to help purchase a gold medal for the 
bravest woman in Kansas—Mrs. Nation.” 

The a was taken u with a 
cheer, and the money was quickly raised. 
Mrs. C. B. Hoffman, who last week aided 
Mrs. Nation in the Enterprise raid, was 
the second person to subscribe to the fund. 
When Mrs. Nation heard what had been 
done, she cried a little, and then began tu 
scold those who had planned the surprise. 
She said she would take the money and 
turn it over to the fund to aid her work, 
but she would have no medal. 

Later Mrs. Nation responded to an invi- 
tation. to address the convention, and her 
remarks were Teorcusty applauded. Yes- 
terday when Mrs. Nation called on him, 
County Attorney Nichols had told her that 
he believed in resubmission, and to-day she 
sald that before. he ee resubmission 
on the people she would throw ner natchet 
at his head. 

Mrs. Nation said she would remain in 
Topeka until every one of the 120 saloons 
are closed. 

“*T will petition the Governor every day,” 
she said. ‘‘I will see the Legislature. I 
will talk and talk and talk. I will use all 
the influence [ can, and if this does not 
suffice—well, there are other means.’’ 

Mrs. Nation called upon the Sheriff, the 
City Attorney, and the Probate Judge to- 
day and urged each to enforce the law 
against saloons. Later she visited the coun- 
ty jail and furnished a bushel of apples 
and a large bunch of bananas to the in- 
mates. She addressed the prisoners, askin 
them how many were in jail by reason o 
whisky, and ascertained that all but two 
of the twenty-seven inmates attributed 
their arrests to liquor. 

In the office of the police court Mrs. Na- 
tion observed some calendars containing 
pictures which she regarded as of an objec- 
tionable nature. At her request the Judge 
took down the pictures from the wall. 

A resolution was introduced in the House 
to-day inviting Mrs. Carrie Nation to ad- 
dress that body and naming an hour for 
her to speak. The resolution was tabled. 


SALOON WRECKER IN CHICAGO. 


Woman Winds Up with Her Hand and 
Two Ribs Broken.

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—Mrs. Minnle Eden, 1t 
is said, tried to emulate Mrs, Carrie Nation 
last night. She is now suffering from two 


fractured ribs, a broken hand, and several 
cuts and contusions. Charges of assault 
are preferred against Mrs. Eden’s hus- 
band, Oscar Eden, Wendel Repstein, and 
Mr. and Mrs. August Kimminsky. The lat- 
ter couple conduct a saloon at 5,130 Hal- 
stead Street. 

Mrs. Eden entered the Kimminsky place 
and found her husband seated at a table 
with Kimminsky, his wife, and Wendel 
Repstein.

He refused, and Mrs. Eden, it is said, 
seized a poker and proceeded to demolish 
the saloon. The glasses from which Eden 
and his friends had been drinking were 
shattered, and;:a mirror met a like fate.

COURT HOUSE ELEVATOR STUCK 


Eight Men and Two Women in the Lift

of one of the antiquated elevators in the 


County Court House yesterday morning.

CITY CLUB’S PLANS. 


Discussion by the Members Over Pend- 
ing Legisiation at Albany. 

The Legislative Committee of the City 
Club will hold a meeting to-night, and last 
evening there was a discussion by members 
of the council of the organization with ref- 
erence to matters pending before the Legis- 
lature. The club and the council will meet 
on Wednesday of next week. 

Secretary J. W. Pryor said to a NEw 
YORK TIMES reporter yesterday: 

“The City Club purposes taking a very 
active part in legislation affecting the 
City of New York. Its members are unani- 
mously in favor of the enactment, as a 
whole, of the recommendations made by 
the Charter Revision Commission. If these 
are adopted they will obviate the necessity 
of the passage of a single-headed police 
bill and a bureau of elections bill as sep- 
arate measures, because both are fully cov- 
ered by the report of the Charter Revision 
Commission. 

“Of course the latter differs from the 
separate Police bill because that contains 
a clause giving the Governor power to 
remove the Police Commissioner. To that 
clause the club is opposed. 

“But, furthermore, the enactment of the 
separate bills affecting the police and Bu- 
reau of Elections will complicate matters, 
because they do not repeal sections in the 
charter affecting those bodies. The rec- 
ommendations 
Commission do. 

“The club also Intends to make an ear- 
nest fight for the adoption of the Massa- 
chusetts ballot. 

““We shall favor, too, the passage of a 
bill equalizing the salaries of police Mag- 
istrates. Some of these now receive $6,000 
per annum, while others get $7,000. All 
should be treated alike. 

“Then, too, there seems to be a general 
misapprehension with regard to the bills 
introduced by Senator Slater of New York 
and Assemblyman Morgan of Kings, in 
their respective houses, with relation to 
the bill repealing privileges granted to the 
Ramapo Water Company under the act of 
1895, he proposed act only rescinds those 
privileges, and does not attack the charter 
of the Ramapo Company.”’

Finding it unwise and inexpedient to declare 
dividends payable a full year in advance, the 
by-laws of the company have been so amended 
as to enable the Board of Directors to act upon 
the question of dividends on both the preferred 
and common stocks quarterly, beginning next 
March. 

There were other evidences at hand to 
show that the action of the board was not 
a secret that was guarded as strongly as 
the Directors would have the public believe 
it was. As early as 10 o'clock Wall Street 
received a dispatch from Philadelphia say- 
inz that persons in a position to know had 
circulated the report that the amendment 


to the by-laws had been passed and no 
action would be taken on the dividends 
unti! March. <A while later a report of 


the same kind came from Chicago, Where it 
had been as industriously circulated as it 
had been in Philadelphia, and whence, as 
from the latter city, the reports found their 
way to Wall Street.

BANKRUPT MUST FIND $10,000. 


Ordered to Give Up Money He Alleged 
He Lost in Horse Racing. 


Nathaniel A. Prentiss, one of the referees 
in bankruptcy, has rendered a @ecisfon in 
the matter of Henry Gutwillig, manufact- 
urer of children's clothing,' formerly at 536 
Broadway, who was adjudg*d a bankrupt, 
directing him: to pay over the sum of $10,000 
to his trustee. 

Henry Gutwillig made an assignment in 
November, 1898, and on the 11th of Novem- 
ber he was forced into. bankruptcy by his 
creditors. A trustee was elected. Blumen- 
stiel & Hirsch, acting for. the creditors and 
for the trustee, presented a petition show- 
ing an unaccounted-for deficiency of about 
$54,000 in the assets of the bankrupt, and 
claiming that the whole or the greater part 
of this fund was concealed by the bankrupt 
and should be paid over. 2 

Upon the hearing Mr. Gutwilig, while 
admitting that he had drawn out in checks 
to his own order, or to bearer, from June 30 
to the date of his assignment, over $30,000, 
explained that he had lost all his money 
in betting on horse races. He claimed to 
have gone to the race track nearly every 
day and lost on an average from $200 to 





$800. The greatest loss was $2,500; but he 
was unable to give any details or par- 
ticulars as to whom he lost the money or 
upon what horses he made the bets, or to 
give any details of his winnings. So that 
his statement was disregarded by the 


referee as being unreliable. 

The referee in rendering his dicision said: 

“T am of the opinion that the facts are 
such as to convince any impartial person be- 
yend a reasonable doubt that the bankrupt 
at the time the petition was filed had in his 
possession, or under his control, 
$15,000, but, in order that he may have the 
benefit of every possible doubt, I am _in- 
clined to fix the amount which he then had 
in his possession or under his control, at 
$10,000, which sum I am of the opinion the 
bankrupt should be required to pay over 
to the trustee herein.” 

An order has been made directing the 
bankrupt to make this payment within fif- 
teen days, and if the bankrupt does not 
comply with the terms of this order Blu- 
menstiel & Hirsch will apply to the court 
for an order committing him to jail until 
he makes the payment. 


STRICKEN ON THE STREET. 


Woman Expires on Way to Hospital, 
Man’s Condition Is Critical. 

An elderly woman staggered into a store 
at Twenty-sixth Street and Broadway last 
night, fell unconscious, and died a few 
minutes later as she was being borne to the 
New York Hospital. Almost at the same 
time a man fell to the sidewaik in West 
Twenty-fifth Street, just off Sixth Avenue, 


and he, too, was taken to the hospital, 
where his condition was found to be crit- 
ical. 


The woman, whose identity was not dis- 


closed, had a black bag, which contained 
some sewing utensils, a’napkin bearing the 
initial “‘S,” a pair of eye glasses, cash 


amounting to $1.81, and a German Savings 
Bank book numbered 382,190. Written on 
the latter was the name Agnes Nowak, 
which is supposed to be that of the wo- 
man herself On a slip of paper in her 
pocket were three addresses—Mrs. Kuhn, 
3 West One Hundred and Twelfth Street; 
Mrs. J. Koch. 54 Lenox Avenue, and Mrs. 
Barry, 114 East One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth Street. : 

Mrs. Koch when seen at her home said 
that from the description of the woman 
she thought she was Mary Labousky, who 
worked {for her as a domestic servant about 
a year ago. She did not know her present 
address, and had not seen her since she 
left her house. Mrs. Kuhn could throw no 
light whatever on the woman's identity, 
and neither she nor Mrs. ikoch knew any 
one named Agnes Nowak, Both said they 
would go to the hospital this morning and 


try to identify the body. Mrs. Barry 
could not be seen last evening. 
The man who fell unconscious not far 


away was Alonzo B. Cornell, a workman, 
of 344 East Sixty-second Street. He was 
suffering from heart disease. 


Woman Fatally Stricken on a Car. 


A woman whose identity is not known was 
taken ill last night on a Second Avenue car 
and was carried into a drug store, where 
she died in a few minutes, She appeared to 
be’ sixty years old and was neatly dressed.

OLD INDICTMENTS DISMISSED. 


Brooklyn ex-Officials Escape Trial on 
Changes of Malfeasance. 

In the County Court yesterday the. last 
of the public fraud indictments, originally 
numbering twelve, and inyolving a number 
of office holders under the-last City Gov- 
ernment. of Brooklyn, were dismissed by 
Judge Hurd. District’ Attorney Clarke enu- 


merated the indictments as follows, and 
asked for their dismissal:

Works, and William FE. Philips, ex-Commissioner 
of Police, indicted jointly for conspiracy; Robert 
W. Fielding, Wihllis’s deputy, twice indicted for 
conniving at the audit of an alleged false and 
fraudulent bill against the City of Brooklyn; 
Osear Knapp, ex-Water Purveyor, same charge, 


on one indictment; Theodore B. Willis, bribery; 
William H. Goff, of the old Department of 
Sewers, accepting an unlawful fee while in 


office. 


Judge Hurd, in dismissing the indict- 


ments, said that he agreed with the Dis- 
trict Attorney that con@:tion was hope- 
less. The principal witness for the prose- 


cution on these indictments was Daniel 
Doody, now under sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment at Sing Sing for perjury.

Naphtha Gases Ignite at a Stove 
in the Hallway. ” 





Woman Escaping with Her Son Falls 
Headlong Down Stairs—Man Leaps 
from Window, Breaks His Ankle. 





A disastrous fire started at 10:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning in the two-story and 
basement brownstone’ house 402 East One 
Hundred and Wighteenth Street, occupied 
as a dyeing and cleaning establishment by 
Eugene Le Pienne, who lives with his wife, 
Ernestine, and his son, Eugene, Jr., fifteen 
years old, on the second floor of the house. 
The two latter returned on Wednesday last 
from a visit to Paris. Besides these there 
were seven other men and women employed 
in the establishment. 

The fire originated in the rear of the par- 
lor hallway. One of the employes lighted a 
gas radiator which stood in the hallway. 
The whole house was permeated with the 
fumes of naphtha, with which the employes 
were cleaning clothes. In a very few sec- 
onds the naphtha -ignited, and fire spread 
rapidly through the building. 


Mrs, Le Pienne and her son Eugene were 
in the second story. The boy took his 
mother by the hand and started to lead 
her down stairs. She tripped at the top 
| step and fell headlong down the entire 
flight. She lay with her clothing ablaze. 


The boy ran down after her, and attempted 
to drag her out on the stoop. In doing so 
his hair was burned from his head, and 
he was badly scorched about the hands and 


| face. 

At this juncture Engine Company No. 
*5, from One Hundred and . Nineteenth 

| Strect, near Third Avenue, reached the 

| scene, and the firemen carried Mrs. Le 
Pienne out in the street, terribly burned 

| about the hands, face, and body. The ‘boy 

| 


was also led into the street. 

In the back parlor of the house there 
were two women and a man. The women 
were Anna Fritch and Anna Weldt, who 
were cmployed as pressers. The man was 
Henry Marks, who belongs in Paterson, N. 


J., and who was on a visit to the house. 
When the explosion came these three 
made their way to the rear window. Marks 


jumped into the yard, a distance of about 
| twelve feet, and fractured his left ankle. 
| ‘The two women climbed down the leader 
; and had their hands badly lacerated, 

| Mr Le Pienne, who was in his office in 
the front parlor, ran out as soon as the éx- 
| plosion occurred, and in passing through 
the hallway to the street his eyebrows, 
| mustache, and hair were badly singed. 
oo men and two women, who were at 
work in the basement, ran out into the 
street and escaped without injury. 

Mrs. Le Pienne, her son Bugene, and 
Marks were taken in ambulances to Har- 

| lem Hospital, where it was said Mrs. Le 
Pienne was so badly burned that she is not 
likely to recover. The other injured per- 
s0ns were treated, and were not required 
to go to the hospital. 

The firemen made short work of the fire 
after their arrival, but the upper floor of 
the house and the rear parlor were burned 

| out. The loss is placed at about $1,500. 


GASOLINE STOVE EXPLODES. 


One Man Burned to Death and Two 
Others Injured by It. 


The explosion of the feed tank of a gaso- 
line stove on the fourth floor of the flat- 
house at 184 Columbus Avenue yesterday 
afternoon caused the death of one person, 
injured two others, and caused. a-panic 
among the tenants of the building that for 
a time threatened the lives of a number of 
people. Fire, following the explosion, prac- 
tically gutted the two upper floors of the 
building. 

The dead man was William Wood, a 
plumber, of 233 West Sixty-eighth Street, 
who was at work in the building, and whose 
soldering irons, heating in the gasoline 
stove, caused the explosion. He was ren- 
dered unconscious by the shock of the ex- 
plosion, and the resulting fire burned him 
to death. The plumber’s helper, Richard 
Mitchell of Jersey City, was thrown fifteen 
feet, but escaped with only minor bruises. 
Mrs. Mary Horn, in whose home the explo- 
sion occurred, was burned about the face, 
head, and body, her clothing catching fire. 

Mrs. Horn's apartments are on the fourth 
floor of the building. Wood was repairing 
the pipes in the bathroom. His assistant 
was just outside the recom when the plumb- 
er put his soldering irons in the gasoline 
stove, which had a 5-by-5-inch tank at- 
tached. The tank almost immediately ex- 
ploded. Wood was thrown against the wali 
with terrific force, and fell in a -heap on the 
floor. Mitchell, in the doorway, was 
thrown across the hall, but was not made 
unconscious, and, getting up, he ran from 
the building, shouting ‘‘ Fire!’’ The gaso- 
line set fire to the bathroom, which it had 
wrecked, and the unconscious Wood was 
slowly roasted to death. The fire quickly 
spread to other rooms. The explosion and 
tha shouts of the fleeing helper threw the 
tenants of the entire building into a panic. 

Mrs. Horn rushed out into the hall. The 
moment she opened the door her clothing 
was ignited by the quickly spreading 
fiames. She ran down stairs into the yard, 
snouting tor help. There several neighbors 
threw clothing over her and saved her life. 
A citizen in the street had sent in a fire 
alarm, and by the time the firemen arrived 
the whole house was in an uproar. Fire- 
men ran through the building restraining 
women and children from jumping out of 
windows and leading many who had be- 
come dazed to safety. Several children were 
trampled upon in the struggles about the 
fire escapes and more or less bruised, but 
pone of them seriously. . 

The fire spread rapidly to the top, or fifth 
floor, and then through to the roof. The 
fourth and fifth floors and the roof were 
practically destroyed, The total loss was 
about $5,000. After the fire had been extin- 
guished the body of Wood was taken from 
the bathroom, badly charred. 


HALF MILLION DOLLAR FIRE. 


Business District of Des Moines, lowa, 
Suffers a Heavy Loss. ' 

DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 29.—Property 
losses estimated at more than half a mill- 
ion dollars were sustained in a fire early 
to-day in the business district of this city. 
The losses are estimated as follows: 

Frankel Brothers’ department store, $375,- 
000; Younker Brothers, $45,000; A. & Tf, 
Fredlich, stock, $35,000; Utica Clothing 
Company, building, $11,000; C. H.. Seeley, 
$10,000; Des Moines National Bank, $5,000; 
Marx Building, 838,000; Sneer Building, 
$3,000; C. W. Rogg Company, $10,000; Iowa 


Telephone Company, $7,000; ~Des Moines 
City Railway Company, $3,000; losses to oc- 
cupants of office rooms, $60,000. 

It is stated that the losses are fully cove 
ered by insurance. A patrolman discovered 
the fire shortly after 8 o'clock in the base- 
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jment of Frankel ‘Brothers’ department 
store. A general alarm was turned in, but 
before the firemen could make any im- 


ression on the flames, which had by this 
ime spread with remarkable _ rapidity 
through the building, it was seen that 
much valuable property adjoining was be- 
ginning to burn. The firemen immediately 
gave up trying to save the Frankel Builld- 
ing and devoted their energies to the sur- 
rounding property. Gonsist ne of the Des 
Moines National Bank, the Utica Clothing 
Company, and the Seeley department store. 
All. of these nellgne caught fire re- 
peatedly, but finally at 6 o'clock, when anly 
one wall of the six-story Frankel Building 
remained upright. the danger of complete 
destruction to the -business centre was 
considered over. Outside of the Frankel 
store the damage was largely caused by 
water. : 
Destruction of the ‘electric: light, tele- 
phone, telegraph, and trolley wires caused 
much confusion during the morning. The 
street-car service was almost entirely aban- 
doned, d many factories depending upon 
electricity for power were compelled to re~- 
main closed during the day.

News from.a Trustworthy Source 
Says that It Is Critical. 





Reporters Are Threatened with Expul- 
sion and All Dispatches Are Rig- 
orously Censored. 





PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Jan, 29.—Ca- 
bles to the Trinidad papers from Caracas 
are severely. censored. The Venezuelan 
Government threatens three American re- 
porters with forcible expulsion and is rig- 
orously suppressing press dispatches to 
the United States. Even diplomatic mes- 
sages are-tampered with. ; 

According to advices’received to-day from 
Caracas from a trustworthy engineer, who 
has arrived there from Pitch Lake, the sit- 
uation is critical. He says that a hundred 
and fifty English negroes who were em- 
ployed to do police duty fled, when the in- 
surgents began firing, into the jungles, only 
twenty-five Americans being left to pro- 
tect the property and lives of American 
families. The messenger from the lake im- 
plored the United States Legation at Car- 
acas to afford protection, saying that the 
lives and property of Americans were ex- 
posed to guerrilla attacks, firing around the 
lake going on nightly, and the Americans 
being too few to hold out longer. 

United States Minister Loomis, according 
to the same advices, replied that these re- 
ports were possibly exaggerated, but that 
they could not be ignored, and that he 
would wire the facts to Washington. 

Mr. Olcott, the Orinoco manager, has 
returned from Caracas, where he went to 


try to arrange for the release of the steam- 
ers and schooners captured by a Venezue- 
lan gunboat near Trinidad. The British 
owner flew the Venezuelan flag, and the 
members of the crew were not shot. 

The revolution in Eastern Venezuela, 
near th: asphalt deposits, is increasing, 
but the disturbances are remote from 
Caracas, which remains tranquil. 

Information -that has reached Port-of- 
Spain says that the insurgents have re- 
tak=a Carupano and will attack Cumaha 
soon. Steamers are not allowed to land 
passengers or mails at Carupano. The 
commander of the French cruiser Suchet, 
which ‘lies there, confirms this intelligence 
and the reported activity of the insurgents. 

It. a pears that an attempt to capture 
Ciudad Bolivar, capital of the State of Boll- 
var, about 375 miles up the Orinoco, is like- 
ly to be made as soon as the insurgents 
have received-a large supply of arms ex- 
pected. 


HOW REVOLUTIONS ORIGINATE. 


A Native of Venezuela Says They Are 
Mere “ Uprisings.” 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The publication 
in to-day’s NEw York Times of the facts 
about the Venezuela uprising aroused keen 
interest at the State Department. While 
the department had received advices indi- 
cating the existence of disturbances In 
Venezuela from Minister Loomis and 
other sources, nothing was known of their 
extent, and until a few days ago there was 
nothing to indicate that there was any- 
thing more than sporadic riots and general 
unrest, 

Within:‘the last two days, however, in- 
formation has come to. the State Depart- 
ment which indicates the existence of a 
very serious situation in Venezuela. The 
Administration of Presidént Castro is now 
known to be toppling, and there is some 
disposition in well-informed quarters to 
beljeve that this accounts for his stringent 
action toward the Asphalt Trust. The 
usual custom among Venezuelan Presi- 


dents is to take as much with them as 
possible when they decamp, and when a 
President feels his hold shaking he nat- 
urally tries to have the Treasury as full 
as possible. 

A well-known Venezuelan, when asked 
yesterday his views on the probability of 
a revolution in his country, replied: “I 
will tell you when to look out for a revo- 
lution. ‘hat the Americans describe as 
revolutions in South America are not revo- 
lutions at all. They are simply uprisings. 
Some dissatisfied General puts himself at 
the head of his followers and takes the 
field in some province. That makes trou- 
ble, but it is not a revolution. The Gov- 
ernment sends troops after him. He may 
have fifty men, and the Government may 
send 500. He retreats into the mountains 
with his fifty men. The Government's 500 
men have to proceed with the greatest care 
and circumspection in attacking the fifty, 
for they must not suffer a defeat. To do 
that would change the uprising into some- 
thing more serious, for it would destroy 
the Government's prestige. So it may be 
a long time before the rebellious General 
{is overcome But it is not a revolution, 
although the Americans call it such, In 
the meantime some friend of his may start 
an uprising in another province, but it Is 
still not a revolution. 

“Po rot alarm yourself about Venezuela. 
But when you hear that there ts an upris- 
ing In this province and that province, until 
there are disturbances in half the prov- 
ince3; when the Government troops have 
suffered a check. and when well-known 
men are engaged in the rebellion, then you 
may begin to call it a revolution, and then 
you may look cut for the overthrow of the 
Government.” 

The state of things deacribed by this 
Venezuelan seems now to have come to 
pass. anc Castro's fall may be looked for, 
If the Atphalt Tcust can hold out until 
his overthrow. they can probably get bet- 
ter terms from the revolutionists, who are 
now gaid to be in control of the provinces 
where the asphalt lakes are situated. 

Th name of Geu. Rolando is unknown to 
the State Department. Americans who are 
familiar with Venezuelan affairs say that 
Herrandes is the man to be watched. even 
more than Andrade. Andrade may be the 
next President. but Hernandez is the most 
formidable revolutionist in Venezuela, anc 
will be the power behind the throne and 
hol-l an office which will place him in line 
for the succession. 


CHARGE AGAINST TREASURER. 


Accused of Stealing Funds of the He- 
brew Congregation Beth Jacob. 


Charles Simon, thirty years old, a law- 
ver living at 209 East One Hundred and 
Ninth Street, was arrested at his home last 
night charged with appropriating about 
$250 of the funds of the Hebréw_ Congre- 
gation Beth Jacob of 1,915 Third Avenue 
while serving as Treasurer of that body. 
The charge was preferred against him_by 
Simon Lang of 2,072 Second Avenue, Sec- 
retary of the congregation. The money 
was given to Simon to deposit in the East 
River Savings Bank, and Jater- he returned 
the bankbook to Mr. Lang with a number 
of separate entries. showing that the money 
had been deposited at different tinies. 

The congregation is about to give a fair, 
and Mr. oe said that when he. went to 
the bank yesterday, instead of finding the 
full $350 he found there was only about $7 
credited to the congregation, and the-tellers 
assured him that the entries in the pass 
book were bogus. 

Detective. Hallihan of the East One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street Police Station made 
the arrest. Simon refused to make any 
statement before.being locked up.

Old Man Who Fought Off Four Burg- 
lars Succumbs at Last.

The house was at first 
entered by three men, one of whom struck 
the old man on the head with a chise),_in- 
flicting a frightful wound. Hunter drove 
them from the house, but they» returned 
with a fourth man and renewed te attack.

F., held obsequies over the remains of Will- 
iam Lucas, ‘who is said tO have béen the 
oldest Odd Fellow in the State.

TALK OF AN EXTRA SESSION 


Everybody with a Job to Put 
Through Said to Favor It. 








Conflicting Rumors Follow a Meeting 
of the ‘Cabinet—House Opposed to 
Meeting Before December. 





Special to’ The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Persistent but 
conflicting reports were in circulation to- 
day touching the probability of an extra 
session of the Fifty-seventh Congress. An 
{dea of the general confusion of mind and 
understanding is given in one column of a 
newspaper that says that in a long session 
of the Cabinet ‘“* the consensus of opinion 
was strongly in the direction of an extra 


session,” and a little lower down declares 
that ‘‘the prospects of an extra session 
were not increased by any developments 


at the White House to-day.” 

The President is referred to variously as 
having impressed upon everybody who vis- 
ited him the probable necessity of an extra 
session, while Representative Payne, speak- 
ing plainly and directly on the subject, 
said that there is no likelihood of an extra 


session, no necessity for such a_ session, 
and that in his visit to the White House 
to-day the President did not refer to it. 


If it were likely that an extra session were 
to be held it is believed that the President 
would refer to it when absorbed in con- 
sideration of the question and talking to 
the Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
end Means, 

There is no doubt chat the President and 
the Cabinet are very much concerned about 
the situation,in Cuba, as well as over the 
Vhilippine situation, and that Mr. Root 
bas presented to the best of his information 
the state of things in Cuba, where the 
Constitution makers are laboring under 
the idea that Congress will await the 
completion of the embryonic Constitution 
and dispose of it at once. The impression 
that the Cubans will become restless if the 
ection of the United States is postponed 
until another session is made the most of 
by those who are inclined to favor the 
calling of an extra session. ; 

All the reasons given for immediate ac- 
tion on the Cuban Constitution give rise 
to doubt as to whether the Congress would 
easily and promptly dispose of so trouble- 
s50me a matter. At this time the conven- 
tion at Havana has submittea no proposi- 
tion to indicate that the United States is 
mot to be regarded just as any other power. 
There is no assurance that Cuba's rela- 
tions to the United States will not permit 
foreign irterference, with no power on the 
part of the United States to say a wor 
about it. The right to declare war cannot 
be accorded to Cuba, nor can that island 
be allowed to make treaties, with Spain or 
ny other country, that may operate 
against the United States. The disposition 
of the ruling men, in case immediate and 
unqualified independence was admitted, 
would be to create an enormous debt, and 
this the United States cannot sanction un- 
der its interpretation of the promise to see 
that Cuba has a stable government. 

The suggestion is made that if the Cuban 
Constitution is completed ltefore Feb: 15, 
an extra session will be imperative, but 
that if it is not received here for a month, 
there would be no reason for asking an 
extra session. It is an unconvincing staie- 
ment. The matter of a delay of fifteen 
days, mcre or less, would not be consid- 
ered sufficient for the calling of Congress 
together to criticise the work of the Cu- 
bans, The War Department does not now 
«ontemplate removing the troops on the 
announcement that the convention has 
agreed to a constitution. 

An effort is being made fo secure from 
Senators some sort of agreement to vote 
for a resolution extending to the President 
the authority to provide rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the Philippines 
until it is decided what elaborate laws shall 
be accorded to the islands. It is admitted 
by leading Senators and Representatives 
that*the Congress is not yet ready, partly 
because it has not been fully instructed by 
thé Taft Commission, to pass permanent 
Jaws for the islands. An extra session, 
called before a policy has been decided upon | 
for the islands, would be a dragging ses- 
sion, and it is deemed wise by the men of 


» experience to allow the needs of the Phil- 


ines to become known better before any- 

iling. more than the Spooner resolution ‘is 
passed. 

The House is represented as being almost 
to a man opposed to the calling of an ex- 
tra session, but everybody with a job to 
put through is frantic for an extra session. 
All the holders of. original or purchased 
claims find the Cuban and Philippines sit- 
uations so anxious and demanding such in- 
Stant attention that they are all for an 
extra session for the good of the islanders. 
Senator Hoar expressed his doubt about the 
soundness of the reports about an extra 
session when he answered the remark: 
*“There is a great deal of talk about an 
extra session,”’ with the calm response: 

‘““Any more than usual 

*“*Tt is our duty, in my opinion, to termi- 
nate military rule in the Philippines at the 
earliest practicable moment,”’ said Chair- 
man Cooper of the House Committee on In- 
eular: Affairs, to-day. ‘‘In the judgment 
of the Philippine Commission the time has 
arrived when ciyil government may be sub- 
stituted for military rule. If Congress can- 
not find time at the present session to enact 
the necessary legislation, I think that an 
extra session of Congress should be called. 

‘We have no right to prolong nor be in- 
different to unhappy conditions affecting 
peoples under our control any more than

* TAX BILL MAY NOT PASS. 
Members of Congress Doubtful Whether 


Revenues Should Be Decreased. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Senators and 
members of the House are becoming doubt- 
ful about the expediency of cutting down 
the revenues of the Government to the ex- 
tent of $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 annually. 
Chairman Cannon's announcement that ap- 
propriations for this session promise to foot 
up $800,000,000, and the request of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for deficiency ap- 
propriations of about $14,000,000, have set 

them to thinking. 

Two conditions are referred to as miti- 
gating against the early and prompt pas- 
suge of the Tax Reduction bill. One is the 
question in the minds of Senators as to the 
wisdom of dropping any revenue with the 
appropriations creeping up so rapidly, and 
the other is the hostility manifested by the 


Ways and Means Committee to the Senate 
bill. With about four weeks in which to 
transact all necessary business, and the 
Senate programme calling for the passage 
of the Ship Subsidy bill, as well as the tax 


bill and the Appropriation bills, the tax 
bili has not been taken up. 
Mr. Aldrich says that it will not take 


much time, as it comes in with a unanimous 
report. But the.-House may require a 
great deal of time to fina excuses for de- 
feating it.

DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Section of Appropriation Bill Bearing 
} on Agriculture Considered. 

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The House to- 
day, in Committee of the Whole, consid- 
ered the Agricultural Appropriation bill. 
Mr. Wadsworth, (Rep., N. Y.,) Chairman 
of the. Agricultural Committee, explained 
the salient features of the measure, which

carries $4,377,220 for agricultural purposes, 
being an increase of» $353,750 ‘over the 
amount of the current law. 

Mr. Corliss (Rep., Mich.,) made an attack 
on the work of the Bureau of, Animal In- 
dustry. "The growth of this bureau and the 
appropriations therefor, he declared, were 
altogether too rapid. He made a point of 
order against the increase of the salary of 
the Chief of the Bureau from _ $4,0U0 to 
$4,500, and it went out of the bill. , 
_He also moved to cut down the appropria- 
tion for this bureau from $1,050,000 to 
$1,000,000, 

Mr. Wadsworth and Mr. Williams (Dem., 
Miss.,) warmly defended the appropriation. 
Che latter expressed his surprise that Mr. 
Corliss’s attempt at retrenchment should 
come in eonnection with the Agricultural 
Department of all departments, and this 
particular bureau of all bureaus. This bu- 
reau, he said, had done more good than,all 
the others. The South raised no cattle for 
export, but with the countries which to- 
day were taking our meat products, espe- 
cially Germany, inclined to make war upon 
our meat, there was absolute necessity for 
the strictest sort of surveillance. 

Mr.. Mann (Rep., Ill.,) made a point of 
order against the provision to empower the 
| Secretary of Agriculture to inspect dairy 
| products for exportation. Mr. Wadsworth 
explained that the provision was designed 
| to prevent the exportation of bogus dairy 











products under the guise of genuine prod- 
ucts, and he appealed to Mr. Mann to with- 
draw _ the -point of order. The. latter de- 
clined, however, and the provision went out 
of the bill. 

Mr. Mahon. (Rep., Penn.,) .raised a point 
of order against the rearrangement of the 


Bureau of Plant Industry, the Bureau of 
| Forestry, the Bureau of Chemistry, and 
the Bureau of Soils proposed by the bill. 


Mr. Wadsworth then stated that he would 
be compelled reluctantly to offer in their 
‘Stead the sections of the current law. At 
this point the committee rose. 


NEGRO CONGRESSMAN SPEAKS. 


White of North Carolina Declares His 
Race Must Be Reckoned With. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—In the House 


to-day Mr. White, (Rep., N. C.,) the only 
colored member of the House, made a 


speech in defense of the, political rights of 
the coiored man. Personally, Mr. White 
said he cared little about the reduction of 
representation in the South. True, he said, 
it would further intrench the Republican 
Party in power and enable it to dispense 
with the loyal support of the negro race. 
Some members of the Republican Party, he 
said, ‘* the lily whites,’’ after receiving the 
support of the negroes for years, now ap- 
peared to believe they had grown a little 
too good for association with them. 
such, he thanked God, were comparatively 
few in number. 

Mr. White declared that the negro on the 
threshold of the twentieth century was to 
be reckoned: with. He was no longer the 
negro of forty years ago. Since that time 
illiteracy among the members of his race 
had decreased 45 per cent. His race now 
included 2,000 lawyers and as many phy- 
sicians; the negroes -~had $12,000,000 of 
school property and $40,000,000 of church 
property; they owned 140,000 homes and 
farms of the value of $750,000,000, and per- 
sonal property to the amount of $170,000,009, 
All this, he said, his race had accom- 
plished in the face of almost insurmount- 
able obstacles—lynchings, burnings, dis- 
franchisement, the slander of the black 
men and women, and notwithstanding the 
fact that the door of every trade was 
closed against the colored man. 

The eolored man, he said, who had done 
the country’s work for two and a hal 
centuries would not always remain poor. 
There was plenty of room at the top, and 
the negro was climbing. In conclusion Mr. 
White said he was delivering the vale- 
dictory of the colored man in Congress. 
But it was not farewell forever. 

The negro, he said, would rise up and 
come again. He spoke in behalf of an out- 
raged, broken-hearted, bruised, and bleed- 
ing people, but a faithful and industrious 
one. On their behalf he asked no special 
favors, but only a fair field. As Mr. White 
finished, the public galleries, which were 
filled ‘with colored people, applauded vigor- 
ously. 


AMERICA’S CONSULAR SERVICE. 


Secretary Hay Takes Occasion to Com- 


mend It—Approved by the 
President. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The President 
to-day transmitted to the Senate a com- 


munication from the Secretary of State ac- 
companying the annual report upon the 
foreign relations of the United States. The 
President himself takes advantage of the 
opportunity to express his commendation 
of the Consular reports. He says in his 
message of transmittal: 

“The advance in the general efficiency 
of our Consular service in promoting trade 
which was noted in my message of March 
1, 1900, transmitting the reports for 1899, 
was even more marked last year. The 
promptitude with which the reports of the 
Consuls are printed and distributed; the 
generous recognition which is being increas- 
ingly accorded by our business interests to 
the practical value of their efforts Zor en- 
larging trade, and the continued testimony 


of competent foreign authorities to the gen- 
eral superiority or their commercial work 
have naturally had a stimulating effect 
upon the Censular corps as a whole, and 
experience in the discharge of their duties 
adds greatly to their efficiency. 

‘It is gratifying to be able to state that 
the improvement in the service following 
closely upon the steady progress in ex- 
pediting the publication of reports has en- 
abled the Department of State this year to 
submit the annual reports a month in ad- 
vance of the usual time and to make them 
as nearly as possible a contemporaneous 

| picture of the trade of the world.” 

The President concurs in the Secretary's 

| recommendation for the printing of addi- 
tional copies of the publication. 

Secretary Hay in his letter says: 

| eee accordance with Section 208 of the 
| Revised Statutes, I have the honor of trans- 
mit the commercial relations of the United 
| States with foreign countries during the 
year 1900. These (Consular) reports were 
prepared, under spécial instructions from 
this department, with the object of laying 

before Congress, with the least delay, a 
practically contemporaneous statement of 

the trade, not only of the United States 

with the rest of the world, but of the vari- 
ous countries with each other. This object, 

I am happy to be able to say, has been ac- 

complished. 

‘‘TIt may be said that, while a variety of 
propositions have been under discussion for 
the improvement of the Consular service, 
the service has to a very considerable ex- 
tent improved itself. The practical charac- 
ter of the commercial information obtained 
by our Consuls, and the celerity with which 
it is given to the public, continues to excite 

| the emulation of foreign Governments, and 
| during the past vear steps have been taken 
by both Great Britain and Germany to en- 
| graft these features of our Consular work 
upon their Consular systems. 

“The general conclusion to be drawn 
from a survey of the conditions in foreign 
countries, as described in the reports here- 
with presented, is that the United States is 
approaching a position of eminence in the 

| world’s markets, due to superior quality 
| and greater cheapness of many lines of its 
manufactures, which must work great eco- 
nomic changes, and may fsesult in shifting 
the centre not only of industrial, but of 
commercial, activity and the money power 
of the world to our marts. The trade indi- 
cations of American supremacy during the 
past year have been so marked that many 
foreign industries, according to the reports 
of our Consuls in Europe, are introducing 
American machinery and labor-saving ap- 
pliiances and remodeling their factory 
methods, and we may expect, In the near 
future, a more strenuous competition for 
which it is important we should prepare 
ourselves. 

“As an aid to such equipment, the study 
of the great mass of information as to for- 
eign industries and trade conditions which 
s to be found in the two volumes of com- 
mercial relations, will obviously prove most 
useful to our manufacturers and export- 
ers.”’

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FILIPINO LEADERS MAY 
BECOME PROTESTANTS 





'!'Say They Will Not Submit to the |. 


Restoration of the Friars. 





‘Meeting in Manila Between the Prin- 
cipals of the Movement and a 
Presbyterian Missionary. 





MANILA, Jan, 29.—Buencamino and some 
of the other Filipino leaders in Manila 
have about decided to become Protestants, 
and are considering the organization of an 
Evangelical Church. In an interview to- 
day, Buencamino said he had learned that 
the Pope had decided to restore the friars 
to their former position in the Philippines, 
and added that the Filipinos would not 
submit to that, and the effect would be 
that they would shortly leave the Catholic 
Church in great numbers. 

No public meeting has been held, but the 
leaders of the movement met privately to- 
night to discuss the question with the Rev. 
James B. Rodgers, a missionary of the 
Presbyterian Board, who advises the es- 
tablishment of an Evangelical Church. 

The principals in the project are Buen- 
camino, Dr. Rosario, Tavara, and Flores. 
All of these men are members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Federal Party. 
However, Chief Justice Arellano and At- 
torney General Torres, the remaining mem- 
bers of that committee, adhere, strictly to 


the Catholic Church, and. have distinctly 
declared that the movement toward Prot- 
| estantism does not emanate from the party 
organization and that it is not connected 
with the organization. 

_ Archbishop Chapelle declined to grant an 
} interview, but his legal adviser reiterated 
the statenient often made that the friars 
will not be sent into the districts where the 
people objected to them. He remarked, 
however, that the Archbishop had received 
a great number of requests from Filipinos 
for the return of the friars. 

_ The Rev. Mr. Rodgers was interviewed 
in regard to the matter, He said there had 
been ‘no Protestant proselytizing, but that 
many persons in outlying districts were. 
turning to Protestantism, and that many 
residents of Manila would doubtless do 
likewise. 


MAY SUCCEED MACARTHUR. 


Gen. Wade Is Ordered to the Philippines 

with Gen. William Ludlow. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—A strong belief 
exists in army circles to-day that the close 
| of Gen. MacArthur's rule in the Philippine 
Islands is approaching, and that his suc- 
| cessor is to be Brig. Gen. James F. Wade. 
Orders were issued to-day relieving Gen. 
Wade and Gen. William Ludlow from their 
present duties and directing both officers 
to proceed to San Francisco in time to sail 
{on the first transport from that port after 
March 1, Gen. Wade, who is now in com- 
mand of the Department of Dakota, is to 
| be temporarily succeeded by Major Gen. 

Otis. 

The terms of the order require that Wade 
and Ludlow shall report in person to the 


{ commanding General for assignment to 
| duty in the Division of the Philippines. At 
| 











the present time they are MacArthur’s sub- 
ordinates, but that can be changed, and, 
according to prevalent belief, will be. The 
new Army _ bill creates four new Major 
Generals. It is. a foregone conclusion that 
MacArthur will be one of them, and Wade 
also is named in nearly all the slates, Wade 
is now the senior Brigadier General, and 
if the present programme is carried out 
and he is made a Major General, he will 
rank MacArthur. 

There is no escape from the conclusion 
that Wade is to supersede MacArthur, ex- 
cept on the theory that the President does 
not intend to appoint Wade to one of the 
new Major Generalships. In that case 
Wade's assignment to duty in the Philip- 
pines would simply mean that he is to fill 
the place of some officer who will lose his 
rank under the Army bill. As that bill 
puts an end to the volunteer establishment 
a number of officers who are now Major 
Generals and Brigadier Generals will re- 
turn to their old rank and become Briga- 
diers, Colonels, and Lieutenant Colonels. 
There will be a need for Brigadiers in the 
Phillppines, and if Wade is not made a 
Major General he will be assigned to duty 
to succeed one of those who lose.rank. Gen. 





Grant, for instance, will lose his standing 
j entirely, being a volunteer officer, while 
Gen. Hare, who is a Brigadier General of 


volunteers, will become a Captain again. 
| There is hardly any doubt, however, that 
Wade will be one of the Major Generals. 
He became a Brigadier General on May 26, 
| 1897. Gen. Merriam fs next on the list, then 
Young, and then MacArthur, who did not 
| become a Brigadier until Jan. 2, 1900. Wade 
| also stands at the head in length of service. 
| He received his commission as First Lieu- 
tenant of the Sixth Cavalry in 1861, Mer- 
riam, Young, and MacArthur receiving 
their commissions as regular officers in 
1866 and Ludlow in 1864. During the civil 
war Wade was five times brevetted for 
gallant and meritorious services,

HEARD ABOUT TOWN. MR, GOLER AND THE 


“This community of interest business of 
which we hear so much in-connection with 
the operations of J. Pierpont Morgan has 
at last reached at least a portion of the 
agricultural community. Florida fruit and 
truck growers have set the pace and the 
‘commission men of this city have an entire- 


\!ly new situation to face,”*remarked one of

them. ‘‘It has been the custom of growers 
of oranges, pineapples, and early vegeta- 
bles to ship to some agent in this city when 
they thought they saw a good market. Per- 
haps the stuff would reach here when the 
market was glutted. There was no demand, 
a sale at auction for whatever the consign- 
ments would fetch, and a very unsatisfac- 
tory return to the shipper. He at once 
charged the commission man with ‘ doing’ 
him and generally changed to another 
house. 

‘‘Many years ago attempts were made by 
agents of fruit dealers here who wanted to 
preserve their reputation for honorable 
dealing with consignors, to get Florida 
fruit and vegetable growers to adopt a 
central office at Jacksonville through which 
all shipments should be made. In this way 
they could personally prevent a glutting, as 
they could always know the condition of 
the markets here, in Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, and Kansas City, 
which are the chief distributing points. To 
that market in need of fruit or truck it 
could have been shipped, glutting avoided, 
and a better price secured for the crop. 
But the bulk of the Floridians were sure 
that there was a scheme that would oper- 
ate to their disadvantage back of the plan. 
They feared that some man in Jacksonville 
was going to benefit at their expense. So 
they continued to ship indiscriminately to 
some firm they fancied without knowing 
whether the market was overstocked or 
bare. The result was of course disastrous 
to them. But.they were used to doing busi- 
ness in that way, and would do it in no 
other. 

‘*“ In 1804, the year before the freeze there, 
I know of one man who shipped a big con- 
signment of oranges to a dealer here. He 
had refused an offer of $1.50 a box on the 
tree as they stood, the buyer to pay all 
cost of harvesting and risk of marketing. 
The owner of the grove, who by the way is 
still a resident of Brooklyn, argued that if 
the fruit was worth that to a middleman it 
was worth a lot more to him. So he shipped 
his oranges here by freight. They arrived 
at a time when the market was overflow- 
ing and were sold as best.I could sell them 
in a market practically without buyers. 
After freight, cost of packing, boxing, and 
commissions were paid the shipper received 
just 3 cents a box for the fruit for which 
he had refused $1.50. There are a thousand 
examples similar to this, though not quite 
so bad as to results perhaps, in the expe- 
rience of every commission man and grow- 
er. One of these was the expertence of a 
strawberry shipper a couple of weeks ago. 
Fruit had been selling at 30 to 40 cents a 
quart. But his consignment reached here 
when the supply far exceeded the demand. 
That was how hawkers got the fruit and 
sold strawberries on the street In January 
for 25 cents a box. 

“Florida pineapple raisers are mostly 
Northern men who know business methods. 
They saw the danger to their pocketbooks 
unless the pineapple market was under 
their control. So last week they met and 
formed a Pineapple Growers’ Association, 
which will handle the fruit raised in that 
State. They can select markets and control 
prices because they have the supply in 
their hands. Over on the west coast of the 
State, a correspondent of mine writes, the 
vegetable growers of fhree or four counties 
have formed a similar organization with 
the expectation of making ‘¢ommunity of 
intérest’ work to their advantage in the 
Chicago and Cincinnatl markets, where 
they deal almost exclusively. It is a mighty 
good thing for the growers and commission 
men alike. If the Floridians had opened 
their eyes to the possibilities they had in 
their own hands ten years ago- they would 
have been a rich community, able to control 
the early Northern markets, instead of be- 
ing a half-starved and constantly strug- 
gling lot of hand-to-mouth farmers as they 
now are. California fruit growers saw their 
opportunity a few years ago, and so far as 
oranges, apes, and prunes go took ad- 
vantage of it. The result is that they know 
to-day the conditions of the markets of the 
East just as well and perhaps a little bet- 
ter than we know them ourselves. Grape, 
berry, and truck growers in the Hudson 
River counties and in New Jersey might 
learn a_ profitable lesson if they would 
drop their jealousies and rivalries and learn 
a few simple lessons about the laws of sup- 
ply and demand.”

While Delaware its preparing to abolish 
the whipping post or at least talking about 
it, Connecticut has a,ymovement on foot to 
establish it in the land of steady habits, It 
seems that all the blue laws there have 
not worked to terrorize as they should 
wife-beaters and incorrigible boys.

munity led by some of the professors in the 
Yale Law School. They will ask the Legis- 
lature to establish punishment with the 
whip for these two classes of offenders, 
who they think will be more frightened at 
the prospect of a whipping than at the 
fine and imprisonment which are now all 
they have to face. What the Legislature 
will do with such a law in the face of the 
public outcry sure to arise against it re- 
mains to be seen. Lawyers say the law 
works well in Delaware as a preventive of 
certain classes of crime.

“T had a funny experience with one of 
the best-known men in this town the other 
day,’ said the head waiter at a Broadway 
restaurant who was discussing the pecul- 
iarities of customers. ‘‘ This man guards 
his pennies well, even when he is drinking, 
as he had been doing when he came in here 
for dinner. He ordered a whole broiled 
chicken. While waiting he found he was 
not so hungry as he thought. So he care- 
fully cut the chicken in half, ate half of it. 
and then announced that he didn’t want 
any more. His check, of course, called for 


$1, in payment of the whole chicken. He 
objected and called me over to his table. 

“*See here,’ said he, ‘this waiter has 
charged me for a whole chicken and I've 
only eaten half a one; how about it?’ 

*“** You ordered the chicken, didn’t you?’ 

*** Oh, yes, but a man is not supposed to 
pay for more than he eats here, is he?’ 

«No, Sir; of course not.’ 

“* Well, I've eaten a half chicken, and 
there’s the other half as good as ever it 
was ready to be served when some one 
wants a half chicken. The house can have 
it and won't lose anything by keeping it. 
Do you think it’s right for me to pay fora 
whole chicken under such circumstances? 
Whatever you may think I won't do it. 
But I'll tell you what I will do. I'll pay for 
the half I have eaten, and you put the other 
half away in the icebox, keep it for me, and 
U'll eat and pay for it to-morrow. That's 
fair, isn’t it?’ 

‘“‘T knewethere was no use arguing with 
him, and as he was a regular customer I 
let him have his own way, paid for half of 
the chicken out of my own pocket, and al- 
lowed him to go without any fuss. I knew 
he would forget all about the order when 
he came in again, he was so well * losded,’ 
and he did. I was out the half dollar I 
paid for him, as the manager would not 
stand the loss, claiming that I should have 
made the customer pay his full bill. If I 
had done so he would certainly have re 
membered it, drunk as he was, and would 
never have come to the place again. So you 
see it is not all tips and cigars and beds 
of roses for a head waiter.”

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Controller Issues a Statement 
Defining His Position. 








Cannot Refuse to Pay Marks’s Bilis 
Owing to a Decision of the 
Courts. 





Many dealers in Fire Department sup- 
plies have during the past two days been 
making complaints to Controller Coler that 
they could not furnish the department with 
any goods because-the ‘‘ combination” by 
which “ Agent” William L. Marks, the 
close personal friend of Commissioner 
Scannell, controls the business. 

It was said yesterday that the matter 
would eventually find its way to the Grand 
Jury room, and that the purchase of fire 
supplies would be fully investigated. 

Controller Coler had experts at work on 
affidavits and reports yesterday. He will 
give out in a short time an itemized ac- 
count showing that the cost of Fire De- 
partment supplies to the city is excessive. 

Controller Coler gave out the following 
statement yesterday: 

‘‘The Commissioner states that he is 
‘very sorry for Mr. Coler if he has per- 
mitted the department to make such gross 
expenditures. If the Fire Department has 
been wasting public moneys, why the fault 
Hes with those who sanctioned the expen- 
ditures. 1 cannot spend $20 for supplies 
without it is approved by the Controller.’ 

“This statement on its face would seem 
to be a true one, but as a matter of fact 
when the Commissioner enters into an 
agreement with the contractor for the fur- 
nishing of supplies and forwards to this 
office a bill for the agreed price, the Con- 
troller has no recourse but to pay the 
amount of that bill, in accordance with the 
terms of the agreement entered into with 
the head of the department. 

“This has been decided ¢ime and time 
again by the courts, when the Controller 
has attempted to reduce a bill which he 
considered excessive, even though no agree- 
ment had been entered into. 

“In the particular case of the Fire De- 
partment nearly all of the supplies are fur- 
nished under the terms of a contract or 
agreement and positivé evidence as to the 
excessive prices charged for certain sup- 
plies has been placed in possesison of this 
office, but because of an agreement hav- 
ing been entered into with the department 
the courts have decided that the city must 
pay, unless we can prove fraud or collu- 
sion. We cannot prove either in this case, 
but Mr. Marks openly admits combination. 

“With this provision of the law Mr. 
Marks is entirely familiar, and in calling 
at this office in relation to a claim wheh 
required explanation, has based his de- 
mands for payment on the ground that the 
supplies were furnished under an agree- 
ment. 

“As an example of live businéss talent 
we can probably all admire Mr. Marks, 
who by his own admission never sold one 
dollar’s worth of supplies to the Fire De- 
partment, and who now softly admits that 
he receives nearly every contract for sup- 
plies from that department. 

“This business talent impresses one most 
strongly when it is stated that previous to 
the administration of Mr. Seannell there 
was no competition for furnishing supplies 
to the departmert, but that now the sup- 
plies were furnished under competition and 
-—he gets them.” 
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ETCHINGS BY MEISSONIER. 


Engravings by Famous Workmen After 
the Paintings of the Master. 

The usefulness of the etcher and engraver 
to an artist, in making his work known to 
thonsands who can never own and may 
never see the original painting, was never 
better shown than in Meissonier’s case. 
Perhaps the fact that he began life as an 
engraver put him in touch with men of his 
earlier craft; certainly he must have con- 
tinued to regard etching and engraving 
with more interest and of course far more 
knowledge than the painter who lacked his 
experience with «he burin. The cloud of 
white sheets printed from copper, wood, or 
the lithographic stone made him widely 
known before the photograph seized the 
field and drove all but the finest workmen 
with acid and burin to other tasks. It was 
no bad idea of the owners of the Schaus 
Gallery to select a portion of this material 
and form anexhibition of Meissonier's works 
as they appear when etched and engraved. 

Wood cuts, lithographs, fac similes, and 
photogravures have been avoided, in order 
to concentrate attention on the etchings 
and engravings“only. As it is, there are 
nearly 200 exhibits, which include eighteen 
etchings by the master himself. Here is an 
illustration to ‘‘ Les Deux Perdrix,”’ a story 
in the Contes Rémois, showing a man run- 
ning with every symptom of terror, and a 
signed piece dated 1843, one of the ‘‘ Smok- 
ers.’’ Seven soldiers in costumes of the six- 
teenth century stroll along arm in arm; it 
is an illustration for the Picaresque novel 
‘“*Lazarille de Tormes.’’ Then there is a 
vellum proof signed, and a finished etching 
of ‘‘ The Fishermen with Rod and Line,’’ a 
moored boat with two men; and the “ Seat- 
ed Trout Fisherman.’’ Here is the portrait 
of the actor Reignier as Annibal_ in 
“TL Aventuriére,”’ by Augier; and the ** Man 
with a Sword,”’ a gentleman of the time of 
Louls XIII., trying the metal of a long 
rapier. The ‘‘ Story of the Siege of Berg- 
op Zoom,” a little picture formerly in the 
Secretan Collection, is seen in etched repro- 
duction. Two men sit side by side on a 
bench and one draws the ground plan of a 
fortification with his cane in the sand. 

Meissonier had a high opinion of Meis- 
sonier, and not only painted but etched his 
own portrait many times. Here we see two 
etchings of him on horseback, a mode of 
getting about which pleased him all the 
more because he was very short of leg and 
looked better ahorse than afoot. One shows 
him riding to the right, the other to the 
left. Most of these etchings are “ re- 
marques ”’ to be printed in the margin of 
large etched reproductions of his paintings. 
Thus, one of the portraits of himself is for 
the margin of a reproduction of ‘* La Rixe,”’ 
the famous quarrel over cards, given by 
Louis Napoleon to Albert, the Prince Re- 
ent. An Imperial Eagle was etched for 
the black and white reduplication of ** 1807,” 
and a couple of hussars on Japan paper be-

after ‘‘La Partie de Piquet. 
The bulk of this little exhibition is work 
by no less than sixty-eight etchers and en- 
gravers after Meissonier’s masterpleces, L. 
Flameng is seen in ‘‘ Le Porte Drapeau,” 
Jules Jacquet in celebrated etchings after 
“Jena—1803,"’ and ‘“‘Friedland—1807,”" so well 
known over here, and ‘‘ La Campagne de 
France—1814.’’ There are four specimens of 
the art of that capital etcher, Jules Jacque- 
mart, including a ‘‘Reader "’ and the ‘‘Lover 
of Engravings.’’ Of course Le Rat is fepre- 
sented, as well as Paul Rajon, nor is Henri 
Vion wanting tothelong list of men who have 
popularized Meissonier, nor Felix Bracque- 
mond, who etched ‘ La Rixe.’’ The latest 
of all is Waltner. from whom we have two 
portraits of Meissonier, an artist's proof on 
vellum, and another likeness, a remarque 
proof on velttum, signed by Mme. Meis- 
sonier and the etcher and dated 1889. It was 
the last portrait. One sees the famous beard 
that recalled Michael gq ee Moses and 
finds that as he aged Melssoniter became 
handsomer—at least under the hands of his 


friends. nee

NEWARK, N. J., Jan.’ 29.—Thomas P. 
O'Reilly of 304 High Street, who for thirty- 
four years has been fighting for a vindica- 
tion of his good name as a soldier, received 
word to-day that Congress had passed a 
pill. yesterday placing hiin on the retired 
list as a Lieutenant Colonel.

Col. Bethune, Commanding Two Com- 
bined Columns, Will Try to Drive 
Them from Cape Colony. 


CLANWILLIAM, Jan. 29.—Bethune's col- 
umn, after a heavy march, has joined De 
Lisle’s column.

THE JAMESON RAID LETTERS. 


Evidence as to How They Were’ Made 
Public Adduced in a Libel Suit 
Heard in London. 

LONDON, Jan. 29.—Some curious evi- 
dence was presented to-day during the trial 
of a suit for libel brought by R. K. Turn- 
bull, an American newspaper man, against 
B. A. Hawksley, counsel for the British 
Chartered South Africa Company. The lat- 
ter accused Turnbull of having, while em- 
ployed by The Daily Mail, instigated a 
confidential clerk named Wallis to abstract 
confidential letters referring to the Jame- 
son raid from Hawksley’s office. These 
are the letters which were published some 

time ago by the Indépendance Belge. 

Turnbull denied the assertion. He de- 
clared he had not bribed Wallis, but only 
gave him newspaper rewards for informa- 
tion. All he had done was on behalf of 
The Daily Mail, and with the full approval 
of Mr. Harmsworth. The money was not 
paid to Wallis for stealing documents, but 
for copying them. 

In the course of the testimony Turnbull 
said he was approached by Messrs, Mas- 
singham, Stead and Labouchére in connec- 
tion with the letters. He told Mr. Stead 
the documents could be’ purchased for 
£1,000. The letters finally, through Wallis, 
reached the hands of Dr. Gavin Brown 
Clark, the former Radical member of Par- 
liament for Caithness and ex-Consul Gen- 
eral of the Transvaal in London, and ap- 
peared in the Indépendance Belge and The 
Daily Chronicle. 

Under cross-examination Turnbull ad- 
mitted he had been discharged by Mr. 
Harmsworth; but, through the instrumen- 
tality of Mr. Hawksley, Mr. Harmsworth 
gave him another trial, announcing this 
intention in a letter to’ Mr. Hawksley, in 
which he said: 

‘“‘Seeing that Turnbull has expressed re- 
gret, and as his serious offense was really 
due to his American training, I will give 
him another trial." 

After further similar evidence the jury 
stopped the case, and a verdict was entered 
for Mr. Hawksley.

They are not allowed to leave the 
Hanover district, owing to the fact that 
martial law prevails there. 


LONDON TIMES GIVES WARNING. 


Calls Attention to England’s Excess in 
Imports Over Exports. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—The Times, in an edi- 
torial dealing with an important and per- 
plexing question of true significance, the 
excess in value regularly exhibited by Eng- 
land’s imports over her exports, especially 
looking to the fact that during the last 
three and a half vears the United States 
have exported over £400,000,000 more mer- 
chandise, gold and silver, than they im- 
ported, says: 

‘It ts not easy, yet it is a matter of the 
utmost moment, to ascertain whether as 
a nation we are still saving and living 
within our income, or whether we are be- 
ginning to live on the accumulated savings 
of former times. If the latter is correct, 
the outlook is distinctly disquieting for the 
country’s commercial future. Considering 
that some three-fourths of the American 
excess exports have come to this country, 
it is very desirable to get accurate and 
definite statistics as to our ‘invisible ex- 
ports." 

‘““Mr. Gage has thrown out this idea of 
ascertaining the movements of securities 
between the two countries. It is all the 
more important for England, and the sug- 
gestions of a financier of Mr. Gage's ex- 
perience should not be lightly set aside as 
impracticable.”’

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Lillian, Duchess of 
Marlborough, has given £1,000 to the Dork- 


ing Cottage Hospital, in memory of her 
husband, Lord William Beresford. 


STRIKE ON PARIS RAILROAD. 


Employes of Underground Line Demand 
Higher Wages. 


PARIS, Jan. 29.—A general strike of the 
employes of the underground railroad has 
been declared. The stations are occupied 
by troops. There is a general congestion 
of passenger traffic, especially among shop- 
pers and people traveling to and from 
business 

The strike is due to the demands of the 
employes for higher wages and the rein- 
statement of dismissed men. The strikers 
are quite orderly. 

The company has posted advertisements 
for electricians and conductors, but unless 
it re-engages the strikers it is not likely 
to be able to resume traffic within a fort- 
night. 

The railroad thus far has been very un- 
fortunate. There have been frequent 
breakdov.ns and the present stoppage is 
causing great inconvenience. 

The strikers have issued an appeal to 
Parisians, declaring that ‘the company and 
not the men is responsible for the stoppage. 


Much Damage by Storms in Germany. 

BERLIN, Jan. 29.—The severe weather 
continues throughout Germany. The dam- 
age seems to have been greatest in the 
East Frisian district. At Lear and Emden 
floods have wrought enormous injury, al- 
though there has been little loss of Ife. 
The new harbor at Leer has been de- 
stroyed.. In the Prussian Diet to-day Dr. 
Lotz asked Government aid for 1,000 vic- 
tims, and relief committees are already be- 
ing formed. 

This evening a heavy snowfall is reported 
in Northern and Central Germany, blocking 
the roads and destroying telegraph wires. 
Communication in Berlin itself is largely 
interrupted. ’ ‘ ‘

Early 
in 18090 he left here for a visit. to China. 
The next heard of him“was in the Summer 
of 1900. Then it was learned that he had 
died at Hongkong on July 15, 1809. 
business in this city had been conducted by 
friends, among them being one Ling Poy, a 
cousin. When it was learned that Ling 
Shee Foo was dead the cousin wanted to 
take charge of the estate, but Lee Gong 
Yee intervened. He asserted that. he was a 
creditor of -the deceased, and accordingly 
filed a petition asking that he be appointed 
administrator. 

This petition was filed in August, and it 
set forth that Ling Shee Foo had left only 
three known relatives, one of whom was 
his cousin, Ling Poy, the others being 
Ling Sue, his father, who lives at Canton, 
China, and Wong, his mother. Lee Gong 
declared that the deceased owed him $500, 
and, as Ling Poy had left the United States 
to return to China just before the —— 
tion, he was the proper person to handle 
the estate here.

State Tax Board Makes Recom- 
mendations to the Legislature. 








Wants Power to Equalize Special Fran- 
chise Valuations—Discusses 


the Law. 

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The State Board of 
Tax Commissioners to-day recommended to 
the Legisiature that several amendments 
to -he Franchise Tax law bé made. The 
priacipai amendments recommended are as 
follows: 

First—Restoration to toeal assessment of 
property upen highway crossings where 
the occupation is less, longitudimally, than 
250 feer. 7 

Second—The law should authorize and ai- 
rect this bcard to equalize, after hearings,

‘*We are advised that by reason of an 
snoomiplets statement in the sub-division of 
the tax law authorizing the assessment of 
special franchises, the assessment of 
bridges over and cables under water is of 


doubiful legality, although apparently the 
statuce intended to provide for the assess- 
ment of such idges end cables as special 
franchises. We recommend such an amend- 
ment as will render this-requirement more 
certain 


‘The taxes resulting from purely high- 
way crossing valuations are not adequate 
to the cost to the State of making the same. 
The expense for clerical and other work to 
the corporations ‘exceeds the taxes they 
can. be fairly called upon to pay in this 
particular. The labor to the State and 
corporations is considerable; the ascertain- 
ment of exact data difficult; identification 
of many highway crossings impracticable. 
irritation and hardship to those affected 
fare the chief gains over local assessment 
in this elgss of valuations.’” 


As to the second recommendation, the 
board says: 

‘Such authorization will afford the war- 
rant of law for supplying a remedy in the 
first imgtance to corporations. The cor- 
porattons are now compelled in every case, 
nvolving great or small amounts, to re- 


fort to a court proceeding for a reduction 
which this departrhent may be willing to 
admit is equitable, but is not by the law, in 
its present reading, permitted to make. 
“The suggestion, sometimes advanced, 
that the special franchise tax law should 
fix a graduatéd scale of percentage-tax 
upon gross receipts is untenable and can- 
not be seriously maintained. A careful 
consideration of this proposition will con- 
vince one that unless the percentage is 
niadé so low as ‘to be ridiculous, and to 
practically do away with the special fran- 
chise tax, it would do grave injustice. It 
worhi allow the large corporations, which 
should Pay and are able to pay a just and 
reasonable tax, to escape the payment of 


such a tax, whfle, on the other hand, it 
weuld compel many of the smaller and 
péorer corporations throughout the State, 
whose franchises have but little or no 


value, to pay an unjust burden of taxation. 

“Taxation of net receipts is impractica- 
ble. because salary lists could be so mag- 
nified as to leave no net receipts. The 
doer to fraud would be pushed wide open 
by any such scheme not only in undue 
swelling of salaries, but in other ways ob- 
vious. 

“Of the trolley roads tn the State, only 
some 10 per cent. have been enabled to 
earn dividends during the last three years. 
Many of the trolley roads have, to greater 


or less extent, increased their floating 
indebtedness by borrowing money with 
which to pay interest upon their bonds. 


Increased tax upon the gross earnings of 


such corporations would not be taxation 
upon special franchise values, as we under- 
*tand the same. 

“The excessive bonded indebtedness of 


some of these trolley roads represents, to 
#Ome extent, two or more constructions. 
We find instances where seemingly exces- 
sive capitalization is in large part ex- 
plained upon grounds other than promoters’ 
profits, or ‘water.’ In some instances we 
have found tangible property in the streets 
being underassessed by the local Assessors. 
In other cases Overvaluations were being 
made, with the purpose of including special 
franchise value, befote passage of the spe- 
cial franchise act. 

‘“‘In reference to the public hearings of 
this board upen npeciat franchisé valua- 
tions made by it, the press from time to 
time has announced that this board has 
arbitrarily refused to disclose its method of 
niaking valuations. It would have given 
more correct general tmpression to have 
stated the fact, repeatedly made public by 
the board, that’ ft had adopted no inflext- 
bie, hard-and-fast, cast-iron rule by which 
to measure the values of all or any class 
of properties In the streets. The condi- 
tiops are not the same in any two in- 
stances. Each case must be individually 
considered, with the elements and factors 
affecting it, and such has been the treat- 
ment, to the full extent of the information 
reported or obtained. 

‘It is not -probable that final decision 
mpon the constitutionality of this law, or 
validity of the grounds of valuation under 
it, will be had for several months. In an 
initial. adjudication at Buffalo, Justice 
Kenefick sustained the constitutionality of 
this law in a thoroughly digested opinion, 
which received the praise of press and 
ro 

us e Appellate Division in the Third 
Department has held that the ‘ grounds‘ 
for a valuation néad only be set out in a 
return by thfs board to a writ of certiorari, 
and not the ‘methods ‘ or workings of the 
Commiéssioners’ minds while the valuation 
was in process of production. Returns to 
writs are being now prépared and served at 
the rate of several per day.”’

THE TRANSFER TAX BILL. 


Measure Will Be Reported To-day 
with Over Fifty Amendments. 


ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Taxation and Retrenchment will re- 
port out to-morrow morning for amend- 
ments and reprinting the Krum bill taxing 
transfers of property. Over fifty amend- 
ments were made at the committee meet- 
ing, most of them being purely technical, 
a word of two having been omitted in the 
original draft. The principal amendment 
is made in Section 230 regarding expectant 
estates. It reads as follows: 

Estates in expectancy which are contingent or 


defeasible, and in which proceedings for the de- 
termination of the tax have not been taken or 





where the taxation thereof has been heid fn 
abeyance, shall be appraised at their full un-

When “property is transferred, devised, or be- 
queathed in trust or otherwise for persons or cor- 
porations in succession who are liable to taxation 
be fixed at 


at the same rate, such tax shall 
such gate, and when so imposed shall be due and 
payable forthwith by the executors or trustees 


out of the principal of the trust fund or property, 
and when property is transferred, devised, or 
bequeathed in trust or otherwise for persons or 
corporations in succession who are not liable at 
the same rate or where some of the persons or 
corporations taking in successton are exempt, the 
tax on such contingent or expectant estates shall 
be immediately fixed at the rate of 2 per centum 
on the value thereof, and when so imposed shall 
be due and payable forthwith by the. executors 
or trustees out of the principal of the trust fund 
or property. 

Another amendment’ provides that the 
Surrogates of New York County may joint- 
ly appoint or at pleasure remove assist- 
ants as follows: 

Section 294—Kings County, a transfer tax as- 
sistant at $4,000, a transfer tax clerk at $2,000, 
with $500 for necessary expenses. In Queens, a 
transfer tax clerk at not more than $1,500, In 
Westchester, a transfer tax assistant at not 
more than &2,000; Suffolk at $720; Qneida, two 
clerks, $1,200; Ulster, $720; Onondaga, two 
clerks, $1,200; Monroe, two clerks at $750 each 
and not nore than $200 expenses; Erie, a clerk 
at $1,800, Such salaries shall be paid monthly. 





AMEND TAX BILLS.

Gov. Odell Says Measures Will Have 


to be Changed. 


ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The indications’ are 
that all 6f the new taxation bills of Gov. 
Odell will have to be amended. The Govy- 
ernor himself makes this statement about 
them: 

“The bills were drawn to initiate the 
ideas conveyed in my message, and they 
may have to be changed considerably in 
phraseology."’ 

The bill taxing savings banks upon their 
surplus is the first one.to be found defici- 


ent, and suggestions have already been 
made to Senator Krum’s Committee on 
Taxation for amendments designed to so 


define the word surplus that there may be 
no escape from the measure, 

The amended section provides that every 
savings bank liable to pay the 1 per cent. 
tax shall, on or before Aug. 1 in each year, 
make a written report to the Controller of 
its condition at the close of business on 
June 30 preceding, stating the actual 
amount of its surplus, and containing such 
other data as the Controller may require. 
No portion of such surplus shall be deemed 
to be invested in non-taxable securities un- 
less such non-taxable securities, together 
with such surplus, exceed the whole assets 
of such savings bank, in which event, for 
the purposes of this act only, the excess of 
such assets above the amount of such non- 
taxable securities shall be deemed surplus. 


MIDWIFERY IN NEW YORK. 





McKeown Introduces a Bill to 


Regulate the Practice. 


ALBANY, Jan. 29.—The practice of mid- 
wifery is to be regulated and restrained in 
New York City, according to the provisions 
of a bill introduced this morning by <As- 
semblyman McKeown of Kings County. The 
Board of Health of New York is authorized 
to appoint, on or before July 1, a Board of 
Examiners in Midwifery, who shall have 
been licensed to practice physic and surgery 
in this State. The board fs to consist of the 
Sanitary Superintendent of the Board of 
Health, the Assistant Sanitary Superinten- 


dents of each city, borough, and the Chief 
Inspector of Contagious Diseases tn Man- 
hattan. 

The examiners are to meet on the second 
Monday of July, October, January, and 
April of each year, and other days the 
board may appoint, in the Borough of Man- 
hattan. They shall examine all candidates, 
who must be of good moral character. A 
certificate will be issued to successful can- 
didates, the fee for which shall be $10. 

All persons authorized to practice mid- 
wifery are authorized to do so only in cases 
of normal labor, and shall not assist labor 
by any artificial, forcible, or mechanical 
means, nor prescribe or employ any dan- 
gerous drug, nor attempt the treatment of 
disease, except where the attendance of a 
physician cannot speedily be procured. 

The Beard of Examiners shall have power 
after a proper hearing to recommend to the 
Board of Health the revocation of a license 
issued. All licensed midwives must register 
annually at the office of the Board of 
Health before July 1. The penalty for prac- 
ticing midwifery without a license shall be 
a fine.

PROVIDES FOR A NEW PARK. 


To be Paid for by Bonds to be Issued 
by the City.

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Assemblyman James 
BE. Smith to-day introduced a bill to ratify 
the laying out of the property bounded by 
Fifty-second Street, Fifty-fourth Street, 
Eleventh Avenue, and Twelfth Avenue, in 
the Borough of Manhattan, as a public 
park. The bill provides that the total 
expense incurred in the laying out of the 


ark shall be borne by the City of New 
Fork, and shall be paid from the pro- 
ceeds of bonds and stocks of ine City of 
New York, which the Controller of ew 
York City is directed to issue under the act 
to provide for the location and improve- 
ment of additional public parks in the City 
of New York. 

It is further provided that. such bonds 
and stocks shall be in addition to the 
amount heretofore authorized. to be is- 
sued and expended for park purposes in 
any one year. Local assessments hereto- 
fore made for defraying part of the ex- 
pense of locating and improving the park 
are vacated, 


TO AID POLICE TELEGRAPHERS. 


Bill, If Passed, Will Make Them 
Eligible for Promotion. 
ALBANY, Jan. 2%.—Senator Fuller of 


Brooklyn this morning introduced a bill de- 
signed to benefit the telegraph operators 
connected with the Police Department of 
Greater New York, giving them the actual 
rank and pay of a Sergeant and making 
them eligible to ity the examinations for 
Police Captain. Prior to the enactment of 
the Greater New York charter, Senator 
Fuller says, the telegraph operators ranked 
as Sergeants, but under the new charter 
they. are simply telegraph operators, draw- 
ing a salary of $1; per annum, besides 
losing the chance for promotion and their 
oleae to try examinations for the Cap- 
taincy. 

If the bill becomes a Jaw the telegr ph 
operators will receive $2,000 per annum, $100 
more than at present. 


Bills Aimed at Gas Companies.

MR. ROOT URGES LEGISLATION. 


Asks Lieut. Gov. Woodruff to Push the 
Bill to Cede Under Watery Land 
to the Government.

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—In the Assembly to- 
day the bill introduced by Mr. Wilson giv- 
ing outhority to the Commissioners of the 
Land Office to grant and convey to the 
United States certain lands under the water 
at Governors Island, and to cede jurisdic- 
tion over the same to the United States, 
was ordered to third reading, with an im- 
material amendment proposed by Mr. Mc-, 
Keown of Brooklyn. 

There was strong opposition to the bill on 
the part of some of the Brooklyn members. 
This oppsition was checkmated by the tac- 
tices of Leader Allds. Under Mr. Allds’s 
lead the majority showed a disposition to 
make no concessions to the opposition. His 
tactics led all the opponents of the bill to 
rally in support of Mr. McKeown’'s amend- 


ment, leaving it to the discretion of the 
Land Commissioners as to whether they 
would make the grant, instead of directing 
them to make it, as the bill provided. When 
the whole opposition had dwindled down 
to a fight for this amendment and the mi- 
nority had been practically committed to 
the bill if this change were made, Mr. 
Allds blandly announced that he had no 
objection to the amendment. It was then 
quickly adopted, and the bill was ordered to 
a third reading. 

During the de’: te on the bill Mr. Wilson 
referred to a le..er which the Secretary of 
War had sent to Lieut. Gov. Woodruff ask- 
ing for the pagsage of the bill. Then this 
letter was obtained from Lieut. Gov. Wood- 
ruff. It is as follows: ¢ 

‘*T inclose bill to cede jurisdiction to the 
United States of the land under water 
south of Governors Island. The bill is pre- 
cisely the form of the bil by which land 
under water at Governors Island and other 
points in the neighborhood of New York were 
granted in May, 1880. This merely extends 
somewhat to the south of the land under 
water granted at Governors Island at that 
time. I am very anxious to get the matter 
through in such shape that filling will af- 
ford the means of ee oe of the material 
taken out of Buttermilk Channel, thus re- 
ducing the cost of that enterprise and mak- 
ing it easier to accomplish. 

“The benefits to-the entire City of New 
York will be very great, and the benefits 
to Brooklyn will be especially so. The 
improvement will enable us to make perma- 
nent arrangements for transacting business 
at that point, to maintain a more respect- 
able garrison, and to provide for interior 
defense by establishing batteries of rapid- 
firimg guns, a matter of great importance 
because, as the defenses of the harbor are 
now arranged, if a fast little boat were to 
eet up through the Narrows with rapid- 
ire guns, she would have the City of New 
York at her mercy. 

“TI hope the thing will swing through 
without much delay, because I want to use 
this and the Buttermilk Channel deepen- 
ing to help each other, and, as there are 
but a few weeks of the session of Congress 
left, there is not much time for action be- 
fore the committees.”’ 

The permanent arrangements for trans- 
acting business to which Secretary Root 
refers are said to be arrangements which 
will enable the shipment of freight to the 
Philippines to be made from the Harbor of 
New York instead of from the Harbor of 
San Francisco, as is now done. 





President of the State Medical Society 
Holds that Institutions Should 
Be Held Responsible. 
ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The State Medical So- 
ciety met in its ninety-fifth annual ses- 
sion kere to-day. Dr. A. M. Phelps, Presi- 
dent, in his address to the society, attacked 
the bill of Senator Grady which provides 
that hospitals shall not be liable for mal- 

practice cases. He said: 

** Recent decisions in cases of malpractice 
suits brought against hospitals have been. 
decided against the latter on the ground 
that any hospital that treats patients for 
pay and has private rooms where private 
patients are treated is the prinéipal de- 
fendant. This is right. The surgeon is 


simply the agent of the hospital, and very 
grave Mjustice has been done to faithful 
ip gg and doctors on account of the 
neglect of some of the internes or nurses, 
and to my knowledge such men have been 
rosecuted for malpractice. The hospitals 
ave turned their backs on them; and they 
have been mulcted in large sums. Now, 
this bill introduced by Senator Grady is 
vicious and should be defeated, and the 
Chair recommends that this society should 
pass a resolution asking the Legislature to 
defeat it, and that, in the event of its 
assage, the Governor veto it. It is to be 
Roped that the legislative committee will 
take the matter in hand and see that this 
piece of vicious legislatton is defeated.” 
The following resolution was adopted: 
Resolved, That the Medical Society of the 
State of New York heartily indorses the report 
of the Tenement House Committee appointed by 
Gov. Roosevelt and urgently requests the Legis- 
lature to adopt {ts recommendations regarding 
the improved housing of the poor and the further 
control of the spread of infectious diseases. 


OPPOSE THE BELL BILL. 


Druggists and Patent Medicine Men to 
Fight Against It. 

The passage of Assemblyman Bell's bill 
to prohibit any person other than a regis- 
tered physician to prescribe for the sick and 
ailing was opposed and condemned at a 
meeting of druggists, pharmacists, and pro- 
prietary medicine men of the city in The 
Mail and Express Building yesterday. 

Assemblyman Bell's bill, the drug men 
said, had been drawn up by the County 
Medical Society and was directed against 
Christian Science practitioners, but it# pro- 
visions had been made so sweeping that if 
passed it would become a misdemeanor for 
any druggist or other citizen to prescribe 


by printed or written word or orally any 
remedy for a trifling ailment. 

“Why,” said Dr. William Muir, ‘‘ nobody 
could recommend to a friend a hot foot 
bath for a cold without danger of arrest.”

AUTONOMY IN SCHOOL AFFAIRS. 


Commissioner Waldo of Brooklyn Takes 
Such a Bill to Albany. 
Commissioner of Records George E. 
Waldo, Chairman of the sub-committee of 
the Republican Executive Committee of 
Kings County, who was intrusted with the 
drawing up of a bill for the amendment of 
the school law so as to provide home rule 
in the different boroughs, took to Albany 
yesterday a bill embodying his ideas and 
those of George Freifeld, Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Charter Revision of 

the Brooklyn School Board. 

Autonomy in school affairs is strongly 
favored in Brooklyn. The provisions of 
Mr. Waldo's bill are: ' 

For a Central Board of Education of the Great- 
er New York, composed of aenegeses from the 
boards of each borough, the oard to have 
power to make by laws and fix salaries of its 
employes, and generally look after the educa- 
tional system of the Greater New York, and 
make the same uniform, so far as practicable. 

The Borough School Board in each borough to 
be appointed by the borough President, to have 
entire control of school matters in their re- 
spective boroughs, subject to the requirements of 
the State school law and to rules and regula- 
tions of the central board, 

A City Superintendent to be appointed by the 
central board, whose duties shall be to super- 
vise and visit from time to time the schools, 
and supervise the general educational system of 
Greater New York. 

A Borough Superintendent and Board of As- 
sociate Superintendents in each borough, to be 
appointed by the borough School Board, whose 
duties shall be to supervise the schools and 
educational system of their respective boroughs. 

Board of Examiners, consisting of a chief ex- 
aminer and four examiners. They must hold 
examinations as often as once a month, except 
during the month of July. 

All Principals and teachers shall be appointed 
by the respective borough boards from an el- 
igible list. 

Each porough Board of Education is to report 
direct to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment its estimate of the amount which it 
deems necessary for its borough for the ensu- 





ing year. 

Teachers’ salaries are to remain upon the 
schedule now adopted by the School Board, 
pursuant to the Davis law, and a maximum 


has been fixed in accordance with the sugges- 
tion of Gov. Odell’s message.

MEETING WAS NOT HELD. 


Post Office Had Failed to Send Out 
Church Workers’ Notices. 


The fifth annual meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Churches and Christian Workers in 
New York City, which was to have been 
held in St. Mark’s Church, at Tenth Street 
and Second Avenue, yesterday afternoon, 
was peremptorily adjourned until Feb. 7 
because of an alleged act of negligence on 
the part of the postal authorities. 

The association has a membership of 
more than 1,100, and John Seely Ward, Jr., 
is the President. 

On Saturday a representative of the Sec- 
retary went to the General Post Office 
with about 1,150 copies of the annual re- 
port, the programme of exercises, and the 
notices of the meeting. Handing in the 
three documents in one package, he in- 
quired the amount of postage it would take. 

According to the statement made at the 
church, the official at the window is alleged 
to have replied: ‘‘ Two cents.” The Sec- 
retary’s representative purchased stamps 
to the amount of $23.50, and after affixing 
one to each package, delivered the docu- 
ments for transmission, with the expecta- 
tion that the persons addressed would re- 
ouive them not later than Monday morn- 
ng. 

Late on Monday eventing a member of 
the society called up the Secretary on the 
telephone and inquired about the meeting. 
The Secretary expressed surprise that he 
had not received his notification and has- 
tened to the Post Office, so it was stated 
at the meeting, discovered that all of the 
matter had been held for short postage, 
and that stamps to the amount of 3 cents 
should have been affixed to each package. 

When the meeting was called to order 
there were less than a dozen persons pres- 
ent. Among them were President Ward, 
the Rev. L. W, Batten, rector of the 
church, and four ladies. The Secretary ex- 
yained what had happened, and an ad- 
ournment was ordered until Feb. 7 

According to the programme officers 
were to have been elected for the ensuing 
year, and among the other features were 
addresses by ControlHer Bird 8.

Postmaster Van Cott had left the Post 
Office when inquiries were made there, and 
no one there professed to be in a position 
to speak officially on the subject.

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DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL 


A Weird “Symbolical Drama” 
Given by Mr. Sargent’s Pupils. 








“The Tragedy of Death” at the Empire 
Theatre — Gossip of the 
Stage. 





Musical rather than dramatic, primarily, 
was the performance’ of “The Tragedy of 
Death,’’ a symbolical drama by René Peter, 
done into English by Edwin Star Belknap, 
at the Emperie Theatre, yesterday after- 
noon, but until it has the advantage of 
performance by a larger and  better- 
equipped orchestra, more closely in touch 
with the spirit of the work, and of singers 
of greater vocal and interpretative skill 
than those employed yesterday, Mr. Har- 
vey Worthington Loomis’s ambitious music 
may be fairly dismissed with no further 
word of comment than a polite announce- 
ment of its ambitious character. 

Theatricatly and pictorially, the perform- 
ance by Mr. Sargent’s pupils, fn the pres- 
ence of a crowd of spectators who were 
certainly decorous if not exactly apprecia- 
tive, was weird and occasionally strongly 
impressive. Mr. René Peter’s ‘‘ symbolism,” 
done into English by Mr. Belknap, is often 
vague enough to the common mind, how- 
ever, to explain, if not to justify, any ribald 
jests the humorists of the press nowadays, 
as it seems, devoting all their energies to 


the task of dramatic criticism, may be 
impelled to make at fits expense. 

Yet it is a serious and aspiring work of 
art, and surely deserves a polite and at- 
tentive hearing. It was not offered as di- 
version to the multitude, and the dull- 
witted, half-developed persons who contend 
that the sole province of art is to amuse 
were not asked to take note of it. 

In the first scene, a mother wept and 
Sang sad lullabies over the cradle of her 
ailing child. In her dooryard, as it seemed, 
Night, thickly veiled, sat listening. A storm 
arose and, while the thunder rolled, the 
voice of a wayfarer was heard demanding 
admission to the mother’s hut. She let 
him in, an old, poor man, who was as silent 
as the grave after he had entered, and who, 
while the woman closed her heavy eyes in 
slumber, stole the child and fled. 

When the woman woke she knew the 
stranger was Death and started madly in 
pursuit. But, in the doorway Night accost- 
ed her and promised to tell which way the 
thief had gone, if she would sing again one 
of those lullabies Night loved to listen to. 

This fondness of Night for music may 
suggest to the humorists a’ reason for the 
melodious disposition of gentlemen who 
stay out late, and, ft is just possible, that 
in trying to get at the base of the rain- 
bow, this new symbolist has accidentally 
discovered the origin of ‘‘We Won't Go 
Home Till Morning."’ 

Paying the price of information, and with 
great difficulty to\the tall, pale woman. 
whose black veil suggested the first act 
of ‘‘ The Climbers,’’ the mother sped alon 
the road until she came to a lake whic 
she could not cross. The Rhinemaidens. 
who converse with Siegfried in the last act 
of‘ Die Gitterdammerung,”’ however, were 
jealous of “‘ the jewels that are her eyes”’ 
and promised to ferry her all the way to 
the arden of Death if. she would give 
them up. 

So it was that in the last scene the blind 
mother was wandering among the flower 
beds of the Garden. Death found her there 
and opened the eyes of her soul so that she 
might see the destiny that awaited her 
child on earth. Thereafter she was recon- 
ciled, and her own hand plucked the flower 
in which his heart was beating and gave it 
to the gray old man who was to transport 
his soul to the Garden ef God. 

As for the interpretation of this symbol- 
ism, each person must supply his own. But 
{t seems that the attempt on the programme 
to associate it with Christian doctrine is 
mistaken. There is no clear hint in it of 
the true spirit of Christianity. Still, it may 
not be the less beautiful for being pagan. 

Pictorially, the production was as good 
as possible under the circumstances, while 
the arduous réle of the mother was car- 
ried with abundant zeal and energy. and 
doubtless with sympathy and understand- 
ing, by Teresa Toube. Night, in the per- 
son of Julia Mary Taylor, was also comely 
and impressive. 

The long programme included a perform- 
ance of Mrs. Burton Harrison's clever 
adaptation of Octave Feulllet’s “ Portraits 
of the Marquise,’’ which was acted by ama- 
teurs some years ago at the Madison 
Square Theatre. This piece was originally 
written for the Empress Eugénie, and was 
first acted by her and some of her Court 
at Compiégne. It was afterward admitted 
to the repertory of the Comédie Francaise.

A Derailed Engine on the Sixth Avenue 
Road Causes a Blockade. 


Traffic on the Sixth and Ninth Avenue 
elevated lines was completely tied up for 
more than an hour after 6 o'clock yester- 
day morning, owing primarily to the derail- 


ment of an engine on the Sixth Avenue line 
at the curve at Fifty-third Street, where the 
down-town trains of the two lines dive » 
Although miles of trains heavily laden with 
pecoeneers were stretched along on both 
ines, with little hope of moving for some 
time, and irate passengers were picking 
their way along the stringpieces of the ele- 
vated structure on their way back to the 
stations, the company kept right on selling 
tickets for an hour. The station.platforms 
became congested with passengers, and, 
after the atmosphere had become = sur- 
eharged with profanity, they had to pay a 
second fare and take to the surface cars. 

Engine No. 171, drawing a heavily laden 
Sixth Avenue train, bound down town, was 
slowly rounding the curve at Fifty-third 
Street, at a few minutes before 6 o’clock, 
when it left the rails. It bumped along a 
few feet over the ties, and then came to a 
standstill. The remainder of the train was 
still on the Ninth Avenue tracks, so that 
the line was completely blocked for south- 
bound trains. 

Train after train came up in quick suce- 
cession, so that in a few minutes there was 
a line of stalled engines and cars stretch- 
ing ws far north as One Hundred and 
Fourth Street. There was soon a general 
exodus from trains, and long files of men 
and women began to pick their way along 
the elevated structure to the stations. 

Great difficulty was experienced in get- 
ting the derailed engine back on the track. 
In the meantime some bright trainman put 
a novel system into operation to relieve the 
situation. Trains in the rear of the blocked 
cars were all run back until the foremost 
engine reached Ninety-third Street. The 
ears of the blocked train were then hauled 
back to Fifty-fourth Street and Ninth Ave- 
nue, thence run on to the up-town tracks 
of the Sixth Avenue line, and down this 
and around the derailed engine, where the 
were gotten on to the down-town Sixt 
Avenue track. 

This intricate switching arrangement was 
gone through with with all the down-town 
trains, while the up-town trains were left 
standing until 8:30 o'clock, when the line 
was finally cleared.

ENGLISH CRICKETERS INVITED. 


All Philadelphia Team May Go to Eng- 
land Next Year. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 29.—Considerable 
disappointment was manifested in Amert- 
can cricket circles last Autumn because the 
usual international matches had to be 
abandoned at the last moment, as a result 
of a misunderstanding concerning the lead- 
ership of the English team. In order to 
avoid any such undesirable termination of 
this year’s negotiations, the International 
Committee has decided to complete its ar- 
rangements at an earlier date, and, with 
this object in view, Secretary R. D. Brown 
has written to C. Wreford-Brown, a promi- 
nent English amateur cricketer, inviting 
him to bring a team of English amateurs 
to the United States about the middle of 
Sentember. 

It is known that Mr. Wreford-Brown is 
anxious to bring’ a team to the United 
States, and it is expected that his side will 
be largely composed of youngsters who 
have-already gained their ‘‘ blue” at Ox- 
ford or Cambridge, or who have the good 
fortune to secure that honor during the 
coming season. 

Should the committee secure definite in- 
formation to this effect, it is more than 
likely that in addition to two matches with 
the gentlemen of Philadelphia and one with 
the colts, a game may also be arranged for 
the visitors with a representative eleven of 
the American colleges, composed of the 
best players from Harvard, Haverford, and 
Pennsylvania, as well as games with picked 
teams in Boston, New York, and Baltimore. 
A trip to England in 1902 by an all-Phila- 
delphia team is on the tapis, and the knowl- 
edge that those who excel in the coming 
season’s games will have the best chance of 
selection for the trip in 1902 will lend addi- 
tional interest to the contests.

President Eliot on Harvard Athletics.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 29.—President 
Eliot of Harvard in his annual report to- 
day pays particular attention to athletics, 
and especially to the fact that American 
colleges are, now conducting them in a 
reputable manner. Harvard's rules govern- 


ing eligibility, he says, have been adopted 
in all the other colleges, and he expresses 
great satisfaction. that at last. athletics 
are placed 'on-a basis where scholarship 
receives sufficient attention. 

President Eliot expressed his interest in 
the improvements which’ have been made 
at Soldiers’ Field, and suggests the erec- 
tion of permanent and good-looking seats 
along the side of the football field. ‘ The 
university grounds on the south side of the 
Charles River,.”” he says, ‘“‘can’ be made 
beautiful in the course of the next twenty 
years, and they should not be defaced by 
unsightly banks of cheap wooden seats.” 
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SHOOTING AT LIVE BIRDS. 


New Handicap Rules Operated Success- 
fully at the Inter-State Park Traps. 
The trap shooting competitions held at 

Inter-State Park, Queens, L. 1., yesterday, 

under conditions that let in gunners of all 

classes and from all points, drew the larg- 
est attendance that any open event of the 
season has brought out, and as an all-day 
shoot was the most conspicuous success in 
its line that the Pigeon Shooting Associa- 
tion has had this year. The weather was 
bright and ‘clear, the light excellent, and 
the birds fast and strong, the only draw- 
back to perfect sport being that the wind 
blew steadily, straight through the day 
from nearly the same direction. This was 
from back of the clubhouse, and the nat- 
ural result was that the pigeons, released 
from the traps, were lifted by the breeze 
and went with it, all taking to more or less 
degree the course that they were started on 

and becoming drivers or right quarterers, a 

fact thar the shooters realized early in the 

day, with results extremely disastrous to 
the birds. 
The chief event of the day was for the 

Wright Special Prize, sixteen men, repre- 

senting nearly as many gun clubs taking 

part in this. The race was a handicap un- 


der the new handicap rules of the Inter- 
State Association, the rules that from this 
time on will govern all shoots at the park 
except when special conditions are stipu- 
lated. The new rules worked satisfactorily, 
at least to the low men in the race, for 
with the allowance that being placed on 
the twenty-seven-yard mark gave him, J. 
F. Wellbrook had two extra birds to shoot 
at, two misses counting as no birds, and 
by bringing down one of these Wellbrook 
made a tie with a thirty-yard man, Dr. A. 
A. Webber, who had killed straight, and a 
division ot the stakes resulted. The work- 
ing of the handicap was far less satisfac- 
tory to the back-mark men than it was 
to those who received an allowance, but as 
a means of equalizing the chances of pig- 
eon shonting the new scale generally was 
considered a vast improvement on the old 
order of handicapping, whereby proximity to 
the traps was supposed to place on equal 
terms an expert and a novice. To further 
prove the strength of the new system of 
andicapping, two twenty-seven-yard men 
and a twenty-six-yard man, with their al- 
lowances, finished in a tie for the second 
money. Following the Wright Special, a 
ten-bird event was shot off under handi- 
cap rules somewhat similar to the condi- 
tions governing the first event, but slightly 
modified ts suit the smaller number of birds 
shot at, this again producing a close con- 
test, and resulting in a tie and a division 
between a thirty-yard man and a twenty- 
seven-yard shooter. Two smaller sweep- 
stakes were shot off. Summary: 
The Wright Special, fifteen live birds, handi- 
cap rise from twenty-five yards to thirty-three 
yards, handicaps at twenty-eight yards, one 
miss to count as no bird; twenty-seven yards, 
two misses to count as no bird; twenty-six yards, 
one miss no bird, and one miss as a kill; twenty- 
five yards, two misses as kills,

PRIZEFIGHT A- NUISANCE. 


State of Ohio Will Prosecute Promoters 
of Jeffries-Ruhlin Contest. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 29.—Suit was 
brought before Judge Howard Hollister to- 
day, of the Common Pleas Court, to en- 
join the proposed Jeffries-Ruhlin contest 
here Feb. 15. This proceeding is in the 
name of the State by Attorney General 
Sheets at the direction of Gov. Nash. It 
is understood, however, that the real in- 
stigators are the ministers and others of 
this city who.are opposed to having the 
fight take place here, and who resorted to 
every, other means before this proceeding 
in the State court. The petition that was 
filed to-day declares the proposed oprize- 
fight to be a nuisance, and a restraining 
order is wanted on that account rather 
than under any of the sections of the Ohio 
statutes pertaining to prizefights. 

The petition avers that the contest would 
cause the gathering of ‘‘ toughs’”’ and idle 
and vicious people, whose presence in 
crowds would be a menace to life, good 
order, property, and the general welfare 
of the community. 

It is expected that the attorneys of the 
Saengerfest Athletic Association will not 
only accept service immediately, but also 
request as early a hearing as possible. ; 

Those sceking to prevent the fight have 
engaged a formidable array of legal talent, 
including Judson Harmon, who was Attor- 
ney General vwnder Cleveland; Gustave 
Wald, John W. Warrington, Lawrence 
Max:vell, Jr., foymerly Solicitor General of 
the United States; E. W. Kittridge, and 
J. W. Herron. The attorneys for the 
Saengertest Athletic Association are ex- 
Judge Hiram D, Peck, Fred Hertensteiy, 
ex-County Solicftor; Bettinger & Geotzei, 
Wilson. & Wilson, and Herman J. Witte. 
These attorneys have been advising the 
Saengerfest Athletic Association from the 
beginning that they were proceeding with- 
in the Lounds of law and could conduct the 
fight here without the violation of law. 

Jeffries and Ruhlin, who were arrested 
last night and held in $1,000 bond, will have 
their nearing on Thursday. 


CHANGES IN RACING RULES. 


Important Legislation Anticipated at 
Coming N. C. A. Annual Meeting. 


Some important questions will be decided 
and considerable new legislation enacted at 





‘the annuel meeting of the National Cycling 


Association to be held in this city on Feb. 
5. Several suggestions for changes in the 
racing rules have been proposed to make 
them more definite, particularly in the mat- 
ter of motor-paced racing, which from a 


small beginning became an important feat- 
ure of the sport during the past season. A 
proposition has been made to abolish the 
standing start in motor-paced races and to 
substitute the flying start, which is not 
only much more pleasing to the spectators, 
but.also much faster. 

The matter which is likely to give the 
most trouble is the awarding of the fran- 
chises for racing in certain districts where 
there are several applicants. The franchise 
for Providence, R. IL, is sought by three 
different promoters, and at Waterbury, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Pittsburg, and Cleve- 
land there are two or more claimants. 
Philadelphia capitalists are anxious to build 
a ecdlosseum there. but are unable to do so 
while Woodside. Park holds the franchise 
fdr that district. 

The: present Board of Control will prob- 
ably be re-elected, as its work has given 

eneral satisfaction. The. number of of- 
icial referees is likely to be increased, and 
provision made for official timers as well. 

The past year was a very satisfacotry one 
financially for both racing men and: track 
owners, and the coming season Is expected 
‘to suppass it. The motor-pacing machines, 
which -proved the greatest attraction dur- 
ing the past season, have been much im- 
proved, and are expected to be even more 
popular this year.

It is most of 
all degrading to the Governor, for it in- 
vites him to mix himself up in the choice 
of subordinate officials in one of the 
municipal divisions of the State. A Gov- 
ernor who appreciated the dignity of his 
office would spurn the petty business. 

No Republican Governor of New York, 
however, can be got to spufn anything 
that promises to help his party. The 
men of that organization are for party 
all the time, just as Tammany is for its 
Own pockets. Public opinion and the

public welfare, principle, decency, every- 
thing, is put second to the partisan con- 
sideration. There is no assurance that 
the Charter Revision Commission’s re- 
port will be taken up at all. Certainly 
there is no prospect that the proposed 
amendments will ever get through the 
Legislature, except, perhaps, after parti- 
san distortion that will totally destroy 
their value. Albany can increase the as- 
sessments of New York and pile tax bills 
without number upon a community that 
already pays three-quarters of the cost 
of the State administration, but it re- 
fuses to let that community enjoy the 
privilege of governing itself. 








UNSOUND INSURANCE IN ENGLAND. 

A curious phase of profit insurance 
comes to light in the following dispatch 
from London: ‘‘ The shares of some of 
the insurance companies have fallen be- 
cause of the heavy payments to be made 
as the result of the insurance of the 
Queen’s life by theatrical managers and 
It is estimated by some that the 
total amount of insurance was $1,250,- 
000.” 

It is difficult to understand how this 
form of insurance could be conducted on 
a legitimate actuarial basis, It is a prov- 
erb in underwriting circles that any risk 
can be taken if the rate is large enough 
and the volume of business to be done 
great enough. This applies very well to 
fire and marine insurance, and no doubt 
to profit insurance as well, under con- 
ditions’ which warrant the assumption 
that out of a given number of risks, 
however hazardous, only a certain pro- 
portion will materialize as elaims, and 
that it is possible to fix the rate high 
enough to pay losses from premiums. 
This, however, would scarcely seem ap- 
plicable to life insurance, especially in 
the case of an aged lady with pro- 
nounced and increasing physical infirmi- 
ties; nor to any class of business in 
which all risks must become claims at 
once when an imminent event happens. 

There has been no time in several years 
when the venerable Queen could have 
been considered a legitimate insurance 
risk. The theatre managers could not, 
we think, have found it advantageous 
to*pay rates, of premium for protection 
against loss of profits resulting from tht 
closing of their places of business be- 
tween the day of the Queen’s death and 
the end of the period of public mourning 
to follow it, sufficient to enable the in- 
surance companies to write that kind of 
policy with safety. It looks at first 
glance like very reckless insurance gam- 
bling, and it.{s not surprising that the 
shares of companies incurring liability 
to that sort of losses should drop when 
the facts became known, Altogether, it 
is a curious and instructive incident, and 
one calculated to startle the conserva- 
tive policy holder who cherishes no illu- 
sions as to the nature and object of life 
insurance.

DEATH AND TAXES. 

It used to be a maxim in the rural dis- 
tricts of this State that there was noth- 
ing so “ sure as death and taxes.” Death 
is as sure as ever it was—though the sta- 
tisticlans contend that its arrival has 
been delayed somewhat—but the Ingenu- 
‘ity of man, stimulated by the possession 
of wealth, has not only rendered the 
payment of taxes uncertain, but has ac- 
tually made death in some sense an ally 
in the operation. It is currently reported 
that the portion of the estate of the late 
Mr. ARMOUR which was disposed of by 
his will was only about one-fourth of the 
amount of which he had been possessed 
and which wouki have had to pay a suc- 
cession tax had he retained it until his 
death. Whether in this case the prop- 
erty was disposed of during his lifetime 
for the purpose of protecting his heirs 
from the payment of this tax, it {s not, 
of course, for us to say. But instances 
are by no means rare in which men have 
made no secret of their motive in re- 
sorting to this device. In England it has 
been publicly stated by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer that He was obliged to 
reckon with the tendency referred to in 
making his estimates of revenue. 

The general impression made by the 
spectacle of a man of sufficient wealth’ 
to be exposed to a large succession tax 
giving away his wealth in order that it 
may not bear the proportion of the pub- 
lic burdens assigned to it by law, ts not 
favorable. The principle of the succes- 
sion tax is sound and practical. Since a 
citizen cannot carry his wealth with 
him, and since the transfer of it to others 
after his death is made possible only by 
the free action of the State, it is assumed 
that property, the title to which depends 
solely on the State, may properly be re- 
quired to pay a considerable contribution 
to the State’s expenses. And it is as- 
sumed that in this country, whére an in- 
come tax is not now levied, and where, 
therefore, the revenue from property has 
escaped taxation in large measure, the 
tax on the transfer of property at death 
is peculiarly fair. If, as a matter of fact, 
personal property were generally and 
equitably taxed under our laws, the suc- 
cession tax would lose some of the plaus- 
iblé reasons on which it is based. It is 
unquestionably a device of the Legislat- 
ure to make up the loss of revenue from 
the property during the life of its owner, 
and would be less excusable if he had al- 
ready paid his fair proportion. 

But whatever may be the motive of 
dying millionaines in arranging that 
their property shall suffer no diminution 
in passing to their survivors, or however 
that motive may be regarded by the 
public, the fact rémains that neither be- 
fore nor after the death of its owner can 
personal property be effectually taxed. 
The practical failure in conspicuous 
cases of the succession tax is likely to 
have two results. It will greatly rein- 
force the sentiment in favor of an in- 
come tax, and, though there have here- 
tofore been found Constitutional obsta- 
cles in the way of the income: tax laws 


. 





actually passed, it is the opinion of law- 
yers of high standing that these can be 
overcome. The effort to do so will cer- 
tainly be greatly stimulated by the gen- 
eral practice of evading the succession 
tax. Another effect that may come from 
this tendency is in our judgment a much 
more desirable one. The public mind 
may be directed toward a wiser and 
more practical form of taxation by which 
collection will be more certain and equi- 
table distribution will be secured. We 
refer to the taxation of real property 
only. The more other ways are pursued, 
and the more ingenious, exacting, and 
imperative they are, the more evident is 
their failure. The tendency not only of 
scientific opinion, but of all sensible and 
practical opinion, is strongly in the di- 
rection of the taxation of real property 
in the first instance, with confidence that 
in the end all forms of property will in 
this manner be most nearly completely 
reached. But it is probable that before 
that intelligent method is adopted, there 
will be further attempts, in the Federal 
Legislature at least, to try again the ex- 
periment of a tax on income. 





THE SENTENCES IN PATERSON. 


Those were very admonitory sentences 
that Judge Dixon passed yesterday upon 
the four wretches who have occupied too 
much of a disgusted pubHe attention 
since their crime was discovered. It is to 
be hoped that they will occupy no more 
of it until their sentences have been 
served. And yet it is to be hoped that 
the example of their punishment may 
sink deep into a community in which it 
has been clearly shown that such an ex- 
ample is imperatively necessary. 

We have all been horrified by the rev- 
elations that have come to us from China 
of the depths to which men will descend 
who have been absolved from all domes- 
tic duties, from all restraints imposed by 
the opinion of their neighbors. KIPLING 
had already reminded ts that 


Single men in barracks don't grow into 
plaster saints. 


The peculiarity, and the peculiar hor- 
ror, of this case was the showing that 
men respectably brought up, respectably 
connected, even men With families, could 
emulate and almost outdo the savage 
beastliness of unrestrained and undisci- 
plined soldiers half the world away from 
home. 

No wonder that a jury should have 
punished these wretches beyond their 
seeming and intended crime, and that a 
just Judge should have refused to abate 
a jot of the rigor of the law in their be- 
half. In fact, the one redeeming point 
about the case is the exemplary and ad- 
monitory celerity, dignity, and solemnity 
with which, when it was at last brought 
into court, justice was administered ac- 
cording to law. 





EXAMINING ARCHITECTS, 


We fall to see any sense in the Dill 
which has been introduced into the Leg- 
islature providing for the examination 
and registration of architects. Doubtless 
there are a large number of incompetent 
architects now practicing in the State, 
and there will continue to be, so long as 
anybody can be found to hire them. But 
the architects now practicing seem to be 
exempted from the examination which 
must be passed by architects desiring to 
practice hereafter. This gives the meas- 
ure the appearance of a trades-union reg- 
ulation “‘ to limit the number of appren- 
tices,’ rather than of a measure intend- 
ed for the protection of the public. 

A law providing that nobody should 
henceforth practice architecture without 
undergoing a sufficient examination as 
to his capacity would have something to 
be said if its favor. The cultivated pub- 
lic of this town would welcome the ap- 
pearance before an examining board of 
HorGAN and SLATTERY, the official ar- 
chitects of Tammany Hall for all munic- 
ipal purposes, with a view to fining out 
what they know about the art they pre- 
tend to practice, historically, scientific- 
ally, and artistically. But to exempt 
from examination all persons now prac- 
ticing architecture, on payment of fees, 
is the same as saying that all quacks 
who are now killing people without a 
license shall go on till they die. A purely 
proactive precaution, in either profes- 
sion, impeaches in advance either its own 
necessity or the sincerity of its proposers. 











JOAN OF ARC (KANSAS,) 

That interesting female crusader who 
has excited the attention of Kansas by 
first hitting with a hatchet every head 
she saw of a barrel supposed to contain 
ardent spirits, and then by bearding the 
Governor of Kansas in his den, has suc- 
ceeded in concentrating the attention of 
Kansas upon herself.

“Dame Nation.” This is a pardonable 
unloading of a burdened spirit. But we 
prefer to see in the viraginous lady a 
modern and Western reincarnation of a 
female crusader, and to consider her as 
a Joan of Are (Kansas,) or of “ Arkan- 
saw,” 

It is a queer reincarnation. A lady 
who goes about smashing the property 
of other people with an axe, on moral 
grounds, who first “takes the law” of 
persons who assault her therefor, and 
then proceeds to denounce the Governor 
of her State as a “ lawbreaker,” occuptes 
altogether a curious position. She is 
not quite unprecedented or unique. A 
good many years ago there were some 
ladies in the State of Ohio who felt it to 
be incumbent upon them to destroy the 
“rum power” by just such measures as 
she has adopted. This female fanatic 
does not even differ in her aims from the 
women and the men who have just suo- 
ceeded in breaking down the discipline, 
promoting the drurkefiness, and endan- 
gering the health of the United States 
Army by destroying the canteen. She is 

| more respectable than they, inasmuch 


, staffs, 
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as she has the courage of her convic- 
tions, and would be now in jail if the 
Governor of Kansas had any more,spinal 
vertebrae against one class of lawbreak- 
ers than he has against another. It is 
true that the law against disorderly con- 
duct is easier to be enforced than the 
law against the unlawful sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors. But, in refusing to use any 
more serious terrors of the law than 
mild deprecation against this virago, the 
Governor has explained why he could not 
be trusted to enforce any other laws to 
the enforcement of which anybody was 
opposed. To that extent the mission of 
Mrs. NATION may be called successful. 








Chief Examiner IRELAND of the Munic- 
ipal Civil Service has done well in pub- 
lishing one of the letters received by him 
intimating the belief of the writers that 
money can aid them in passing the ex- 
aminations. He adds: ‘When such a 
communication is received, the writer’s 
name is noted and no application from 
him for any, position whatever is there- 
after accepted.” , This action is within 
the discretion of the examiners, and is, 
of course, imperative. Yet, as Mr. Ire- 
LAND points out, the men who make this 
sort of suggestion are the victims of real 
offenders of a much worse type, whom it 
is impracticable to reach. If it were pos- 
sible to lay hands on one of the scamps 
who try to get money for their pretended 
aid in securing an appointment through 
corrupting the examiners, and send him 
to jail, that would be very desirable. 
Meanwhile it is well to remember that 
the belief among the ignorant that the 
civil service law can be “ beat” by the 
use’ of money is, after all, only a sur- 
vival from the time when all appoint- 
ments were a matter in part of favor and 
in part of direct or indirect purchase. 
And who shall say that this theory and 
practice are no longer prevalent? Prac- 
tice, if not theory, of this sort pervades 
and devastates the civil service of the 
United States under a President pledged 
to extend the merit system. Appoint- 
ments by his nomination, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate of the 
United States, are a matter of trade and 
dicker from which the element of pay- 
ment is absent only in form. That, of 
coursé, is only a reason the more. why 
every effort should be made to preserve 
from abuse or misrépresentation the ac- 
tua) administration of the merit system 
when it is pure, honest, and intelligent, 
as it undoubtedly is under the examina- 
tions of the Municipal Commission of the 
City of New York.

the most striking of them, the greatest 
actual value of the invention will doubtless 
lie in the betterment of telephone service 
on land lines of all lengths, and in making 
feasible rapid machine telegraphy over sub- 
marine cables. With “ distortionless cur- 
rents’’ the land radius of the telephone 
will be vastly increased, while at the same 
time the expenses of line construction and 
maintenance will be diminished, thus cer- 
tainly adding to the value of the service 
from the standpoint of the public, and at 
least making it possible, if the companies 
choose, to lower the scale of charges. 
Whether they do so or not, will, of course, 
depend upon the amount of compulsion 
brought to bear upon them by competitors 
and legislatures. As for the Atlantic cables, 
there are now fourteen of these, and with 
the best of the devices hitherto used only 
twenty-five words per minute can be sent 
over each of them, a total transmitting 
power of 350 words per minute. ‘If it is 
possible,”” says The Electrical Review, “ to 
construct a cable that would permit tele- 
phony through it, the same cable will most 
easily carry Wheatstone or other auto- 
matic signals at the rate of 700 or more 
words per minute, so that 6ne such cable 
would be equal to double the entire sys- 
tem now in operation under the Atlan- 
tic.” This would permit of such reduc- 
tions in tolls that no business men with 
really important messages to send would 
think of using the steamship mail service, 
which puts from fifteen to twenty days be- 
tween question and answer. 





—-With its natural preference for pri- 
vate as against public hospitals, The Post- 
Graduate in its current Issue uses the 
Bellevue scandals as a reason for declaring 
unwise the policy some time ago adopted 
by the present City Government of endeav- 
oring tg force ail the sick or injured poor 
into the city hospitals. The editor of the 
magazine seems disposed to believe that 
the evils existing in Bellevue were exag- 
gerated, for he dwells at length on the 
danger of accepting as true the uncorrob- 
orated evidence of insane and alcoholic pa- 
tlents against those whose duty it !{s to 
restrain them, but enough has been proved, 
he thinks, to show that there is some basis 
for the common belief of the poor that pa- 
tients in private hospitals are well treated, 
while those sent to the public ones are 
likely to suffer abuse. Really, he declares, 
there are no private hospitals in New York 
except a few boarding houses for surgical 
patients, owned or controlled by the sur- 
geons who operate in them, but the term 
is employed to designate hospitals which, 
while subject to inspection by the State 
Board of Charities, and taking in a greater 
or less number of patients at the expense 
of the city, are managed by Boards of Di- 
rectors selected without regard to politics 
or politicians. The Post-Graduate ascribes 
all of Bellevue’s troubles to the division of 
authority between medical and non-medical 
and it asserts that the recent 
changes, though in the direction of itm- 
provement, do not go far enough to pre- 
clude the possibility of further scandals. 
“The Commissioner of Charities,” it says, 
“has appointed a Doctor of Medicine as 
Superintendent of Bellevue; Unfortunately 
he retains the political Superintendent as 
an understudy to his party boss. This is a 
fundamental omission. Party should have 
nothing to do with the management of a 
hospital. Until competency, honesty, and 


.| good temper are the grounds for appoint- 


ments in Bellevue, abuses and neglect may 
and probably will predominate in the man- 
agement. Think of the appointment of a 
nurse because he or she is the dependent 
of a ward heeler!” Mr. KELLER would 
doubtless deny that any such appointments 
are, or ever were, made by him, but evi- 
dently the system was wrong somewhere, 
and the opinion of The Post-Graduate has 
weight. 





——That correspondent of ours who ob- 
jected because we spoke of Messrs. MAson 
and: SLIDELL as ‘“rebels’’ found offense 





where none was intended or even given. 
When an Englishman-Mr. Moriey, say, 
or Mr. Kipiina, to name only two out of the 
very many that might be mentioned—calls 
PAUL JONES a “ pirate,’ 
criminality of a particular sort a man who 
is known to have been guiltless of that 
crime. History, with pages open to every- 
body able to read,,tells just what Pau. 
Jones did through almost every day of his 
life, and never a one ef these doings con- 
stitutes piracy as defined in any dictionary 
ever published or as understood by any 
people. Whoever applies the word to Pau. 
JONES does so either in unpardonable ignor- 
ance of the truth or because he prefers to 
ignore it, and in one case as in the other 
he is guilty of a mean and cruel slander. 
But just as history and the dictionary de- 
fend Paut JoNEs from the accusation of 
piracy, so they convict Messrs. MASON and 
SLIDELL of rebellion, and justified us in 
calling them rebels. What of it? The same 
evidence brings the same conviction against 
PAUL JONES and WASHINGTON himself, and 
both those objects of our profound esteem 
undoubtedly were rebels at a certain stage 
of their careers. Now, rebels are good men 
or bad, according to circumstances, and 
there is nothing intrinsically opprobrious 
in the term. To be sure, if you think the 
rebel was right in rebelling, you usually 
use another word in describing him, but 
even that is not always done, and, unless 
success turned the rebellion into a revolu- 
tion, those who do think it was justified 
have no cause for complaint if people who 
disagree with them continue to use the one 
word which fits an uncompleted movement 
against constituted or recognized authori- 
ty. A pirate is of necessity a bad man; a 
rebel is good or bad, as may happen, and 
the mere fact that he Is a rebel has nothing 
to do with the determination of his status. 
In a country the very foundation of which 
was rebellion, only the hyper-sensitive need 
worry much if they or theirs are denomi- 
nated rebels. It puts them, at least, in 
extremely good company, as good company 
is defined in both the Americas. 





——One RicrTerR, evidently a man with a 
real genius for inventing absurditie#® has 
introduced at Albany a bill providing that 
front doors on surface and elevated cars in 
this city shall be closed as against passen- 
gers between Oct. 15 and April 15 of each 
year. It is to be presumed that Mr. RICHTER 
is a man with a horror of fresh air—which 
he always speaks of as a “ draft ’’—and 
that he is happier in exact proportion with 
the increase in the number of microbes in 
each square inch of the air he breathes. But 
whether this is so or not, his scheme would 
certainly add much fo the terrors of travel 
in the big cars now used on the surface 
lines, and as for the elevated roads, why, 
there it would inevitably lead to evils in- 
numerable, frequent homicides among them. 
Mr. RicHTHR’s bill ranks well up with that 
of the other inverted genius qo wants a 
medical diploma obtained in other States to 
give the right to practice in this one, no 
matter how lax the laws of the other State 
may be in regard to the qualifications of 
physicians, and he is not far behind the 
unutterably dreadful person who, the other 
day, gravely proposed the passage of a law 
under which nobody who had ever served 
in the legislative bodies of municipalities or 
the State would have to pass a civil service 
examination when he wanted a public job. 
That was probably the worst suggestion, in 
some ways, that was ever made in Albany, 
but Mr. Ricuter's is well within sight of it. 








INEQUALITIES OF TAXATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Leonard Tuttle is respectfully informed, 
in regard to my article on “ equal taxa- 
tion,” that the quoting of Mr. Thomas G. 
Shearman’s opinion does not dispose of the 
matter of the known inequalities of taxa- 
tion that .exist. The question is stiil a 
most vital one. His fyrther assertion that 
‘“the personal tax is a huge failure,” and 
that it is ‘‘a premium on perjury and a 
punishment on truthfulness,’ I would not 
be willing to accept as by any means true. 
Nor can his final positive declaration that 
‘“‘the law is a disgrace to the State” or 
that “it is the duty of all good citizens to 
help to wipe it off the statute books” be 
accepted as emanating from a citizen who 
is himself ‘‘ good” or animated by a sin- 
cere desire to promote the wellbeing and 
prosperity of his State. 

I strongly suspect that he is a mortgage 
owner himself, or that his interests are af- 
fected by the said tax, for his opinions are 
evidently not those of an unprejudiced 
mind, as shown clearly in his most un- 
true statement that “it almost confiscates 
the property of the truthful, -straightfor- 
ward, and honest and permits those who 
are willing to perjure themselves to go 
scot free.” 

Has Mr. Tuttle ever heard of any man 
who has returned a true statement of his 
taxable property to the Assessor being 
ruined thereby? Will he attempt to show 
that a tax, which only asks from him so 
small a part of what he receives from 
the borrower without the risks that attend 
ordinary business, is an injustice, while 
the man upon whose shoulders rests the 
burden of meeting the entire taxation often 
of an unproductive and often valueless 
property, that must be constantly improved 
and made available as a means of support 
for himsélf and his family, must toil all 
the harder to meet the 6 per cent. or the 5 
per cent. which the law allows the money 
lender to charge merely for the use of 
money which he can frequently obtain for 
half those rates? 

I repeat, and I think actual conditions 
bear me out in my former statement, that 
a light tax upon the known toiler and man 
of small means, who only possesses a mod- 
erate share of worldly wealth, and a 
heavier tax upon the speculator, the banker, 
and the corporation, in accordance with the 
magnitude of their possessions and the ease 
with which they are acquired, and a graded 
income tax upon all men having fixed 
salaries, unaffected by the course of regu- 
lar business such as the paid employes in 
all municipal, State, and National positions, 
the clergy and other Church officials and 
dignitaries, professors, teachérs, and other 
salaried officials in the educational, charit- 
able, and religious organizations of the 
country would very largely augment the 
receipts of our governing bodies, and ease 
the burdens resting upon the poor and 
hard-working citizens of our country.

The effect on the Chemical Bank would 
be simply that the enormous surplus that 
has accumulated since its organization 
will m reieo be reduced by a lHttle less 
than $72,000. Dividends to shareholders 
will not be affected in the slightest de- 
gree, or need not be. They may still re- 
ceive their $150 per share. They may still 
enjoy the fruits of their toil (!) free from 


being molested or made afraid. This tax 
mere calls for an assessment of $23.93 
out of a market value of $4,000, or three- 


fifths of 1 per cent. on the value of the 
shares. Bven this need not come out of 
his dividend, as the surplus will stand 
it perfectly well, the tax requiring only 
the difference between a surplus of $6,881,- 
700 and $6,991,883 to meet it.

THE WRAPPING PAPER QUESTION.

The spitting nuisance having been ably

ing the unabsorbent paraffine pow. the 
moisture nearly every time coming on the 
bread, butter, or other food. It was but 
a few days ago at a high-class grocery. not 
far below Harlem River that, in addition 
to this nuisance, a clerk deliberately used 
his earspoon, made an effort to clean it 
with his thumb and finger, and then, put- 


ting them on the lump of butter while re- 


moving it from the tub with the knife. 
Another matter should receive attention— 
that of consumptives occupying flats over 
and contiguous to places of business for the 
distribution of food; for, if sensitive people 
refuse to buy their newspapers in a store 
where consumption is known to exist and 
sputa is known to contaminate the distribu- 
tion, it may be presumed that the dust from 
the contaminated flats injures the stock 
and wrapping paper of groceries, &c.

THE LAW AS TO THEATRES. 


To the Editor of The’ New York Times: 

In this morning’s issue you published a 
letter on box office abuses, whi@h, theoreti- 
cally speaking, suggested an excellent rem- 
edy. Practically and legally, however, it 
coulqd amount to no more than a suggestion. 
Theatres, whatever interest the public 
might have in them, are private property. 
A manager can refuse admission to any 
one, whether with or without cause. Even 
where a person has peaceably entered a 
theatre, the manager may lawfully eject 
him therefrom, and only be liable for a 
breach of contract. This is true irrespec- 
tive of the statement, which is generally 
printed on tickets, that they are merely 
personal licenses to enter the theatre, and 
may be revoked by the management. How, 
then, can the Legislature interfere in the 
regulation of this private property? Under 
what theory or law can it compel the thea- 
trical management to stamp tickets with 


any special price? They cannot be bound 
by any scale of pfices. Such a law would 
come within the constitutional ohibition 
against depriving persons of their property 
without due process of law. 

As to compelling the management to kee 
a chart or plan of the seats, stating whic 
are sold, since the law is as I have stated 
it to be, the fallaciousness of such a propo- 
sition is obvious. Our friend cannot con- 
tend that a manager could be obliged to 
show his receipts for the evening to every 
stranger, and yet could refuse him admis- 
sion to his theatre. No, our friend’s sug- 
gestion would not hold if tested in court, as 
it most certainly would be. 

The only manner in which it could be 
carried out would be to arrest the specu- 
lators, on the theory that they are within 
the constitutional prohibition against gamb- 
ling, or that they are engaged in a lottery, 
not knowing whether the purchaser would 
be admitted to the theatre; and thus bring- 
ing themselves within the rule laid down 
by our Court of Appeals that when any 
peeve? consideration is paid and it is to 

e determined by chance what and how 
much he who pays money is to receive for 
it, that is a lottery. This suggestion is, I 
admit, somewhat far-fetched, but it may 
serve our purposes.

The cyclone which visited St. Louis some 
years ago made no impression on several 
first-class office buildings in its track, and 
I believe that there is so great an elasticity 
in a metal frame as to defy the effect of 
any earthquake liable to come hereabout. 

"The main thing to care for i® the metal 
frame. Every precaution should be taken 
to prevent oxidization, for this is the dan- 


ger of its ultimate deterioration,

SOCIETY AT CHARITY BALL 


Annual Function at the Waldorf a 
Brilliant Spectacle.

The Charity Ball, which is now @ social 
{nstitution, took place last evening at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. New York society takes 
an active interest in the Charity Ball. 
The boxes are quickly sold, and each year 
a very substantial sum is realized by the 
committee for the benefit of the Nursery 
and Child’s Hospital. One of the features 
this vear was the taking of boxes by some 
of the popular dancing classes, such as 
the Knickerbocker, the Wednesday Cotil- 
lions, the Bachelors and Spinsters, and 
others.

The sixty-third annual ball of the Em- 
erald Association was the occasion for a 
brilliant gathering at the Academy of Mu- 
sic, Brooklyn, last evening.

MAY BUY MARLBOROUGH HOUSE 


Possibility that W. K. Vanderbilt May 
Be Able to Purchase It for the 


Duchess of Marlborough. 

LONDON, Jan. 80.—There is a great deal 
of surmise as to what disposal will be 
made of the King’s late residence. Both 
the King and Queen Alexandra are de- 
voted to Sandringham, so his Majesty will 
probably retain that place, but it is thought 
that Marlborough House will be given up. 

In the event of the Duke and Duchess of 


Cornwall and York not desiring to reside 
at Marlborough House, it is considered 
likely that William K. Vanderbilt will pur- 
chase the place for his son4An-law and 
caughter, the Duke and Duchéss of Marl- 
borough. 

The main wing of Osborne House will, it 
is expected, become the residence of Prin- 
cess Beatrice, (Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg,) in her capacity as Governor of the 
Isle of Wight. he other part of the house 
will be reserved for the King. 

It has been frequently reported that the 
repurchase of Marlborough House for the 
family from which the building takes its 
name is “the dream” of the Duchess of 
Marlborough. 

The house is one of the finest palaces in 
London. It was built by the great Duke 
of Marlborough. It was bought by the 
Crown in 1817 for the Princess Charlotte 
and Prince Leopold, subsequently King 
Leopold I. of the Belgians. Quéen Ade- 
laide, widow of William IV.. lived in Marl- 
borough House before the Prince of Wales 
occupied it. 


GERMAN PAPER’S DISCOVERY. 


Says King Edward Was in a Hurry to 
Pay Back to the Kaiser a Loan 
of $5,700,000. 

BERLIN, Jan. 29.—The Vorwaerts (the 
Socialist organ) to-day printed a remarka- 
ble story to the effect that Emperor Will- 
iam’s sudden departure for England was 
not only due to a desire to bid farewell to 
his dying grandmother, but still more to 
the Prince of Wales’s urgent wish to set- 


tle a private debt to the Emperor before 
ascending the throne. 

This debt, the Vorwaerts asserts, 
amounted to 24,000,000 marks, ($5,700.«+ 
which Emperor Frederick, immediately after 
ascending the throne, loaned to the Prince 
of Wales in order to place the latter in a 
position to pay accumulated debts to that 
amount. The loaned money, it is further 
asserted, was part of the savings, amount- 
ing to 56,000,000 marks, left by Emperor 
William I. Count von Stolberg, then Minis- 
ter of the Imperial Household, the Vor- 
waerts also says, vainly opposed the pay- 
ing out of the 24,000,000 marks, and there- 
upon resigned. 

In official circles here the Vorwaerts’s 
story is characterized as a ridiculous hoax. 


The Kalser Not in Debt. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—From the most trust- 
worthy sources it is ascertained that there 
is no foundation whatever for the rumors 


frequently appearing in the German press 
that Emperor William is largely indebted to 
Herr Krupp and other German capitalists. 
On the contrary, the Kaiser is not only 
without debts, but he is saving money 
yearly for his children. 


GERMAN-BRITISH FRIENDSHIP. 


Russian Press Alarmed at the Evidences 
of It—Mixed Comment in Berlin. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 29.—The news- 
papers here comment lengthily on Emperor 
William's appointment as a Field Marshal 
of the British Army. The Svet says: 

“The appointment and the naval display 
at Spithead demonstrates the offensive and 
defensive character of the Anglo-German 


alliance, It is now clear that Mr. Kriiger 
was not received at Berlin because Ger- 
many needed the alliance of Great Britain 
in order to assume a predominating posi- 
tion in the Balkans, Asta Minor, and the 
Far East."’ 

The Svet considers the rapprochement 
distinctly injurious to Russia. 

The Bourse Gazette is of the opinion that 
another stage has been reached on the 
road which is leading Germany into the 
arms of Great Britain, ‘who is now hunt- 
ing for alliances instead of boasting of her 
splendid isolation.” 

The Novosti regards as fantastic the idea 
of an Anglo-German alliance being a “‘ pan- 
acea for sick England,’’ and doubts if the 
alliance is practical, or if the directors of 
German policy entertain the schmes as- 
eribed to them. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—Regarding the ap- 

ointment of Emperor William as a Field 

arshal of the British Army, the Berliner 
Neueste Nachrichten. says: 

“It is preveyne that the excellent rela- 
tions which King Edward has always fos- 
tered with the Czar find a complement in 
the good, friendly. personal relations be- 
tween Emperor William and the ruler of 
England.” 

The Post says: 

“This spontaneous mark of honor proves 
that the suggestion of certain papers that 
the coolness between the Prince of Wales 
and the Emperor would not be without in- 
fluence on the relations between the two 
eountries is destitute of all foundation.” 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: 

“A man like the Emperor will know, 
when a fitting occasion appears, how to 
breathe life into his position of a Field 
Marshal of the British Army, which, in 
itself, is purely ornamental. It may fairly» 
be affirmed without exaggeration that Em- 
peror William to-day is the most popular 
man in England, and there is no need to 
add that the faet is to the advantage of 
the 100,000 Germans living under the Brit- 
ish flag and otherwise bound to Great Brit- 
ain by the closest commercial ties.’’ 

At the same timethere is much head-shak- 
ing in regard to Emperor William’s alleged 
Anglomania, and the whole tenor of -his 
world policy, which. however, without the 
good-will of Great Britain, is generally rec- 
ognized as an impossibility. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—King Edward’s speech 
to Crown Prince Frederick William of Ger- 
many, when investing him with the in- 
pans A of the Order of the Garter, is ap- 
proved on all sides as furnishing additional 
proof of the friend] roiatiegs etween the 
new monarch and Emperor William. 

















Americans in Constantinople Meet. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan, 29.—The Amer- 
icans in Constantinople met to-day at the 
United States Legation, under the Presi- 
dency of the United States Chargé d’Af- 
faires, Lloyd C. Griscom, and adopted a 
resolution of oyeipeeny with the royal 


family and people of eat Britain pro- 
ae by Dr. ashburn. The resolution 


oncluded as follows: ‘‘ We are proud to 
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share in the mother country’s admiration 
and affection for Queen Victoria, and we 
owe her a special debt of gratitude because 
of her unvarying sympathy with and 
friendship for our own country.” 


DUKE OF CORNWALL ILL. 


Is Suffering from the German Measies— 
Court Doctors in Attendance. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—The Duke of Corn- 
wall and York has been confined by illness 
to his room at Osborne House since Thurs- 
day. 

The malady from which the Duke ts suf- 
fering is the German measles; and this, 
The Court Circular announces, is the ex- 
planation of his failure to visit Emperor 
William on the anniversary of the latter's 
birthday and of his absence from the cere- 
mony of investing Crown Prince Frederick 
William with the insignia of the Order of 
the Garter. 

Sir Francis Laking, for many years sur- 
Zeon to Queen Victoria, is attending his 
Royal Highness. Sir James Reid is also in 
attendance, 











THE KING BACK IN LONDON. 
LONDON, Jan. 30.—King Edward and 
the Duke of Cambridge arrived in London 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. A large 
crowd welcomed the King at Victoria Sta- 
tion. For the first time since his acces- 


sion the King’s train yesterday was pre- 
ceded by a pilot engine. 

His Majesty was vociferously 
on his way to Marlborough House. 

The Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain was 
among the King’s visitors in the afternoon. 

King Edward received Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Chamberlain, and several other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet later in the afternoon. 
He will hold a Privy Council at St. James's 
Palace to-day to sanction finally the ar- 
rangements for the funeral, and will then 
return immediately to Osborne. 


Se 
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Salutes to be Fired at Manila. 


MANILA, Jan. 29.—Gen. MacArthur has 
issued orders that all duty throughout the 
division, excepting the necessary guard 


and field duty, be suspended the day of 
Queen Victoria’s funeral. At reveille a 
National salute will be fired, and single 
guns will be fired half hourly between sun- 
rise and sundown, when a salute to the 
union jack, of forty-five guns, will be fired. 


May Be Master of King’s Household. 
LONDON, Jan. 30.—Gen. Sir Dighton M. 
Probyn (Controller and Treasurer of the 
Household of the Prince of Wales since 


1877) is mentioned as likely’ to succeed 
Lord Edward Pelham-Clinton as: Master of 
the Household. The office is in the per- 
sonal gift of the King. 


German Command for King Edward. 
BERLIN, Jan. 29.—The Militair Wochen- 
blatt, the official army organ, announces 


that Emperor William has appointed King 
Edward VII. to be Chief of Queen Vic- 
toria’s Dragoon Regiment of the Guard.

Sir Perey Sanderson, British Consul 
General, and head of the committee having 
in charge preparations for memorial serv- 
ices to be held here by members of the 
British community, announced late yester- 
day the date and place of some of the 
various services. 

The principal service will be held in Trin- 


ity Church at 8 o'clock on the afternoon 
of Saturday. Admission will be by ticket 
only, and the doors will be thrown open at 
2 o'clock. Ticket holders are requested to 
be in their seats by 2:45 o’clock. So great 
has been the demand for tickets that no 
further applications can be considered. 
Similar services, for which no tickets will 
be required, however, will be held at the 
same date and hour at St. Paul’s Chapel, 
St. Agnes’s Chapel, in West Ninety-second 
Street, and in Grace Church. In Brooklyn 
there will be a union service of Congrega- 
tionalists at 8:30 o’clock in the Central 
Congregational Church, Hancock Street and 
Spencer Place. 

A service at which a requiem will be 
sung will be held at 10:45 Friday morning 
at the Church of St. Mary the Virgin, in 
Forty-sixth Street, near Sixth Avenue. At 
11 A. M. on Saturday services will be held 
at St. Ardrew’s Church, Fifth Avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-seventh Street, 
and on Surday there will be a service in 
the Church of the Heavenly Rest, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-fifth Street, at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon.

FLAG RESOLUTIONS SHUT OFF. 


Municipal Assembly Did Not Wish to 


Embarrass Mayor Van Wyck. 


The sessions of both branches of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly were adjourned precipi- 
tately yesterday because of re*olutions in- 
troduced by membersrequestiug Mayor Van 
Wyck to lower the flag to half-mast on the 
City Hall as a tribute of respect to Queen 
Victoria. Councilman Stewart M. Brice had 
a resolution prepared. He spoke to some of 
the Tammany members before the meeting, 
and the result was a hurried conference. 


Councilman Oakley, the Tammany leader, 
tried to induce his fellow-member not to 
offer the resolution, because it would em- 
barrass Mayor Van Wyck. During this dis- 
cussion Councilman Murray said he wanted 
to go home, and moved to adjourn. The res- 
olution which Councilman Brice rose to in- 
troduce was as follows: 

Resolved, That, as a mark of respect, the 
Mayor is hereby requested to lower the flag, at 
least over the Council Chamber, to half-mast 
until ‘after the funeral of her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria. 

The session of the Council lasted only five 
minutes. Enough members were present to 
transact business, but the Tammany mem- 
bers did not want to listen to the scathing 
remarks which Councilman Brice was ready 
to utter. After the meeting Councilman 
Brice said: 

‘* Some of these people will find that there 
are gentlemen in the City of New York ina 
short time. I think this flag episode is a 
disgrace to the city.”’ 

At the session of the Board of Aldermen 
the Tammany members also heard of the 
proposed introduction of the resolution, 
which would embarrass Mayor Van Wyck. 
It was in the possession of Alderman Oat- 
mian,’. A resolution authorising the expendi- 
ture of $313,000 for a pumping station in 
Jerome Park was passed. A few minutes 
before 8 o’clock Alderman Muh moved that 
the board adjourn, There was a vigorous 
protest from many of the members, who 
did not understand the political move. 

A resolution was on special orders to be 
considered at 8 o'clock, but in a few sec- 
onds President Woods banged his gavel 
and declared the meéting adjourned. Al- 
derman Oatman acknowledged he had a 
resolution in his pocket that he wanted to 
introduce, so as to put the members on rec- 
ord as to whether they favored keeping the 
flag at full mast dn the day of Queen Vic- 
toria’s funeral.

THE REV. H. R. HAWEIS DEAD. 


Famous London Preacher and Author 
Expires After an iliness of 
One Day. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The Rey. Hugh Reg- 
inald Haweis, incumbent of St: James's, 
Marylebone, died this afternoon. He 
preached twice on the subject of Queen 
Victoria on Sunday, and was stricken with 
iliness yesterday. He became unconscious, 
and remained so throughout the day. 


To a very large number of Londoners the 
death of the Rev. Hugh Reginald Haweis 
will seem like the loss of a personal friend. 
He possessed, more perhaps than any other 
of the well-known English preachers, the 
art of endearing himself to his audiences, 
of making them hang on every word he 
uttered. The broadest of broad Church- 
men, he occasionally gave vent to opinions 
which shocked other ecclesiastics, but in 
so great personal esteem was he held he 
escaped censure for utterances for which 
another man would have been brought 
sharply to book. 

Mr. Haweis was born in 18388. He was 
educated at Cambridge, but before he took 
orders he had seen active service as a vol- 
unteer in Garibaldi’s army. In the final 
campaign which brought about the libera- 
tion of Italy he displayed great heroism, 
and at the siege of Capua exposed himself 


so carelessly that he nearly lost his life. 

On returning to England Mr. Haweig was 
ordained, and went at once to work in Lon- 
don. Soon afterward he married Miss Mary 
Eliza Joy, daughter of the late S. M. Joy, 
the artist. Mrs. Haweis has herself made 
a name as an artist and writer on art. 

In 1866 Mr, Haweis became incumbent of 
St. James’s, Marylebone, which position he 
held till his death. The story of his activi- 
ties in connection with his pastorate can 
hardly be told in any detail. He made St. 
James’s one of the most popular churches 
in London; he started the famous “‘ even- 
ings for the people’; he formed a choir 
unsurpassed in the United Kingdom, and 
made his church a power in the dgitation 
for various social reforms. 

But Mr. Haweis was a good deal more 
than an able and popular clergyman. He 
was a musician, an author, a lecturer, and 
editor, His book, ‘‘Music and Morals,” 
has run through many editions. He lect- 
ured all over England, and in various parts 
of America. He came to this country as 
the delegate from the Anglican Church to 
the Parliament of Religions at Chicago, 
and was Lowell lecturer at Boston in 1885, 
Ten years later he went on a preaching 
- lecturing tour round the world. 

As editor of Cassell’'s Magazine, Mr. 
Haweis proved that he possessed even other 
gifts, and afterward he edited the series 
of classics known as “ Routledge’s World 
Library.”” He wrote various volumes of 
essays on subjects ranging from crema- 
tion and vivisection to the music of Eastern 
peoples and_ tobacco. He frequently 
preached in Westminster Abbey, and when- 
ever he was announced to _do so the build- 
ing was crowded. 

The story of the resignation by Mr. 
Haweis of the Chaplaincy of the Twentieth 
Middlesex Rifles was a famous one in its 
day, but it is now old enough to bear repe- 
tition. An afternoon parade service had 
been arranged, and the streets were lined 
with people. At the last moment the com- 
mander declared that, the weather being 
showery, he had decided that the troops 
should not turn out, Mr. Haweis there- 
upon got into his pulpit and resigned the 
Chaplaincy, telling his astonished congre- 
gation that he considered it no honor to 
belong to a corps which could not go out 
without umbrellas. 
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COUNT GOURKO IS DEAD. 


He Made a Great Reputation by Lead- 
ing Russian Troops Across the 
Balkans in the Winter of 1878. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 29.—Field Mar- 
shal Count Gourk®t died to-day on his es- 

tate at Scharow, near Tver. 








Count Joseph Vassilyevitch Gourko was 
one of the most distinguished Generals of 
the Russo-Turkish war, and commanded 
the vanguard of the imperial army. On 
June 25, 1877, with a detachment of caval- 
ry and a single battery, he took by assault 
the strongly occupied town of Tyrnovo. On 
July 5 he occupied Kazanlyk and the vil- 
lage of Shipka, and after occupying and de- 
fending the passes of Shipka, Hanko, and 
others, he, with Gen. Radetzky, traversed 
the Balkans in the middle of the Winter 
snowstorms and frosts, and led the victori- 
ous troops into the fertile valleys beyond, 
thus occupying Sofia, Philippopolis, and 
Adrianople. This hazardous and almost 
impossible feat of traversing the Balkans 
in midewinter will forever be regarded as 


one of the Greotent- Neste performed by the 
soldiers of Russia, and it has been immor- 
talized in military history as ‘‘ Gourko’s 
Raid.”’ 

Count Gourko was of Lithuanian origin. 
He was bern in 1828, a descendant of a 
race of patrician soldiers. At the age of 
fifteen he was enrolled in the corps of im- 

erial pages, and three years later received 
Bis commission as Lieutenant in the hus- 
sars of the Imperial Guard. Promotion fol- 
lowed rapidly until 1867, when the Emperor 
named him Major General. In 1874 he was 
promoted to the grade of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. At the conclusion of the war with 
Turkey he was made a Count, and in 1879, 
after the attempts on Alexander's life, he 
was appointed Governor General of St. 
Petersburg. Later, after a period of en- 
forced retirement, he became Governor 
General of Poland. 

His rule in Poland was strongly Musco- 
vite in tendency. The keynote of it is found 
in his own speech, made at the time when 
the Polish nobles proposed to mark the 
centenary of the final partition of Poland 
by giving no dances during the twelve- 


month. ‘‘ Gentlemen,’’ said he to the lead- 
ers of the proposed ‘‘ requiem,” ‘I wish 
you a happy New Year. am told you do 


not mean to dance this year. It will be 
very dull. Take my advice, and dance be- 
fore I try to set you dancing. If I am to 
be your dancing master, it will not be a 
very pleasant thing for you.” Needless to 
say, the Polish nobles managed to carry on 
their waltzing without having Gourko to 


play “the fiddle for them. 
Th 1884, when the Czar visited Poland, 


Count Gourko took extraordinary precau- 


tions for his safety. 

Count Gourko was a Knight .of St, 
George of the second class, and of several 
other high orders.

When the Union Pacific went into 
receivers’ hands Mr. McNeill was made 
sole receiver of the Oregon Railway and 
pavigetion Company, one of the Union 
Pacific divisions. He was afterward made 
President of the road. The surviving fam- 
ily are his mother, two sisters, and two 
brothers. The burial will be at Litchfield, 
Conn., to-day.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 29.—Count Lyof 
Nikolaivitch Tolstof, (usually called Count 
Leo Tolstoi,) the eminent Russian novelist 
and social reformer, is again seriously ill.

A new kind of vendor in town, somewhat 
like the junkman, is an old newspaper col- 
lector, who not only annoys housekeepers, 
but cheats the newspaper publishers. This 
man comes and asks for old newspapers, 
which are almost invariably given to him 
in order to get them out of the way. He 
then takes the papers and sorts them; and 
those which are less than a week old he 
sells to a newsdealer at a reduced price, 
the latter mixing them with the unsold 
papers he has, and returning them to the 
hewspaper office as having been purchased 
legitimately. The papers which are too old 
to do this with he takes and sells as old 
paper, bringing perhaps $5 a ton: 

A housewife will sometimes be bothered 
by as many as six of these men in a morn- 
ing, All.of them claim to represent the 
Salvation Army, but the army has a sal- 
vage corps of its own, which ealls for any 
old papers if they are notified to do so, but 
has no men soliciting from door to door.

COTTON,—It was not a lively day on the 
local Cotton Exchange, nor were there sensa- 
tional. new developments in connection with 
the January deal. The talent was suspicious 
throughout the session and slow to take on new 
responsibilities while the January manipulation 
was in progress. The speculative public quietly 
settled accounts and withdrew in order to be on 
the safe side. There were all sorts of sensa- 
tional and conflicting rumors in circulation con- 
cerning the purpose of the bull clique, but these 
lacked substantial backing and failed to more 
than keep the market in a fever of unrest and 
ungertainty. On the first call the feeling was 
about steady, with the general list unchanged 
to 2 points higher, while January, after open- 
ing at an advance of 20 points, scored an addi- 
tional bulge of 40 points on the initial call. Soon 
afterward a jump to 11.75 occurred, but later 
there was a reaction to 11.50 under profit taking 
by local longs. By noon another spasm of cov- 
ering had advanced that option to 11.95, around 
which it swung until the last hour, when there 
was a quick rise to 12.50 and a break to 11.85. 
The later months were listless and stuck tena- 
elously to about the closing figures of yester- 
day. Any notable advance invariably brought 
out long stuff, while any decline of importance 
started generous buying for a rally. The South 
was a fair Summer buyer, this being chiefly 
hedges against sales of spot cotton to exporters. 
Wall Street covered near month shorts, and went 
long of the July and ANON positions. The 
early cables from Liverpool were about as ex- 
pected, and before the close that market dis- 
played tolerable stability on Continental sup- 
port. Receipts considerably overtopped general 
ideas, and led to some nervousness on the part 
of holders in the morning. ‘ But estimates for 
much smaller receipts to-morrow dispelled this 
uneasiness in the afternoon. The semi-weekly 
interior-town figures were not sufficiently crt 
with predictions to have special effect upon the 
market. Reliable private telegrams stated that 
Fall River parties had shipped 4.500 bales of cot- 
ton to New York shorts and had loaded 3,500 
bales more. In Baltimore spot cotton jumped un 
2 cents on urgent demand from New York. to 12 
cents, or to a parity with prevailing quotations 
here. The other Southern spot markets re- 
mained about unchanged. The New York stock 
increased something over 9,000 bales, to about 
80,000 bales, Some 20,000 bales additional were 
looked for before delivery day. The inspection 
department of the New York Cotton Exchange 
reported 28 gangs of weighers and samplers at 
work in warehouses, and expressed the belief 
that the department would be able to inspect 
fully 19,000 bales per day from now on. Ex- 
press shipments of cotton to New York reached 
666 bales; steamer arrivals in the immediate 
future were estimated at about 18,090 bales. It 
was reported that several thousand bales had 
been taken from a New York steamer about to 
sail for Liverpool, the owner being able to se- 
cure a very handsome profit by selling to par- 
ties here at the prevailing abnormal prices. The 
close was barely steady, with January net 80 
points higher, and other months 2 points higher 
to 7 points net lower. Spot cotton closed dull) 
and irregular with quotations unchanged on the 
basis of 12c for middling upland and 12%c for 
middling Gulf.

FREIGHT BY A TROLLEY LINE. 
Buffalo, Niagara Falls and Rochester 
Railway May Run 20-Car Trains. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 29.—Since the 
hearing here last week before the State 
Railroad Commission of the arguments pro 
and con in the matter of the Buffalo, Niag- 
ara Falls and Rochester Electric Railway 
great interest has been caused, both locally 
and all along the proposed line of construc- 
tion. The State Railroad Commission will 
go over the line prior to the continuation of 


the hearing, Feb. 14, and in all probability 
will be accompanied by Engineer Gray of 
the new road. 

A study of the specifications of the road 
reveals some features unusual in trolley 
lines. The steel used in the tracks is to be 
of the same weight: as that used by the 
steam roads. All of the bridges will be of 
steel, and the tracks will be built to bear 
the heayiest loads carried on a common 
railroad. Another feature will be that no 
short curves, such as are common in trol- 
ley lines, will be necessary. 

In busy times it is the intention of the 
company to run trains of not less than 
aie cars for freight traffic. The motors 
specified are of sufficient power to haul a 
loaded train of this length at a speed of 
twenty miles an hour. Immediately after 
the franchise is granted the company will 
file an adequate bond and proceed at once 
with the construction of the road.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 
The professionals were in complete 


control of the stock market yesterday, 
and to this fact was due the irregular 
movement of prices throughout the day. 
For the most part sentiment was influ- 
enced by the reports, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in respect to the St. Paul deal, 
the market advancing whensoever it ap- 
peared that the plans under way were 
being progressed to a satisfactory end- 
ing, and declining if, to the contrary, the 
rumor mongers had it that the deal was 
‘off.””

The uncertainty in respect to the divi- 
dend action'on Steel and Wire—announce- 
ment not being made until after the clos 
of business that the dividend had been 
passed until March next—was reflected * 
the erratic movement of Steel and Wire 
stock, and shared in, in a measure, by 
the other steel issues. Steel and Wire 
common fluctuated within a range of 2% 
points, being strong or weak, according ta 
whether the rumors in the Street had it 
that a dividend had been declared or 
passed. All day, however, there was evi- 
dence of inside selling, the weak closing 
being held to be due largely to this. When 
the announcement was finally made after 
the Stock Exchange had closed it was 
looked upon unfavorably, and the man- 
agers of the company came in for no lit- 
tle harsh comment. 

Federal Steel likewise was sold by in- 
siders, the proposed bond issue of the com- 
pany and the stated intention not to pay 
any further dividends on the common 
stock for several vears being made much 
of by bear operators.

COAL TRADE SITUATION. 


Discussing the general coal trade situae 
tion, The Coal Trade Journal in its issue of 
to-day will say, among other things:

There is no doubt that the tonnage will reach the 
5,000,000-ton mark. This is so far tn exeess of 
any other January that it is phenomenal, and in 
a sense forms a return to better conditions of th 
trade—even if caused, as good results often aré& 
by what at the time appeared adverse circume 
stances. 








@ The hard coal producers must thank the idle- 


ness during October for this present condition of 
affairs. They have a demand for coal and large 
tonnage at a time when it can be sold for. more 
than is usually the case; heretofore they have 
piled up the tonnage In‘the Fall of the year to go 
into the Winter season with full supply, so that 
every. mild turn in the weather gave the excuse 
for lowered values. Now the contrary is the 
case, for there is none too much in the way of 
supply, and prices are firmly held. The finan- 
efal returns are naturally much better. Those 
alréady at hand form an indication thereof, and 
as fully three months more of just such good 
things are in store for the anthracite mining and 
carrying companies there is cause for buoyancy. 

Much interest is taken in some quarters over 
the possibilities of a strike at the anthracite mines 
after April 1. We do not think there will be any. 
The men in control of the United Mine Workers 
know quite as well as any one else that there 
is no just cause for one. It ts satd that there 
may be a conference held during March.

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TWO LAWYERS PUNISHED. 


Father and Son Condemned to Pay 
Fines of $250 Each for Contempt. 


Two lawyers were yesterday adjudged in 
contempt of the Supreme Court,’and unless 
they each pay a fine of $250 they will have 
to go to jail. They have, however, thirty 
days in which to appeal to the Appellate 
Division. The lawyers are Joseph and 
William Martin, father and son, and the 
Justice declaring them in contempt is Jus- 
tice Leventritt. 

The trouble grew out of a receivership of 
the Order of Chosen Friends, an 
ment fnsurance society. The Martins were 
attorneys for Samuel Popper, who asked 
for a receiver in the Supreme Court of New 
York County. Justice Leventritt appointed 
the receiver, and the next day the lawyers 
went before Justice Maddox in Brooklyn 
and had the action discontinued. A day 
later they appeared before Justice Smith, 
in Nassau County, and there the son, Will- 
iam Martin, was appointed receiver. The 
receiver appointed in New York County ob- 
jected, and on the order of Justice Leven- 
tritt the other proceedings were declared 
not proper. 

When the lawyers appeared before Justice 
Leventritt yesterday, they asked leave to 
file affidavits setting forth their position 
in the matter. The Justice declined to re- 
ceive the affidavits, which were offered 
for the purpose of establishing the record 
on appeal. 

Joseph Martin said it was his opinion 
that the punishment should be considered 
in the light of surrounding circumstances, 
and therefore there should be a full review 
of the proceedings before Justices Maddox 
and Smith, with a view to having the record 
properly before the Appellate Division 

“The proceedings before them,” Justice 
Leventritt said, ‘“‘relate only to matters 
which transpired subsequently, and cannot 
therefore affect the contempt which arose 
in this court.’

TRIED TO KILL HER BROTHER. 


Minnie Seibert, While Insane, Attempt- 
ed to Cut His Throat. 

After brooding for three months over the 
death of her mother, Minnie Seibert, thirty- 
five years old, was seized with a fit of in- 
sanity early morning at her 
home and made desperate effort to kill 
her brother Gustave, an engraver, with 
whom she lived at 2 Hall Place, the little 
street alongside the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory. 

Since the death of their mother Gustave 
has had constantly to cheer his sister, who 


seemed mentally to be wasting away with 
grief over their affliction. hortly after 
midnight yesterday morning he thought he 
heard his sister crying. He got up and 
went to her, to find her in one of the rooms 
taking his razor from a bureau drawer. 

She turned upen him fiercely and before 
he could defend himself she had drawn the 
razor across his throat. He fell in a kind 
of faint, but recovered before she could re- 
sume the attack, and a desperate struggle 
ensued in the semi-darkness. The hands 
and faces of both became slippery with 
blood from the brother's throat as they 
fought about the room, the’ woman in a 
kind of hysteria, laughing and fighting 
like a wild animal. The brother finally got 

ossession of the weapon, but, finding that 
ne could not subdue his sister, shouted 
as loudly as he could forthe police. 

A neighbor heard him cry, and ran with 
the alarm to the Fifth Street Station. Po- 
liceman Burke went to the scene, and the 
two men with difficult subdued the mad- 
woman and she was taken to Bellevue in 
a straitjacket. The brother, although suf- 
fering trom shock and loss of blood, was 
not dangerously hurt.

Judge Jonathan Dixon, always prompt 
and stern, took his seat upon the bench 
a few minutes after 10 o'clock, and at 
10:07 the four prisoners were marched in, 
handcuffed, two by two. They were very 
pale, their eyes were sunken, and Kerr 
looked as though he had been weeping. 
They walked straight to the seats that had 
been prepared for them, without looking 
to the right or left. Kerr took a seat 
near McAlister. Prosecutor Emley sat at 
the table he occupfed during the trial, but 


during the whole pro- 
ceedings. Lawyers Michael Dunn, Hoff- 
Man, and Scott of the prisoners’ counsel 


and Judge Kerr, a brother of the prisoner 
and one of his counsel, sat near their 


clients. 

Lawycrs Dunn and Hoftman opened the 
prnace dings with earnest pleas for leniency.

Judge. Kerr sat with his gaze fixed upon 
the floor, 2 picture of hopeless misery.

passing sentenc the Judge spoke in 
a iow, solemn, and impressive tone of 
voice, and at times seemed to show some 
emotion, but these times were when he 
was alluding to the dead girl and her piti- 
able tate He said: 

‘You stand convicted of the crime of 
murder in the second degree The crime 
ef which the evidence proved you guilty 
was murcer in the first degree, for you 
kiiled Jcinie Bossenieter by administering 
poison to her for the purpese ol comrit- 
ung an assault from time immemorial 
the iegal penalty for a crime of that nature 
has been death, but the leniency of tne 
jury in the exercise of their iawful au- 
thority has saved you from the gallows, 
and no turther leniency can be expected 
in this triburai, whose proper function 1s 
not to make the laws, not to carry out 
ens sentiment, but to administer the 
aws as they are framed. 

“It is true that the sentence which I 
am about to pronounce will destroy your 
lives, it will. obliterate every prospect that 
once, perhaps, was so bright before you, of 
an honorabie existence among your fellows, 
and all for the deeds of that dreadful 
night. 1 cannot make distinction among 
you, for 1 am not to punish or reward you 
jor your previous conduct, but for this 
crime of which you are convicted, and tor 


which alcne is sentence to be imposed, and 
I cannot say that in the commission vf 
that offense there was any difference 
among ycu. 
‘T trust,

therefore, that the fearful con- 
of that awfui night may help two 
teach the young men and the young wo- 
men of this community that, no matter 
what may be their ambition, no matter 
what may be their intellectual qualities, 
they cannot hope to secure happiness out- 
side of the paths of virtue and honor. 

‘The judgment of the Court is that you 
shall each be imprisoned at hard labor in 
the State Prison for the term of thirty 
years. 

There was an audible sigh in the court- 
room, but nothing else to break the abso- 
lute silence which obtained when Justice 
Dixon ceased to speak. The three did not 
move a muscle when sentenced, and then 
Bat down ata sign from their counsel. 

The Judge then ordered Kerr to stand up, 
and resumed: 

“Phe evidence adduced in this case did 
not warrant the conclusion that you were 
implicated in the administration of the 
drug, but it was convincing that you_par- 
ticipated in the ravishment of Jennie Boss- 
chieter; and in the commission of that of- 
fense there is one aspect of the case that 
makes your conduct worse than that of 
your associates, for you were older and 
you had more obligations to virtue—a wife 
worthy of your highest and purest affec- 
tion, children whose welfare should have 
been your constant concern—but you dis- 
regarded the lessons of experience; you 
broke the ties that bound you to home; you 
permitted yourself to drift away from the 
moorings of domestic life and love, and 
now you are upon the rocks of vice and 
crime. 

‘“‘And such a crime! No wonder that its 
revelations shocked the community. No 
wonder that its revelations stirred in every 
manly and every womanly heart intense in- 
dignation. That pitiless ride, that dastard- 
ly outrage! And then, when the poor vic- 
tim of lust and murder lay dead, you cast 
her by the roadside, reckless whether her 
fair form should first be visited by gentle 
human hands or by fangs of beasts. Poor 
Jennie Bosschieter! She did not deserve 
that fate. 

‘And now how gladly would I spare your 
relatives the grief that they endure, but 
human wisdom has not yet devised a plan 
whereby the guilty may be adequately pun- 
ished and the innocent saved from sorrow. 
In the exercise of my official duty I can- 
not withhold from so heinous an offense 
any measure of that personal suffering 
which the sentence of the law must bring 
to you. 

“The judgment of the Court, then, is that 
you be imprisoned at hard labor in the 
State prison for the term of fifteen years.’’ 

Kerr had stood with head bent and 
stooping shoulders while the Judge was 
speaking. When sentence had been pro- 
nounced he sank into his seat in a state 
verging on collapse. The Judge remanded 
the prisoners, apd they arose and were led 
away to jail. ‘The three younger men 
walked with firm steps and seemed un- 
moved. Kerr tottered as he arose, but 
braced up in a moment and followed the 
others out of the room. As they passed 
her seat in the centre aisle Mrs. Bosschieter 
giared at them scornfully. 

When the men reached the jail each had 
a friend waiting; James McAlister, father 
of Walter; Judge John F. Kerr, brother of 
George; Mrs. William Death, William 
Death, Sr., and Mrs. James Sigler, sister of 
Campbell. The friends evidently expected 
the men would collapse and need sympathy, 
but in the words of Constable O'Neil they 
kept ‘‘a stiff upper lip” ‘and seemed to 


ytake rather unkindly to the presence of 
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their friends, as they seemed to want to be 
alone. 


DEATH'S WIFE WILL STAND BY HIM. 


Mrs. Death and Mrs. Sigler were crying 
bitterly when they came out. Mrs. Death 
was told of a bill introduced at Trenton to- 
day under which she can, if it becomes a 
law, obtain a divorce. When its provisions 
were explained to her she was indignant 
and said: 

“It igs a shame. I have already said 
that I believe Will innocent and refuse to 
desert him. 1 will stick to him because I 
love him and because I do not believe he 
had anything to do with any of the things 
he is blamed for.”’ 

The bill referred to provides that con- 


viction of a felony, followed by a sentence 
of two years’ imprisonment or more, shall 
constitute a cause of divorce against the 
offending party. 

The prisoners shortly after being sen- 
tenced sent the following signed statement 
to an evening paper here for publication: 

We are resigned to our fate and propose to face 
the future, dark as it is, with brave hearts. We 
have felt heretofore that it was useless to say 
anything to relieve our situation, as the storm 
of public indignation was so violent that any- 
thing said by us would have been misinterpreted. 
We have no resentment and no criticism, but we 
want to thank the newspapers of Paterson for 
their sense of fairness and absence of malice in 
dealing with this case. 

We could say many things that would tend to 

abate the public indignation, but we propose to 
bear our punishment in silence We propose to 
earn the three days a month which the law re- 
mits for good behavior in State’s prison, and we 
hope and pray the community will suspend final 
judgment until, by good conduct and proper lives, 
we will earn their commendation. 
We are content to suffer ourselves, but we 
keenly feel the awful sorrow brought upon our 
families and friends who have stood so nobly by 
us through it all. Never at any time was there 
any {ll-feeling between ourselves, and we never 
had occasion to say things about each other in 
an effort to secure individual advantages. 

We feel that we have been victims to a great 
extent in the unreasonjng outside opinion, w hich 
was based upon the wild and inflammatory re- 
ports printed in the metropolitan papers to satis- 
fy a morbid taste. We are thankful to the coun- 
sel in our cases—Francis Scott, Michael Dunn, 
John W. Handing, John F. Kerr, and Judge 
Hoffman—who made every sacrifice at the peril 
= their reputations and even of their lives, and

TROUBLE AT SANDY HOOK. 


Officer Complains of Pilotboats and the 
Commissioner’s Retort. 


There nas been more sharp correspond- 
ence between Capt. E. B. Babbitt of the 
Ordnance Department of the United States 
who is the commanding officer of 
the Sandy Hook proving ground at Fort 
flaneeek, and the New York and Sandy 
Hook Pilot Commissioners. The mattcr 
subject of debate at the regular 
weekly meeting of the Pilot Commission- 
ers yesterday afternoon. 

Capt. Babbitt complains in his 
that the Sandy Hook pilot station boat New 
York and the small sailing pilotboats owned 
by the New York and Sandy Hook Pilots’ 
Association and others owned and op- 
erated by the New Jersey and Sandy Hook 
Pilots’ Association continually trespass on 
the proving grounds, which are south and 
west the Scotland Lightship, and that 
in consequence of this intrusion along the 
usual course of incoming Southern steam- 
ers United States gunners are frequently 
compelled to remain idle and inactive until 
shall have passed out of the 
guns. This, Capt. Babbitt 
maintains, hardship, owing to the 


heat in Summer and the cold and damp 
in Winter, the men are unprotected 
from the weather. 

In reply the Pilot Commissioners 
Capt. Babbitt that the pilots have fre- 
quently been requested to keep away from 
the proving grounds as muc h as possible, 
but that it is impossible to keep off the 
grounds all the time, as foreign vessels 
frequently hoist a signal asking for 4 
pilot. In that event the pilotboat must re- 
spond, and put a pilot aboard the incom- 
ing vessel, even though such vessel may 
be within range of the guns and on the 
course of the range. 
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The Pilot Commissioners have suggested 
that the Government erect an observation 
tower at or near Sandy Hook or Fort 


Hancock, and thereupon hoist signals which 
the pilots may see when vessels need the 
services of a pilot. 

Capt. Babbitt has replied 
favorably of the erection of 
of observation, and that the Government 
may build one in the near future. In the 
meantime he keeps sending in complaints 
that pilotboats cruising south for five 
miles off the Scotland Light and nine 
miles west cause great inconvenience and 
of time and opportunity of proving 
Uncle Sam's guns. 

In reply to this the Pilot Commissioners 
assert that the jurisdiction of the United 
States or of any other maritime nation 
is limited to a marine league, or. three nau- 
tical miles, and add that tncle Sam's prov- 
ing grounds practically range over the 
high seas.

This assignment was re- 
corded as a mortguge, and the loan was 
extended from time to time. In March, 
1899, a payment of a certain sum was 
made, and a note for $375 and interest, due 
in six months, was given for the amount 
said to be unpaid, Then, the not 
having been paid, an action was begun to 
foreclose the mortgage. The defense was 
set up that the original loan was usurious 
and that when the three-hundred-and-sev- 
enty-five-dollar note became due a tender 
was made of the amount and was refused. 
Mrs. Rosenmeyer was given judgment at 
Special Term, upon the ground that she 
was unaware of the usurious character of 
the transaction, which had been had with 
her sor, Joseph. It was not disputed, how- 
ever, that only $462 was received for the 
five-hundred-dollar rote. The Appellate 
Division has now reversed the judgment, 
saying, by Justice Rumrey, that it ap- 
peared the money was not Mrs. Rosen- 
meyer's, but belonged to her son, who 
made the loan and took the usury. Al- 
though the loan was made in the name of 
Mrs. Rosenmeyer, the only conclusion to 
be reached was that she was a mere fig- 
urehead, the actual party in interest being 
her son, Joseph. There can be no doubt,

HABEAS CorpPus.—The Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, in Brooklyn, has 
sustained the decision of the Special Term 
dismissing the habeas corpus proceedings 
instituted by Mrs. Elizabeth Baxter, who 
charged that Alfred T. Baxter was restrain- 
ing his brother, Charles H, Baxter, her 
husband, of his liberty. The brother, Al- 
fred, set up that his brother Charles was in 
Nichols, Tioga County, where he went of 
his own free will, to secure a residence, 
he said, after he was told by his wife to 


go away and not return until he could pro- 
vide her a home. He told his” brother, 
Alfred said, that he had been ordered to 
produce him in court, but he absolutely re- 
fused to come, though told his expenses 
would be paid. Justice Woodward, giving 
the opinion of tthe Court, holds that the 
law was fully satisfied when Alfred Baxter 
had placed before the court facts from 
which it might properly determine that the 
pefson wag not restrained of his liberty. 
Jt appeared that Charles Baxter was not 
only not in the custody or control of his 
brother, but that he had not been in his 
custody or in any other person's, and the 
return not being traversed or contradicted 
in any manner, must be taken as true. 
Charles Baxter not having been deprived 
of his liberty, the Court was without juris- 
diction to issue a warrant of attachment, 
which was intended merely as an aid to 
the Court in rendering the writ effectual. 
The respondent had made return to the writ 
in good faith, and an attachment should 
never be granted except in those cases in 
which the Court was satisfied that the re- 
spondent had been willfully disobedient or 
in contempt,

WR. GRUBER ASSAILS 
METROPOLITAN ROAD 


Declares that a Poor Man Has No 
Show Against It. 




















Objecting to an Unsustained Challenge 
of a Company Employe as Juror, 
He Gets a Dismissal. 





A rather sensational discontinuance of 
an action for $30,000 damages against the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company oc- 
curred before Justice MacLean in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. The whole trouble 
arose the twelfth juror called, who 
was an employe of the company. Abraham 
Gruber appeared as counsel for Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Dillon, who was suing to recover 
damages on the grounds that about a year 
ago her husband was run over by a car 
belonging to the defendant company and 
so injured that he eventually died. 

The case was called before Justice Mac- 
Lean, and there had been a long fight over 
the selection of a jury. Mr. Gruber had 
exhausted five of his six peremptory chal- 
lenges when David Mooney was called into 
the box as the twelfth juror. 

“What is your business, 
asked Mr. Gruber, 

‘Lt am in the 
Chambers Street.”’ 

“Do you know anybody 
the defendant company?”’ 

‘I do. I have a son who is employed as 
a conductor for the Metropolitan Street 
Railroad Company.”’ 

Mr. Gruber challenged Mr. Mooney, 
he was excused.

This, how- 
ever, was denied by Justice MacLean. 

‘But, your Honor—’’ began Mr. Gruber, 

‘“* Proceed with the trial,’’ said Justice 
MacLean. 

Mr. Gruber continued questioning Wes- 
ley, and brought out the fact that he had 
been employed on various street railways 
in this city for nineteen years. 

Mr. Gruber once more appealed to Jus- 
tice MacLean to dismiss Mr. Wesley from 
the jury box. He challenged Wesley first 
on the ground otf cause, put Justice Maec- 
Lean refused to entertain the challenge. 

“Then I challenge this juror on the 
ground of favor and prejudice,’’ said Mr. 
Gruber. 

“And I decline to entertain the chal- 
lenge,’’ said the Justice. 

In his extremity Mr. Gruber appealed to 
Lawyer George M. Pinney, who appeared 
on behalf of the defendant company. He 
asked Mr. Pinney to challenge the pro- 
tected juror, saying that it was manifestly 
unfair that he should act. Mr. Pinney re- 
fused to do as requested. 

After considerable argument, Mr. Gruber 
said: ‘‘ IT will then ask for a dismissal of the 
complaint in this case. 

Acting upon Mr. Gruber's request, Jus- 
tice MacLean dismissed the complaint. 
Then the lawyer announced that he would 
begin a new action later. 

After the case had been discontinued Mr. 
Gruber said to a number of reporters: 

“You may say for me, and I stand pre- 
pared to maintain my statement at any 
time, that a poor man has absolutely no 
show in an action against the Metropolitan 
Street Railway, Company if this city. This 
man Wesley has been a witness in five ac- 
cident cases and has always testified for 
the company. 

‘‘God knows .how many ‘verdicts for the 
railway company «have en rendered by 
its employes, who have been on juries un- 
known to the plaintiffs. In this case the 
company showed a willingness to have 
Wesley’ on the jury, as it knew he was an 
employe. There are many other things that 
ought to come out in this accident case, 
but I am not going to take any action at 
resent. I believe in fighting one mountain 
ion at a time. Iwill say that there is no 
reform needed more in New York City than 
the reform in trying damage cases against 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company. 

“The company maintains a regular trav- 
eling club which is ahead of that of any 
tourists’ agency. The purpose of this club 
is to take witnesses of plaintiffs who ought 
to be in New York City to some place of 
interest in other parts of the United States.
